At first it was the personal ads (“Bi- 

sexual Monoped Seeks Same”) and 
the music. By the time I was in col- 
lege, it was a young radical journal- 
ist’s vision of hope. I cut Voice head- 
lines out and stuck them on the door 
of my room: “Bozomania! Millions 
Disappointed as Fools Vie for High 
Office” perfectly summarized the 
1980 presidential election. If the 
prospect of living in Manhattan 
hadn't sickened and terrified me, it 
would have been The Paper I Always 
Wanted to Work For. 

Of course, eventually I got into the 
alt-press business myself, and grew a 
bit more cynical about my industry, 
and the Voice has had its ups and 
downs. But after more than a quarter 
century of regular reading, I have to 
say: At its worst, the Village Voice is 
still a goddamn good paper, better 
than the vast majority of what’s pub- 
lished in the United States today. At 
its best, it’s a reminder of what the 
alternative press has always been 
about. 

I'd hate to see the New Times peo- 
ple get their hands on it. 

It’s more than just one paper — 
it’s a philosophy of journalism. See, 
the thing that [ve always loved about 
the Voice is that it had political pas- 
sion; its journalism was a cause. 
When Wayne Barrett took on Ed 
Koch, and Joe Conason wrote maybe 
100 columns, week after week, prying 
open the Westway development 
scam, and the editors endorsed can- 
didates for local and national office, I 
could tell they were doing it because 
they loved their city and wanted to 
make it a better place. The people 
there seemed to understand that the 
role of an urban alternative was to 
make a difference (not just to do 
what our local competition here 
aims for, which is to “delight” some- 
one’s mind). 

New Times doesn’t operate that 
way. The New Times papers, includ- 
ing SF Weekly; have some good writ- 
ing and some solid journalism, but 
it’s hard to tell if any of their editors 
believe in anything. 

As we report on page 12, New

_ Times is negotiating a deal that 


would give it control of the Voice

chain). That would be a terrible 
move to more consolidation in the 
alternative press (see Editorial, page 
11). It would also wreck a great, 
shining example of the kind of jour- 
nalism that has changed the world.

THIS COURT-ORDERED NOTICE IS NOT AN EXPRESSION OF ANY OPINION BY THE COURT AS TO THE MERITS OF

BACKGROUND OF CASE 
The Plaintiffs in this lawsuit are three former dancers at the Gold Club, who performed 
~under the stage names “Grace,” “Kili” and “Debra.” The Plaintiffs sued Defendants SOLID 
GOLD, INC., TOP SHELF ENTERTAINMENT, INC., and GOLD CLUB — SF, LLC. At the 
Plaintiffs’ request, the Court authorized this lawsuit to proceed as a class action and appointed 
the Plaintiffs to act as the Class Representatives on behalf of all dancers who worked at the 
Gold Club from May 24, 2000 until February 18, 2004. This group of dancers is known as 
the Class or the Class Plaintiffs. The Court also appointed the attorneys listed below as Class 
counsel to provide legal representation to each Class member. 

The Class alleges that Defendants violated California law by treating Class members as 
independent contractors, when those persons were in fact employees of one or more of the 
Defendants. Defendants deny the Class’ allegations and assert that Class members were prop- 
erly treated as independent contractors, not employees. The Court has not yet ruled whether 
Class members were independent contractors or employees. 

If the Class is successful in this action, all of the persons who are members of the Class 
may be entitled to receive a monetary recovery. 

DEFINITION OF CLASS 

On June 8, 2005, the Court entered an order certifying the Class, which is defined as fol- 
lows: 

All entertainers who performed at the Gold Club at 650 Howard Street in San Francisco from 
May 24, 2000 through February 18, 2004. 
TRIAL DATE 

This class action is currently set for trial on October 11, 2005 in the California Superior 
Court for the County of San Francisco. 

AUTOMATIC INCLUSION IN CLASS; RIGHT TO OPT-OUT OF CLASS 

If you are a member of the class — that is, if you were a dancer at the Gold Club at any 
time between May 4, 2000 and February 18, 2004 - you have the following options: 

A.You will be automatically included in the Class unless you elect to exclude yourself 
from the class by September 24, 2005. 

B. You may exclude yourself from the Class by giving Class counsel notice as set forth 
below. 

” You have the choice of remaining in the Class or being excluded from the Class. The 
choice has certain legal consequences, and you are advised to discuss your decision with an 
attorney. Class counsel will not contact you during the period that you may opt-out of the 
Class, from August 25, 2005 until September 24, 2005, although you may contact Class coun- 
sel should you wish. Defense counsel is not permitted to contact you during the opt-out peri- 
od or at any time if you remain in the Class, because the Class was certified. 

IF YOU CURRENTLY DANCE AT THE GOLD CLUB, YOUR DECISION TO BE 
INCLUDED IN THE CLASS WILL NOT AFFECT YOUR ABILITY TO CONTINUE 
TO DANCE AT THE CLUB 


If you elect to be included in the Class: 

1. You will be represented by the existing Class Representatives, who are identified as 
the named Plaintiffs above under their stage names, and by the attorneys appointed as counsel 
for the Class, who are identified below. You will be entitled to contact Class counsel regard- 
ing this litigation. After the opt-out period, Class counsel may also contact you to advise you 
regarding this litigation. Defendants and their attorneys are not permitted to contact you 
about this action. 

2. You will receive notice of any proposed settlement or dismissal of Class claims, or any 
judgment entered in this action. 

3. You will waive any right you may have to separately sue SOLID GOLD, INC., TOP 
SHELF ENTERTAINMENT, INC., and/or GOLD CLUB — SE, LLC. on any of the claims 
asserted in this class action and, instead, agree that your claims will proceed in the Superior 
Court for the County San Francisco as part of this class action. You will be bound by any 
judgment or other final disposition of the class lawsuit, whether favorable or unfavorable, sub- 
ject to any right of appeal. You will not have the right to bring an individual action at a later 
date. 

4. You will participate, upon proof of membership in the class and the filing of a proper 
claim form, in a distribution of funds, if any, recovered in the litigation.

No strings attached 

Like many of your readers, I work with 
nonprofit organizations in San Francis- 
co. I find it disturbing that the Bay Guard- 
ian would intimate that nonprofits that 
accept PG&E philanthropy would be 
somehow beholden to PG&E interests. 
Furthermore, to imply that PG&E phi- 
lanthropy should be refused outright is 
the wrong principle upon which to stand. 

Your coverage also missed some key 
facts: PG&E gave away more than $7.5 
million last year to nonprofits, and ac- 
cording to its Web site, will increase that to 
$12 million over the next five years.

Clear strategy for Hetch Hetchy 
The possibility of restoring Hetch Hetchy 
Valley to its original grandeur is a com- 
plicated question that deserves serious 
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analysis and debate. Unfortunately, City ” 
Attorney Dennis Herrera’s opinion piece 
[8/17/05] does nothing to advance that 
debate and instead throws outa red her- 
ring. Herrera argues that the loss of hy- 
dropower at Hetch Hetchy would be a 
“needless setback” to San Francisco’s ef- 
forts to close the polluting Hunters Point 
and Potrero power plants. This argu- 
ment is completely bogus. 

The continued operation of these aging 
and inefficient power plants is a result of 
inadequate transmission lines coming 
into the Bay Area and up the peninsula to 
meet peak demand for electricity in San 
Francisco. A clear strategy for closing the ~ 
plants has been put forward in San Fran- 
cisco’s Electricity Resource Plan, which I 
helped prepare together with staff from - 
the City Attorney’s Office. This plan was 
unanimously adopted by the Board of - 
Supervisors after extensive public hear- 
ings. Electric power generation at Hetch 
Hetchy has absolutely nothing to do with 
the closure of the Hunters Point and 
Potrero power plants. 

Closing these dirty power plants re- 
quires the construction of new power 
linés to and through San Francisco, the 
development of clean new power plants 
in the city and peninsula, and the re- 
duction of peak electricity consumption 
through increased energy-efficiency 
measures. The mix of power resources 
outside of the Bay Area is irrelevant to 
the city’s strategy for closing these power 
plants and improving public health in 
the Bayview—Hunters Point area. 

The issues of environmental justice 
and preservation and restoration of the 
natural environment need not and 
should not be in conflict. San Francisco 
deserves an honest debate about its elec- 
tricity future that respects both concerns.

“patriotism.” Now it’s “the war on terror.” 
President Bush and many of his vocal sup- 
porters aren't content to wrap themselves in the 
flag. It’s not sufficient to posture as more patriotic 
than opponents of the Iraq war. The ultimate 
demagogic weapon is to exploit the memory of 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

The fourth anniversary will provide the Bush 
administration with plenty of media opportuni- 
ties to wrap itself in the 9/11 shroud and depict 
Iraq war critics as insufficiently committed to 
defending the United States. A renewed attempt 
to justify the war as a resolute stand against ter- 
rorism is well underway. ‘ 

On Aug. 24, eager to pull out of a political 
nosedive, Bush stood in front of National 
Guard members in Idaho and read from a 
script that was thick with familiar rhetoric: 
“Our nation is engaged in a global war on ter- 
ror that affects the safety and security of every 
American. In Iraq, Afghanistan, and across the 
world, we face dangerous enemies who want to 
harm our people, folks who want to destroy our 
way of life.” And: “As long as I’m the presi- 
dent, we will stay, we will’ fight, and we will 
win the war on terror.” 

Such presidential oratory has become routine. 
And anniversaries of 9/11 are occasions when 
the White House ratchets up the spin. 

“Tn the ruins of two towers, under a flag un- 
furled at the Pentagon, at the funerals of the lost, 
we have made a sacred promise to ourselves, and 
to the world,” President Bush proclaimed Sept. 11, 
2002. “We will not relent until justice is done 
and our nation is secure. What our enemies have 
begun, we will finish.” 

At the time, the Bush administration was build- 
ing its agenda for an invasion of Iraq. “Mr. Bush 


F:: along time, the last refuge of scoundrels was 


wants the UN to compel Iraq to submit to 


weapons inspections, or face the consequences,” 
ABC News reported. “And though he did not 
mention Saddam Hussein by name ... the White 
House says he had the Iraqi leader in mind when 
he warned America’s enemies.” 


That’s an example of how the propaganda tag 
team of government and media has conveyed 
implicit lies as actual facts. While talking about 
9/11, Bush said, “What our enemies have begun, 
we will finish.” And network reporting helpfully 
explained that “he had the Iraqi leader in mind.” 
The absence of evidence didn’t seem to matter 
much. Repeated countless times, such slick media 
maneuvers were able to convince a hefty chunk of 
the US population that Saddam Hussein was in- 
volved with the 9/11 attacks. 

When the second anniversary came around, 
Bush went to Walter Reed Army Hospital and 
visited soldiers who — in the words of one 
TV network — were “wounded in the war on 
terror, both in Afghanistan and Iraq.” The 
president’s comments in front of cameras were 
carefully targeted: “We’re going to a church 
service to remember the victims, pray for their 
families, victims of 9/11, 2001. Today, this af- 
ternoon, Laura and I are here to thank the 
brave souls who got wounded in the war on 
terror, people who are willing to sacrifice in 
order to make sure that attacks such as Sept. 11 
don’t happen again.” 

Last year Sept. 11 fell on a Saturday, and the 
president’s weekly radio address gained unusual 
visibility. Relatives of 9/11 victims surrounded 
Bush in the Oval Office as he made his little 
speech, which — in the words of NBC News — 
engaged in “linking the war on terror to the war 
in Iraq.” 

And so the media siege has gone, to this day. 
With routine assistance from news coverage, the 
Bush administration touts the US war effort in 
Iraq as a legitimate response to what happened 
on Sept. 11, 2001. With the White House now 
desperate to shore up its sinking political for- 
tunes, a vast amount of such propaganda is on 
the horizon. **

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No secret merger deal 


nials, we've finally gotten some truth: The nation’s 

two biggest alternative newspaper publishers 
have, indeed, been negotiating a merger that could 
create a 17-paper chain. As we report on page 12, 
documents the Bay Guardian has obtained show 
that Village Voice Media and New Times newspapers 
are serious enough about combining forces that, as 
recently as May 2005, they were circulating a draft 
agreement to create a new company. 

It’s more than a simple business deal — there are 
serious free-press, antitrust, and public-interest issues 
here. The United States Justice Department should 
not let it happen in secret. 

It was only a year and a half ago that the Justice 
Department, along with the attorneys general of 
California and Ohio, filed an antitrust complaint 
against New Times and VVM, charging that the 
chains had conspired to destroy alt-weekly compe- 
tition in Los Angeles and Cleveland. The two had ef- 
fectively divided up the markets: New Times had 
closed its LA paper, which competed against VVM’s 
LA Weekly, and in exchange, VVM had shuttered its 
Cleveland operation, which competed against New 
Times’ Cleveland Scene. 

The complaints alleged that New Times and VVM 
“entered into and engaged in a combination and 
conspiracy to suppress and eliminate advertising 
and editorial competition by allocating the markets 
for advertising in, and readers of, alternative 
newsweeklies in Cleveland, Ohio, and Los Angeles, 
California.” This illegal market-allocation agree- 
ment, the complaint continued, “is an unreason- 
able restraint of interstate trade that is per se illegal 
under Section | of the Sherman [Antitrust] Act.” 

The chains settled the charges by accepting a con- 
sent decree that, among other things, barred both 
companies for five years from “entering into, con- 
tinuing, maintaining or renewing this, or any other, 
market or customer allocation agreement, or from en- 
gaging in any other conspiracy, agreement or un- 
derstanding having a similar purpose or effect.” The 
stipulated judgment also required the two parties to 
notify the Justice Department before they “directly or 
indirectly enter into any merger, sale or joint venture.” 

The merger would, the parties admit in the docu- 
ments, also require Justice approval under the Hart- 
Scott-Rodino Act, which mandates federal review of

any business merger that could impact competition. - 


If New Times and VVM merge, it would have 
significant and lasting impacts on the alternative 
press marketplace. Among other things, New Times 
owns a national advertising sales firm called Ruxton, 
which competes with a co-op known as the Alter- 
native Weekly Network to sell national ads for week- 
ly papers. VVM, which owns New York’s Village 
Voice and LA’s LA Weekly, is an anchor member of the 
AWN (the Bay Guardian is a member too). If VVM 
joined the Ruxton group, as it would after a merger, 
then Ruxton would dominate or control many of the 
nation’s top media markets — New York, LA, Chica- 
go, Seattle, Phoenix, Dallas, Denver, Miami, and oth- 
ers? That would be a huge, perhaps crippling blow to 
the AWN, and thus to the competition, in national ad 
sales that help advertisers get good deals and keep 
competitive papers alive. 

On a larger level, this would move the alternative 
press industry a giant step.closer to the daily news- 
paper chain model that has effectively eliminated 
daily competition in American cities. It would further 
undermine the competitive premise of the alternative 
press, which was founded to compete with and be an 


alternative to the daily monopolies in almost every 
American city. And it would fly in the face of the 
entire First Amendment premise of a vigorous mar- 
ketplace of ideas and competing editorial voices. 

New Times would also be in an even stronger 
position, with its national chain and its national rep 
firm, to continue its predatory, scorched-earth poli- 
cies against existing competitors and mount even 
higher barriers of entry against any new competitors 
in any of its 17 markets. 

Such a purchase would involve tens of millions of 
dollars, putting the New Times chain even more 
under the control and pressure of venture capitalists. 
Under the terms of the deal, Alta Communications, 
the Boston-based venture capital firm that is a major 
New Times investor, and three Village Voice Media in- 
vestors (Goldman, Sachs and Co; Weiss, Peck and 
Greer; and Trimaran Capital Partners) would all 
have seats on the merged company’s nine-member 
board. These investors are obsessed not with quali- 
ty alternative journalism but with making big bucks 
as fast as possible. And the merger documents sug- 
gest that they will want to sell the entire outfit in a few 
years — perhaps to some giant media corporation. 

So there’s ample reason for Justice Department 
regulators to evaluate the deal. The problem is that 
so far, the department has insisted thatall of its 
oversight will take place in secret; Justice officials 
have refused even to tell us if the two chains have filed 
notice of a merger. 

If New Times and VVM hayen't notified the Jus- 
tice Department of any proposed merger, Justice 
needs to signal them that they can’t merge under the 
terms and logic of their own consent decree and 
moratorium against further deals. And Justice must 
publicly state that, if the chains push forward with a 
merger, it will immediately make the notice public 
and inform the two guilty predators they must face 
a public hearing and Justice opposition. 

The public disclosure of an impending deal is 
critical: It would, among other things, give newspa- 
per staffs, interested parties, and the public an op- 
portunity to employ some timely whiffs of political 
and legal grapeshot. Last time around, New Times 
and VVM took a page from the worksheet of the 
predatory chains and made a surprise blitzkrieg at- 
tack on their own papers, instantly closing down 
the New Times paper in LA and the VVM paper in 
Cleveland — bang, just. like that — and shutting 
down two Web sites immediately. Justice and the 
California and Ohio attorneys general filed suit 
shortly thereafter, but the deal was done and could 
not be undone, and all they could do was fine and 
punish the perpetrators. 

At minimum the federal regulators need to dis- 
close the basic outlines of any deal proposal, invite 
public comment, hold extensive public hearings, 
and get to the bottom of a critical question: How in 
the world did New Times and VVM summon up the 
arrogance and chutzpah to defy a Justice-California- 
Ohio consent decree against their illegal market al- 
location scheme and then work to defy a federal 
and state ban against such further predatory schemes? 

Justice is obligated by the rationale of its original 
lawsuit to go public and just say no. Meanwhile, the 
rest of us who value and fight for a free, independ- 
ent, and competitive press can scream bloody mur- 
der and help ensure that this merger never happens. 
And if it does happen, that it happens under a shaft 
of glaring sunlight. On guard! *

The nation’s two largest alterna- 
tive newspaper publishers have 
been in intense negotiations over a 
merger that would create a 17- 
paper chain controlled to a signif- 
icant extent by venture capitalists, 
new documents obtained by the 
Bay Guardian show. 

The documents, which appear 
to be valid, include a May 27, 2005, 
draft of a merger agreement be- 
tween Village Voice Media and 
New Times. They were provided by 
a source close to the negotiations. 

The draft calls for the creation of 
a new company controlled by a 
nine-member board. Five of the 
members would come from 
Phoenix-based New Times and its 
primary venture-capital firm, the 
Boston-based Alta Communica-

Trimaran Capital Partners; and Weiss, 
Peck and Greer, all of whom are VVM 
investors. 

So in the end, at least four of the board 
members — and possibly a majority of five 
— would be venture capitalists. There may 
be as few as four directors who have any 
background in publishing or journalism. 

The documents state that all but two of 
the board members (also called managers) 
can be removed from the board for 
“cause” — but “the Lacey Manager or the 
Larkin Manager may not be removed as 
Managers with or without Cause, it being 
understood that the sole basis on which ei- 
ther such Manager may be removed as.a 
Manager shall be such Manager's convic- 
tion of a felony.” 

The initial officers of the new Corpo- 
ration would be heavily slanted toward 
New Times: Of the five officers named 
in the documents, four — Lacey, Larkin, 
Brunst, and Scott Spear — are all New 
Times employees. Brunst would be the 
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chief financial officer. Schneiderman, 
the only VVM officer, would be vice 
president of Internet operations. No 
titles are listed for Lacey, Larkin, or 
Spear. 

The documents suggest that the 
new company has been set up with 
the idea of an eventual sale: They 
state that, for the first three years, the 
company can only be sold with the 
consent of six of the nine board 
members. But over the next two 
years, five board members could ap- 
prove a sale, and after five years, three 
directors could make that decision. 

The documents also address the 
prospect that SF Weekly, East Bay Ex- 
press, and the Cleveland Scene could 
be sold off or closed if they continue 
to hemorrhage cash. “[I]f at any time 
up to and including the Third An- 
niversary date, the cumulative losses 
for any of the [East Bay, Cleveland or 
San Francisco units] [brackets in orig- 
inal document] exceed the cumulative 
projected losses for such unit ... the 
Company, with the consent of five 
managers, shall be permitted to dis- 
pose of such non-performing unit by 
merger, consolidation, sale of assets or 
otherwise,” they state. 

The new company would be re- 
quired to honor the union contracts 
at the Village Voice —the only paper ~ 
in either chain that’s fully unionized 
(some LA Weekly workers are repre- 
sented by a union). But other em- 
ployees may not fare so well. The new 
company “may, in its reasonable discre- 
tion, transition all employees ... to new 
compensation, benefit plans, programs 
or arrangements.” 

A separate document, dated June 1, 
2005, is titled “NT/VV Proposed Busi- 
ness Consolidation Agreement Issues List 
Relating to NT Draft of Contribution and 
LLC Agreement.” It lists some concerns — 
apparently from VVM executives — about 
the deal. 

It cites.a “drop date of Nov. 30, 2005,” 
but notes that “[t)his is too short, obtain- 
ing HSR approval may take a long time.” 
That’s a reference to the Hart-Scott-Rodi- 
no Act, which requires federal approval of 
any merger that may have an impact on 
business competition. 

That might not be routine: New Times 
and VVM have run afoul of federal an- 
titrust laws in the past. The two chains 
were charged a year and a half ago with 
conspiring to end alt-weekly competition 
in Los Angeles and Cleveland (see “New 
Times Nailed,” 1/29/03). Under a consent 
decree, the companies are required for 
five years to give the Justice Department 
notice before pursuing any merger. 

We've spoken to several sources close to 
the negotiations who say it’s likely that 
process is already underway. But the Jus- 
tice Department has consistently main- 
tained that any such notice would be con- 
fidential. 

The two parties are also keeping a tight 
hold on the information. Staffers at VVM 
and New Times papers seem unaware of 
the details of the talks, and top manage- 
ment has refused to answer their ques- 
tions about the situation.

The intersection of Westpoint and Middlepoint Roads is both 
one of the most depressing places in San Francisco (the countless 
murders, the frequent exchanges of gunfire, the myriad decrepit, 
boarded-up public housing units), and one of the most beautiful 
(the numerous leafy trees lining the streets, the absolutely stunning 
view of the bay’s dark waters). 

Kathy Profit spent 25 years here in the Hunters View housing 
project, dwelling in a small, chewed-up row house slathered with 
a thick layer of baby-blue paint, the ground-floor windows de- 
fended by rusty burglar bars, the front yard a small rectangle of dirt. 

Profit’s lengthy tenancy at 138 Westpoint came to an end Aug. 
18, when she was evicted by the San Francisco Housing Author- 
ity (SFHA), bringing to a close months of legal fisticuffs. The way 
Profit tells it, standing in the doorway of the empty house she 
used to live in, there’s no reason for the housing authority to be 
booting her. 

“Tm disturbed. I’m frustrated. I don’t like it all,” she says. 

Her troubles date back to Nov. 7, 2004. On that date her 25-year- 
old son, Terrell Joseph, got popped by the San Francisco Police De- 
partment for allegedly possessing a bag of weed, a bag of meth, and 
a cocked, loaded, semiautomatic handgun. He was standing out- 
side, a few doors down from his mom’s place. 

According to the housing authority, when Joseph got busted, he 
told the arresting officers he lived with Profit at 138 Westpoint, 
though he’s not on the lease. And thus the agency, which has a zero- 
tolerance policy toward crime and drug activity in public housing, 
began legal maneuvering aimed at ousting Profit from her home. 

When the housing authority served her with a three-day evic- 
tion notice, in early February, it cited the incident, saying she’d vi- 
olated the terms of her lease, which bars “all Household Members, 
guests, or other persons under the Tenant's control,” from engag- 
ing in “any activity that threatens the health, safety,” or peace of 
mind of other tenants. : 

But both Profit and Joseph claim he wasn’t crashing with Mom 
when he was arrested. “He’s a grown man. He’s 25. He wasn't liv- 
ing here,” Profit insists. 

“J ain't lived here since I was 18 or 19,” says Joseph, who’s tan- 
gled with the law numerous times, adding, “I feel terrible. I kinda 
feel like it’s my fault” that Profit is getting booted. 

Mike Roetzer, the housing authority’s public information offi- 
cer, couldn’t give us any information about Profit’s situation, say- 
ing that doing so would infringe on her privacy. 


In recent weeks lots of people have been evicted from Hunters View 
— locals describe Wednesday as “eviction day,’ when housing au- 
thority employees go from home to home collecting the possessions 
leftbehind by ex-residents and fasten plywood over the windows 
of darkened units. 

At this point the place looks like a half-abandoned, WWIl-era 
military base. Standing on Profit’s stoop about a week after her evic- 
tion, we watched a group of Samoan grade-schoolers on scooters 
and skateboards play with a hunk of plywood ripped from the front 
of two boarded-over, windowless row houses. Someone had torn 
the screen door off Profit’s former abode, leaving shards of the 
wooden door frame scattered about. Nearby, a rectangular street 
lamp on a tall pole glowed amber for no apparent reason — it was 
one in the afternoon.

By the housing authority’s own analysis, Hunters 
View, a collection of 267 ultra-utilitarian dwellings 
thrown up in 1956, is a disaster. The agency’s docu- 
ments refer to the territory as a “blight in the com- 
munity,’ and say the row houses suffer from “cracked 


raw sewage collecting on-site, oozing in public areas 
and play yards, and backing up into units”; decaying 
foundations and plumbing; and an “obsolete electri- 
cal system [that] is a potential fire hazard, fails to 
meet current code and is completely insufficient for 
current households’ electrical needs.” 

Now, after years of entropy, change is afoot in the 
*hood. Big-time change. On Aug. 11 housing au- 
thority officials voted to start negotiating with de- 
velopers, who'll raze and rebuild the entire 22-acre 
hillside tract. 

Some folks are enthusiastic about the plans. “I was 
in on the meeting with the developers. I heard 
their presentation, and I liked what they said,” 
Dorothy Smith said at a recent meeting of the 
Housing Authority Commission, a seven-member body that ad- 
vises the agency. 

Others are skittish, unnerved by what they perceive as a wave of 
evictions. Those who remain wonder where they'll find cheap 
housing during the years that Hunters View is being reshaped 
and worry that, for one reason or another, they won't be allowed 
to move back into the development when the shiny new homes are 
unveiled. “We do need our places to be rebuilt,” said Monica 
Autry, president of the Hunters View Tenants’ Association. “But I 
do have lots of worries, and my tenants have lots of worries. I’m 


concerned about the recent evictions.”

courts, is partially responsible for the death of his daughter. 

On a December night in 1997, a fire erupted at 132 Westpoint 
— three doors down from Profit — eviscerating the unit and leav- 
ing six people dead, one of whom was Joseph’s three-year-old 
daughter, Markeisha. Joseph, recalls Profit, “tried to run in the 
house while it was engulfed in flames, trying to get his daughter 
out of there.” 

The housing authority blamed the blaze on an errant cigarette 
or match, but after being sued by Joseph and several other peo- 
ple who lost family members to the flames, agency officials, in 
court documents, acknowledged a host of blunders: The home’s 
furnace “was in need of repair”; the unit was missing a smoke de- 
tector, though tenants had repeatedly asked the agency to replace 
it; the electrical system was troubled. A housing authority em- 
ployee complained orally and in writing about SFHA inspection 
and maintenance problems at the unit, “but her complaints fell 
on ‘deaf ears.” 

In 2001 a jury ruled against the housing authority, finding the 
agency 80 percent at fault for the blaze and liable for a $12 million 
judgment, a judgment that’s since been upheld numerous times on 
appeal. So far, though, the housing authority has refused to pay, say- 
ing it doesn’t have the money and might even try to file for bank- 
ruptcy protection if forced to cough up the cash. 

Until relatively recently, 132 Westpoint remained charred and 
unoccupied, a silent reminder of the tragedy and, for some, a 
symbol of the neighborhood’s neglect. 

Today, Profit thinks the housing authority's beef with her has 
something to do with her son’s ongoing legal dispute. “I think they 
was biased towards me ’cause of the lawsuit,” she says. “I think hous- 
ing authority has been biased towards me, and I'll say that till the 
day I die.” 

Profit, who isn’t a party to the lawsuit, doesn’t understand why 
the agency wouldn't enter into a legally binding agreement with her, 
a pact allowing her to stay in her unit as long as she barred her son 
from ever setting foot in it. Such are the choices people are forced 
to make around these parts. 


There is one particularly controversial element to the plan, and 
that’s the housing authority’s intention to blend market-rate hous- 
ing into the new development, which is slated to be twice as large, 
boasting 500 to 600 units. Obviously, at this moment in history, 
with real estate looking like the dot-com stock of the ’00s, and the 
median home price currently nestled at the $800,000 mark, the city 
doesn’t really have a shortage of insanely overpriced market-rate 
property. What it does have, according to city planning docu- 
ments, is a need for more than 12,000 new, affordable units. 

There’s another interesting gspect to the scheme: Two of the triad 
of firms poised to rebuild Hunters View are for-profit corporations, 
Devine and Gong, Inc. and the John Stewart Company. The single 
document on the deal released by the housing authority to the Bay 
Guardian does not reveal how much money the companies are like- 
ly to pocket. :

Local researchers under fire 
for study on fetal pain

In yet another sign that it takes about three seconds for anything relating to abor- 
tion to become the subject of rancorous political debate, local researchers who re- 
cently reviewed the scientific evidence on when a fetus develops the capacity to 
feel pain are being slammed by the country’s anti-abortion lobby — for alleged 
conflicts of interest. 

At issue is an article in the most recent issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association by five researchers associated with the University of Cal- 
ifornia at San Francisco. The researchers reviewed more than 2,000 scientif- 
ic papers dealing with brain development in utero and other pertinent.issues. 
They concluded that fetuses probably can’t feel pain until the 29th week of a 
pregnancy because the wiring between two key parts of the brain is under- 
developed until that point. The paper notes that data on this issue is limited, 
and it urges that more research be conducted. 

Why does the pro-life lobby care so much about the article? Well, the first 
and most obvious reason is that the article challenges the idea of fetuses as full- 
fledged people. But more specifically, the study raises questions about sever- 
al pieces of legislation. The Unborn Child Pain Awareness Act, pending in Con- 
gress, would to require clinicians to tell women who are seeking an abortion 
after the 20th week of pregnancy that the fetus will feel pain. They would also 
be required to offer to anesthetize the fetus during the procedure. Similar bills 
have been considered in other states, including California, and have passed in 
Georgia and Arkansas. 

The JAMA article drew notice when it was published Aug. 25, but it got in- 
creased attention when the National Right to Life Committee, an anti-abor- 
tion group, somehow figured out that lead writer Susan Lee once worked as 
a lawyer for the National Abortion Rights Action League. It also noticed that 
co-author and obstetrician-gynecologist Dr. Eleanor Drey is the director of the 
abortion clinic at San Francisco General Hospital. 

The NRLC said that Lee and Drey are therefore “pro-abortion activists” and 
that the JAMA article should be discounted. 

JAMA editor Catherine DeAngelis soon received dozens of angry — and in 
some cases, hate-filled — e-mails. She publicly defended the scientific value 
of the article but said she wished she had known about Lee’s NARAL back- 
ground, which she likely would have disclosed at the end of the article. 

JAMA’s author guidelines, however, are clear: Financial links within the past 
five years are to be disclosed. And Lee, who is now a medical student at 
UCSE, worked at NARAL for eight months ending in mid-2000. 

“Are they saying that for controversial issues, the standard should be dif- 
ferent?” Drey asked when the Bay Guardian spoke to her. 

“Tt is not routine for scholars to disclose the nature of their clinical prac- 
tice as a potential conflict of interest. For example, the presence of a cardio- 
vascular surgeon as an author of an article about whether a certain cardiac sur- 
gical technique was safe would not represent a conflict of interest,’ UCSF chief 
of obstetrics and gynecology Philip Darney said in a statement. 

Lee told us she never expected her past affiliation with NARAL to become 
an issue: “If they're doubting the objectivity, I'd encourage them to go look at 
the sources. There are no secrets in this.” 

Almost every newspaper that ran a story about the study followed up with 
one about the researchers’ ties. Some, like the Philadelphia Inquirer, didn’t cover 
the study at all until the pro-life groups began blasting it. (The Inquirer story 
is approvingly posted on the NRLC Web site.) 

The last JAMA scuffle of this sort involved the 1999 firing of Dr. George 
Lundberg from the journal. After 17 years of employment, Lundberg published 
results of a survey of college students on whether they believed oral sex qual- 
ified as “sex.” The article coincided with President Bill Clinton’s impeachment 
trial, and in case it’s not obvious, most of the college kids thought oral sex 
wasn’t quite sex. Lundberg was ousted for using the journal to make a polit- 
ical point. ; 

Pro-lifers are, of course, accusing JAMA of the same thing today. But main- 
ly they are making it clear that anything related to abortion will be drawn into 
the always fractious debate over the medical procedure. 

“The reason you do research is to answer questions you think are clinical- 
ly important,” Drey said. “Do they want people to feel they can’t examine abor-

tion? Someone has to-look at this.” *

LoFo Duplications helps bands self-release in small batches.

hris Rolls is trying to become every 

indie band’s new best friend ... 

and make enough money to quit 

his day job. His company, Lower 

Fourteenth Duplications (485 14th 
Street, SE. www.lofodupes.com), man- 
ufactures CDs at bargain rates, taking 
advantage of the plummeting cost of 
CD-R technology. Rolls has teamed up 
with artist Jonathan Runcio, whose de- 
sign and print shop, Woodward Flats 
(same address, www.woodwardflats 
.com), offers price-conscious packaging 
and promo items to accompany the 
discs. Together, the two entrepreneurs 
are on a crusade to drive down costs for 
independent labels and musicians who 
want to self-release small batches of CDs. 

Lower Fourteenth Duplications, or 
“LoFo Dupes,” as Rolls has dubbed the 
business, grew out of his experience 
running his indie label, Kimosciotic 
Records. “The music I was doing didn’t 
need runs of 1,000 discs ... but any- 
thing less than 1,000 discs was ridicu- 
lously expensive [per disc].” 

The reason for this high up-front 
cost has to do with the way CDs have 
traditionally been manufactured. Large- 
scale CD duplicators make CDs from a 
glass master disc, which is used like a 
mold onto which new CDs are pressed 
from scratch. Since the master disc costs 
a lot of money to produce, traditional 
manufacturers have to charge almost 
the same price for orders of 300 discs as 
they do for runs of 1,000 (between $500 
and $1,500) in order to cover their costs. 
For musicians with smaller followings 
who might not need 1,000 CDs, it 
doesn’t make sense to do a smaller order 
using the glass-master method, espe- 
cially since there’s no objective evidence 
that it produces better sound quality. 

That was the situation that confronted 
a beleaguered Rolls when, late last year, 
he wasn’t sure if his label could afford to 
keep releasing CDs. If he could raise Ki- 
mosciotic’s profit margins by spending

less on CD production, however, he’d have 
more money for the next project. Rolls 
discovered that buying a CD-R duplication 
machine would cost roughly $3,000, about 
the same price as two or three separate 
runs of 500 to 1,000 CDs from a third 
party. CD-R duplicators, which etch in- 
formation onto discs much like the burn- 
ers on home computers do, don’t entail the 
high setup costs of manufacturing CDs 
from a glass master. Though it’s a common 
perception that CD-Rs are more likely to 
skip or have compatibility problems with 
some old stereos, Rolls says, “That’s really 
not so much of an issue when you're talk- 
ing about modern CD-R duplicators, 
which are built to be error-free. I haven't 
come across these problems myself.” 

The cost per unit can’t be beat: A run 
of 100 CD-Rs costs $100 or less, instead 
of $500 or more. Realizing that bringing 
production in-house would be the best 
way to improve his profits for low-vol- 
ume releases, Rolls took the plunge and 
bought a duplicator. 

After successful experiments mak- 
ing CDs for Kimosciotic, the indie en- 
trepreneur is now putting his CD-R 
machine to work for local musicians, 
charging around a dollar or two per 
unit, packaging included. Michelle

band DMBQ, which released a tour CD 
using Lower Fourteenth, says, “My take 
on the whole process ... is that it’s some- 
thing a little more unique that bands 
can have on tour with them.” 

Uniqueness is important to most 
indie bands. Though CD-R duplica- 
tion is readily available from online 
vendors (and LoFo’s prices remain as 
low as or lower than the Internet com- 
petition’s), no self-respecting art-rock 
group is going to let a megatron cor- 
poration ram their magnum opus into 
a jewel case and stick a tacky laser-print- 
ed label on it. The packaging design 
that Woodward Flats provides LoFo 
evokes the artisan-crafted, DIY aes- 
thetic. Picture your CD in smartly fold- 
ed heavy cardstock with hand screen- 
printing of your cover design on the 
front. If there’s something else you want 
to put your CD in, Rolls and Runcio will 
probably find a way to do it. And, unlike 
your home burner, the duplicator can 
paint a design directly onto the disc. 

Rolls hopes that by offering cheap 
CD reproduction, LoFo will give estab- 
lished players like DMBQ the opportu- 
nity to offer more limited-edition CDs, 
and allow musicians with smaller fol- 
lowings to release material without 
spending a lot of money. Mike Alexis, 
whose fledgling band AM Magic was 
an early LoFo customer, likes Rolls’s 
approach. “I think it’s such a good op- 
tion for bands like us. It’s really unreal- 
istic to think you can get rid of 1,000 
CDs.” San Francisco’s animal-friendly, 
flute-core trio Death Sentence: Panda! 
manufactured their release Puppy, Kitty 
or Both through LoFo and plans on 
doing more limited releases with the 
company in the future. 

With all systems go, Rolls expects to 
stay busy for the rest of the year and 
hopes that, in addition to making a pos- 
itive contribution to the San Francisco 
music scene, LoFo just might enable 
him to quit that pesky day job. +

Can’t kill P2P 


here’s this great, whiny song by Ozzy Osbourne from back in the day 
(before the TV show and all that crap) in which he screams, “You can’t kill 
rock and roll — it’s here to staaaaaay!” Although remarkable for its cheesy 

sincerity, Ozzy’s was just one of many songs expressing such sentiments 

back in the late 20th century. By then, it was pretty damn obvious rock 
couldn't be stopped, despite the efforts of Tipper Gore and the Christian evan- 
gelists. Yet clearly Ozzy still felt sort of threatened, or at-least besieged enough 
that he needed to pen yet another paean to the juggernaut of rock, the world’s 
most dangerous musical genre (later surpassed by rap). 

I’m starting to feel like Ozzy. I want to yowl about peer-to-peer file-sharing 
software, a geeky topic I think Ozzy, with his reputation for biting the heads off 
bats, would appreciate. Like rock ’n’ roll, P2P is not going to die — despite hype 
storms to the contrary.

given time. That’s a 20.1 
percent jump from last year. And it’s double the number from September 2003. 
The recent Supreme Court decision in MGM v. Grokster will leave some P2P com- 
panies open to lawsuits, and yet those companies are still holding their digital swap 
meets in which people trade files online. The Motion Picture Association of 
America and the Recording Industry Association of America brought several thou- 
sand lawsuits against individual file-sharers over the past year, but people are still 
flocking to BitTorrent, Kazaa, eMule, and all the other glorious free networks 
designed to facilitate quick information-sharing across the planet. 

The entertainment industry, whose representatives have tiresomely insisted 
that their profits are being decimated by P2P, isn’t really doing that badly after 
all. The film industry says DVD sales grew 33 percent in 2004. And in an exten- 
sive research report, the Economist has concluded that music sales grew by a few 
percentage points in 2004 too. 

Now here’s the really interesting thing. In a recent bulletin, the wackily named 
International Federation of the Phonographic Industry (an international version of 
the RIAA) said that “music fans downloaded well over 200 million tracks in 2004 in 
the US and Europe — up from about 20 million in 2003.” These were legally pur- 
chased tracks, by the way. So if we assume a comparable amount of growth in legal 
downloading this year, I think it’s safe to say that buying shitloads of lame new 
music from major labels online will become as popular as P2P sharing. And 
indeed, the market for legal downloading is growing as fast as P2P: Internet indus- 
try analysts at Jupiter Research said earlier this month that the digital music indus- 
try is currently worth $350 million and is expected to double in the coming year. 

Amusingly, $200 million of that revenue is from ringtones alone. Now what 
does that tell us? That people are so desperate to download music online that 
they'll buy anything — even stupid ringtones — if it’s easily gotten in sufficient 
variety. Similarly, as soon as record companies made their music available online, 
via P2P networks or in stores like iTunes or Yahoo! Music, people started buying 
it like crazy. Maybe the popularity of P2P networks isn’t about people wanting to 
“steal music,” as the RIAA would like you to think. Maybe it’s just about people 
not wanting to go to scabby old Tower Records for their music. Maybe it’s just 
that people want to get their music online, and currently P2P is the best way to 
get it. Not because it’s free, but because it’s there. 

Finally, some bigwigs in the music industry are starting to get it. Earlier this 
month Sony BMG announced it had made a deal with British ISP PlayLouder to 
make its entire music catalog available to the ISP’s customers. That means anyone 
with a PlayLouder account can download any Sony BMG song, in any format, from 
any P2P network, perfectly legally, for free. Doesn't that sound civilized? Imagine if 
anyone who had an Earthlink account could use BitTorrent for legal downloads of 
every Bruce Springsteen CD. What Sony BMG is acknowledging is that P2P is the 
new radio. People are using P2P to listen to music all day, discover new artists, and 
(yes) tape their favorite stuff to hear later. All these things will lead to bigger rev- 
enues for Sony BMG in the same way that radio play for their artists has in the past. 

And yet, just last fall, a group of 47 state attorneys general wrote an open letter 
to the P2P industry urging it to “take direct and meaningful action” because 
mostly P2P networks are used for child pornography and crime. Here we are, 
almost 30 years after Ozzy’s anthem shook my little ghetto blaster, and we're still 
being pummeled by lawmakers and hypocritical authority figures because of all 
the supposedly scary things wrought by youth music culture.

| n Germany, my young German 
friend was saying, “if you go into 
an Indian restaurant, the people 
doing the cooking are from 
India, or if it’s a Turkish restau- 
rant, they’re from Turkey. Here it 
doesn’t matter what kind of food it is, 
the cooks are all from Mexico or Cen- 
tral America.” 

I wondered about that while he 
paused for a sip of white wine — a glass 
of fairly buttery Falanghina ($5.75), 
from Campania — and a bite of the 
pizza we were sharing, which was sur- 
prisingly excellent. Or maybe not that 
surprising, since we were sitting in 
Pizzeria Delfina, whose owner, Craig 
Stoll, was all over the place, seating, 
serving, supervising, training his new 
staff, making sure the place’s early days 
(it opened in mid-July) are good ones. 
Opening a restaurant is like laying a 
linoleum floor or raising a baby: Those 
first moments determine much of what 
will come after. So the strong beginning 
is highly desirable, highly sought-after, 
and perhaps essential. 

Were the pizzeria’s peel-wielding 
chefs native to, or descended from na- 
tives of, one of our hemisphere’s many 
Spanish-speaking lands? It was difficult 
to tell in all the blurring, though pleas- 
ant, commotion; Pizzeria Delfina is, 
among other things, an echo of the 
original Delfina (which, now expanded, 
is next door) in its narrow, hectic, 
youthful space. It is generally under- 
stood, though, that many of the people 
who actually do the city’s restaurant 
cooking are of Mexican or Central 
American heritage, and this tends to be 
true whether the restaurant is Postrio 
or a Chinese take-out place operating 
in a storefront in the vague borderland 
between North Beach and Chinatown. 

To help these people — many of 
whom are immigrants or do not speak 
fluent English or both — find their way 
through the labyrinth of San Francis- 
co’s restaurantland, the Mission Lan- 
guage and Vocational School operates a 


culinary school, the Latino Cuisine 
Culinary Academy, whose courses of 
instruction include cooking, baking, 
and restaurant management — and, if 
appropriate, English as a second lan- 
guage. The academy, in turn, operates a 
breakfast-and-lunch restaurant, the 
Florida Street Café, that provides on- 
the-job experience and rather winning- 
ly emphasizes the academy’s preferred 
cooking styles: California and Latino. 

The lunch menu has a mishmashy 
quality like that of a potluck party. You 
could open with a tortilla salad ($4.75) 
— of fresh, freshly chopped romaine 
leaves bathed Caesar-style in a thick, 
milky ranch dressing and nested in a 
deep-fried shell with guacamole, pico 
de gallo, and cubes of queso blanco — 
before moving on to trout papillote. 
Fish cooked in paper seemed a little 
grand for the moment; we drifted away 
from the papillote, heading lazily 
downstream toward the bottom of the 
menu, where we found such stalwarts 
as an excellent Cuban sandwich ($6.25) 
and a well-seasoned turkey cheeseburg- 
er ($6.25). The former consisted of 
roast pork loin and ham slices on a soft 
baguette, with pickles, Swiss cheese, hot 
mustard, and crisp home fries on the 
side. The latter had a little less personal- 
ity, as is often the case with turkey 
burgers, but that and everything else 
washed down nicely with watermelon 
aguas frescas in which we detected a 
nippy undertone of cucumber, one of 
watermelon’s closest relations. 

The setting, an airy, dimly lit box of a 
room, could be a hotel restaurant in a 
Graham Greene novel set in the sleepy 
capital of some politically unstable, 
postwar, backwater land. Table service 
is efficient and correct (water glasses re- 
filled without asking, et cetera), and the 
kitchen swiftly responsive. There is also 
sidewalk seating, which has the effect of 
reminding one how appealingly warm, 
sunny, and unwindy the Mission’s 
weather is, particularly when it is cold, 
windy, and foggy in other, more high- 


platter, with a smile. Enjoy it outside. 


end neighborhoods. (“Sunny” Noe Val- 
ley!) Over at Pizzeria Delfina the splen- 
did summer weather has also been 
noted and a sidewalk-café scene set up; 
with Tartine at one corner, Pizzeria Del- 
fina, Delfina, and Bi-Rite in the middle 
of the block, and the Dolores Park Café 
at the other corner, that passage of 18th 
Street now is like one of those stretches 
of Melrose just west of La Cienaga. 
There is, for me, a powerful conflu- 
ence of memory around the combina- 
tion of good, thin-crust pizza and good 
Italian beer — and Pizzeria Delfina ac-, 
tually has Peroni’s Nastro Azzurro 
(“blue ribbon”), which is more or less 
the official beer of Rome, though Ro- 
mans enjoy it on tap while we must 
make do with bottles. But the blistered 
excellence of the pizza has a way of 
erasing such minor indignities. A salsic- 
cia pie ($13.25), lightly swabbed with a 
sanguinous tomato sauce and dotted 
with bits of house-made sausage exhal- 
ing a strong perfume of fennel, could 
easily have been served to sing-song ac-

claim at one of those trattorias where 
Neapolitans and Romans so festively 
gather on warm summer evenings. In- 
stead it came to us, at lunch, in the Mis- 
sion, and I made no complaint and 
heard none, even if we were seated in- 
side, amid a sleekness of blond wood, 
stainless steel, and chalkboards. 

Like any American pizzeria worthy 
of the name, Pizzeria Delfina does a 
take-out business, and because an ele- 
ment of the place’s identity is Lunch at 
Delfina (the mother ship has never 
served lunch), the menu also features 
various Tuscan-flavored lunchables 
such as pastas and bean salads. Yet 
Pizzeria Delfina is also open for dinner 
—a useful factoid to have in hand in 
case a walk-in attempt on Delfina itself 
turns out to be mission: impossible. +

Organic fanatic 


Te Plsette foods always better? As 
A= hair-splitter Bill Clinton might 
y, that depends on the meaning of 

“organic” and also of “better.” Those 
meanings are changeable and slippery, 
but there are ways of getting a firmer 

grip on them, and one of the — yes — 
better of these is a book, published this 
week, called A Field Guide to Buying Or- 
ganic, by a pair of Minnesotans, Lud- 
dene Perry and Dan Schultz (Bantam, 
$14 paper). 

The authors are sympathetic to the 
organic-food movement, whose immedi- 
ate roots they trace to late 19th-century 
Germany and whose deep historical 
basis is the use of compost (the world’s 
first and most durable recycling program) 
to feed soil that would otherwise be de- 
pleted by agriculture. But they are not 
naive about the multiple motivations of 

_ organic food shoppers, nor about the 
changes that have been brought to or- 
ganic farming practices by agribusiness, 
which knows a profit center when it sees 
one, With organic food production be- 
coming an industry of national scale, 
Perry and Schultz foresee, not too many 
years along, “some kind of synthesis of 
conventional and organic farming prac- 
tices,” and while “this synthesis will 
water down organic standards, a small 
positive effect on the agricultural system 
as a whole will result.” 

Meanwhile: Are foods labeled “organ- 
ic” worth the extra money? The answer 
is almost certainly yes if one’s purpose in 

~ buying them is to cast a vote against 
conventional agriculture and its many 
depredations of environment and ethics. 
But the issue becomes considerably 
blurrier as to taste and even as te human 
health. Many of even the most rigorously 
certified organic foods (produce, in par- 
ticular) contain measurable residues of 
various pesticides, while some conven- 
tionally produced foods are no more like- 
ly to have residues of pesticides or other 
undesirable chemicals than are their 

pricier organic counterparts. 

In this connection, dairy products are 
tricky business. No milk, whether organ- 
ic or conventional, can contain any trace 
of antibiotics, per government regula- 
tions, but both kinds can contain pesti- 
cide residues. “Organic” cheese is dicey; 
there is plenty of organic milk to make it, 
but traditional rennet has been almost 
entirely supplanted in recent years by a 
genetically engineered substitute called 
Chymosin, whose presence in organic 
cheese is a matter for speculation. Or- 
ganic butter, on the other hand, might 
well be worth the cash, since butter is a 
form of animal fat, and fat is where ani- 
mals store environmental contaminants. 
Butter, the authors note, “is second only 
to fish in harboring PCBs.” Organic 
might not be perfect, but at least in the 
case of butter, it is probably better.

fter eating pizza three days in a row in three different states (California, 
Oregon, and Idaho), the last thing the chicken farmer wanted to eat, upon 
his return, was pizza. What is the furthest thing in the world from pizza? 
he asked himself. 

Lasagna! 

No, that didn’t seem right, somehow. It seemed right, off the top of his head, 
but then it very much didn’t seem right. So he called up his friend Haywire, who 
was back in town for a week, visiting, and said, “What is the furthest thing from 
pizza?” 


“In the world?” We sat in the window, me with a 
ee ae view of the fishes swimming 
lees around behind Haywire’s head.

“The furthest thing in the world from pizza,’ Haywire proclaimed, “is pizza.” 
On a deep, metaphilosophical level, the chicken farmer realized, his friend had a 
point. Everything else that is food has at least one thing in common with pizza. 
Whereas pizza, being pizza, can’t be said to have anything at all in common with 
pizza. It is pizza. Ergo: It is the opposite of pizza. 

Does that make sense? 

No? Perfect, then, we'll go with it. Metaphilosophically. Gastronomically, I 
didn’t want pizza or the opposite of pizza, if the opposite of pizza is pizza. I want- 
ed Chinese food. There’s a Chinese restaurant in West Portal I keep thinking 
about, but unfortunately they’re closed on Mondays and that’s what day it was. 

But we'd already parked, and it was getting late. Foggy, cold. Dark. Restaurants 
were closing right and left, right in front of us, as we walked one way down West 
Portal, and then back again the other way. There was a sushi place that was open, 
and I could tell that Haywire could go for sushi. I could tell, even though he didn’t 
exactly say anything, because he lives in Pittsburgh now. Who wouldn’t want 
sushi, after spending any amount of time in Pittsburgh, let alone years? 

But, I don’t know: sushi ... pizza. Sushi, pizza. You see what I’m getting at? The 
slab of rice, like crust, and the fish on top, like toppings. No, sushi seemed too 
much like pizza for the chicken farmer. So we wandered on, all the way to the 
edge of the neighborhood, where the Muni stop is. 

Around the corner there on Ulloa there’s another Chinese restaurant, New 
Tsing Tao. Open Monday (closed Tuesday), glowing red like brake lights in 
the fog. : 

We stopped. We looked at the menu in the window. We looked inside: nobody. 
Just all these hanging red lights and three big fishes in a tank. We sat in the win- 
dow, me with a view of the fishes swimming around behind Haywire’s head, 
making faces at him. Him with a view of the Philosopher’s Bar across the street. 
Our future. ‘ 

Chicken pot stickers ($5.50) and beef with bok choy ($8.50), both off the spe- 
cials menu. Haywire ordered mu shi chicken ($7.50). Everything was good. The 
mu shi chicken was great. The pancakes seemed more substantial than usual, like 
maybe they were homemade or something. And the chicken was not as minced 
up into relative chickenlessness as it usually is in mu shi, or mu shu. This had big 
chunks of tender white-meat chicken with, you know, cabbage, green onion, 
eggs, etc. 

The beef and bok choy needed a few squirts of soy sauce and/or scoops of hot 
sauce and/or, I don’t know, salt and pepper, MSG, or something. But it’s pretty 
good too, once you mess with it. At any rate, the beef was juicy and I always love 
bok choy. 

Pot stickers? Good. s 

We both liked the éxtra-friendly service and the atmosphere in general, 
although Haywire might have liked it a lot less if he could have seen the fishes 
swimming through his head, in one ear and out the other while he talked about 
Descartes, and essence preceding cheese and so on. No, wait. That-was at the 
Philosopher’s Bar afterwards, having a drink. 

Which is a whole nother story. One with TVs in every corner: sports, the 
nature channel (featuring beavers), news, sitcoms, and — sure to be almost any 
philosopher's favorite touch — the Hooters swimsuit competition! 

Anyway, yeah. West Portal. New Tsing Tao. They have lunch specials that 
include soups and an appetizer for five or six bucks, between 11 and 3, even on 
weekends. Otherwise, be prepared to spend seven-something per dish, nine or 
ten for seafood. %

Bite me 


ijuana has this place called, maybe, Caesar’s Palace where, some guidebook 

touts, the Caesar salad was invented. The other night when I was there, it 

was late and still hot and bizarre as always, I guess, in a town I'd liken to a 

colonial Las Vegas if I'd ever even been there. My companion and I sat out- 

doors, cross-dressed as each other, savoring margaritas and Mexicalis with 
Mexican lime. The Caesar salad was good, I'll allow; made on a wooden rolley- 
cart by a friendly, mustachioed fellow who pummeled the garlic with mortar and 
pestle before our very eyes and scooped out the coddled egg with an obsequious 
flourish like we were the Hollywood stars the meal was made to please. He said 
we looked the part, which maybe added to the flavor, as did the crazy jalopies 
tricked out to ride just on their front wheels with the back ones thumbing the air 
like trained acrobats roaring by us on the avenida. 

In spite of the salad hullabaloo, it was the side of shrimp cocktail we ordered 
that really got my attention. The salsa was good — tomatoey and cilantroey — 
and the shrimp were fat, pink, and tasty. But the star was avocado: long, even, 
firm, and unblemished slices of that green and sumptuous treat, hanging off the 
side of the cocktail glass in the modestly inviting yet splendiferous way that only 
that fruit can 
manage. Likean The royally oily avocado likes the 
Edenic garland. : 4 i 
Makes one think lime to bite it good and proper. 
the whole fable of 
the fall ought to be reset from Mesopotamia to Mexico. Perhaps an avocado’s leaf 
doesn’t do coverage as much justice as that of the fig, but it’s a fruit to fall for, 
over and over again. 

Since my avocado love affair is raging, I fear my grocer, a polite and enig- 
matic man, thinks I’ve fallen prey to some disorder or demented diet dreck 
that dictates consumption of only the ovoid and green. Day after day I stand at 
the outdoor bins, hungrily prospecting for Hass to devour by the spoonful as 
soon as I’ve bolted the door to my apartment, quartered a Mexican lime, and 
cracked a Corona. 

I halve one, lengthwise, slide half onto a plate equipped with a small spoon and 
lime wedges. Mexican lime, mind you. Salt mill at hand? Check. Corona with 
lime shoved down its throat at the ready? Check. Lime and salt the buttery berry 
(for an avocado is a berry) like it’s my last supper and take the green cream 
plunge. I can’t eat just one. 

A brief but critical digression: You've heard of the ow! and the pussycat and 
their beautiful pea-green boat? It wouldn't be the same poem if the owl had set sail 
with an osprey, or a badger, say. The avocado’s soul mate is citrus aurantifolia, the 
Mexican lime (a.k.a. the Key lime, as in Key lime pie). I can’t even believe how 
much of my life was spent in ignorance of this, the true lime. Now I’ve tasted the 
acid; I'm spreading the gospel and making up for lost flavor. In produce markets 
(especially in the Mission) you might find these little pretties near their cousins, 
the Persian limes most of us know well. Persian limes are twice the size of Mexican 
limes, but exponentially inferior in flavor. Mexican limes are bracingly pungent 
and aromatic — qualities that seerti“o reside mostly in the oils of the peel, though 
I haven't uncovered what terpenes (hydrocarbon compounds that make flavors 
and aromas of certain substances — like essential oils — distinct) provide the 
pleasing particularity. Perhaps it’s that citrus aurantifolia is,full strength. Our com- 
mon Persian lime, citrus lantifolia, is likely a cross between the true lime and the 
citron. And the lower acidity of its hybrid nature just doesn’t cut it here. An avoca- 
do can be up to 30 percent fat, most of it the good, monounsaturated, kind. The 
royally oily avocado likes the lime to bite it good and proper. 

Though the Mexican lime did not actually originate in Mexico (maybe 
Malaysia), the avocado likely did. The California Avocado Commission says 
wretchedly that the avocado’s “alluring shape certainly mimics the soft curves of a 
woman.’ It fails to mention that the avocado’s original, Aztec name — ahuacatl 
— translates to testicle. Rumor has it the Aztecs thought the fruit a sexual stimu- 
lant, an attribute accorded to many nutrient-rich foods the world over. These 
days California is the world’s second-largest producer of avocados (after Mexico). 
Though literally thousands of varieties exist (each time you plant a seed a new 
variety is born), California is the land of Hass (“the only year-round avocado,” as 
the Commission terms this breed). 

Here’s a little epiphany I had about why the avocado wouldn’t do for the tree 
of knowledge. The avocado is a “climacteric” fruit — which means it ripens off 
the tree. In fact, it doesn’t ripen till it’s off the tree, and then it takes a week, 
sometimes, and maybe more, to get to luscious. Can you imagine telling Eve she’d 
have to curb her appetite and wait? No one would be left to tell the tale.

Besides Glamazonia, who has her own book coming out this fall; which Hall 
wrote and co-illustrated with local artist Jason Brown (www.leviathanink.com), 
Hall also created Nkota, an escaped slave of the great Thesanyi Empire and hero 
of A Sacred Text, Hall’s first full-length comic. The 47-page adventure story 
based on the Dead Sea Scrolls features a daring mix of gay sex and religion, and 
in 2001 it won him a grant from the Xeric Foundation, a nonprofit established 
by Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles cocreator Peter A. Laird to financially assist 
self-publishing cartoonists. 

And then there are the various protagonists of his True Travel Tales comics

series. In each of the four volumes, Hall illustrates stories he’s gathered from friends about their 
adventurous sojourns around the world. Psychotic breaks on a Mexican bus tour, metaphysical rain- 
forest visions, drug-addled romances, botched coke-smuggling missions, sex in ancient temples, 
punk rockers on fire — all are dutifully chronicled and illustrated in Hall’s down-to-earth, journalis- 
tic style. 

True Travel Tales solidified Hall’s reputation as a cartoonist of diverse narrative strategies: Each tale 
is a rough gem that serves not only as an exciting story of a strange encounter, but also as a comment 
on-the narrowness of many Americans’ travel experiences. “People need to get out more” is how Hall 
puts it. “I think it’s really important right now that Americans get out in the world.” All of the above 
comics are put out through Hall’s All Thumbs Press (www.allthumbspress.com), but he also, works 
with such queer comics organizations as the Gay League (www.gayleague.com) and the nonprofit 
Prism Comics (www.prismcomics.org). 


Voracious appetite : 
One of the most entertaining characters in Hall’s comics is Hall himself. A voracious world traveler 
(his boyfriend has banned all maps from hanging in their apartment because he doesn’t want to 
spend his time “staring at the other woman’), he’s also incredibly candid about his lust for sexual 
adventure. Case in point: the story he is contributing to the upcoming True Porn 2 collection (www 
.trueporncomic.com), titled “Only in San Francisco.” 

“A while back I was making out with this man at the Hole in the Wall, and this other guy came 
over and hung out for.a while and then asked us back to his place. The guy was really drunk and 
ended up passing out naked on the bed. He was one of those gay men with a little gay fluffy dog, you 
know? And the dog got all excited and started licking the guy all over, starting at his toes and work- 


ing his way up. It was the most thorough tongue bath I’ve even seen ... clearly this was not the first 
time this scene had taken place. Occasionally Drunk Guy would wake up and moan, ‘No, Fluffy, no, 
only to slip back into unconsciousness. This would stop Fluffy for all of two seconds, and then he'd 
be back at it. 

“Me and the other guy watched and laughed for a while, and then went back to trying to have sex 
— but he kept grabbing for my balls, and I told him, “Hey, man, I’m not into ball-play. Turns out the 
guy was into stuffing people’s balls up their asses. He was only into stuffing peoples’ balls up their 
asses. I was out of there. 

“As I left, I turned and saw Ball Guy slinking toward Drunk Guy as the little dog was buried in 
Drunk Guy’s crotch, licking away. 

“All I could think was, ‘Wow. That guy’s gonna wake up in the morning with dog spit on his cock 
and his balls up his ass.” 

Can't wait to see the illustrations. 

When not communing with his large cadre of comics characters, Hall’s also a “panel whore,” mod- 
erating the yearly Queer Cartoonists panel at the Alternative Press Expo and appearing on panels at 
comics conventions such as SPX in Washington, DC, and San Diego’s Comic-Con. 

“Queer comics fascinate me, in part because of their outsider status even within an outsider art 
form,” he says. “Traditional comic book publishers and retailers don’t understand the queer market, 
so queer creators work outside that world, publishing instead with gay publishers and in gay newspa- 
pers. 

Hall believes even established independent publishers can have “issues” getting their queer comics 
to readers. “Fantagraphics, the largest independent comic book publisher, launched an excellent gay 
erotic book [Sticky] only to cancel it within three issues because they couldn’t find a market,” he 
adds. “This killed the gay pirate book that I was going to pitch to them, as well. They don’t know 
how to get their queer-targeted books to where queer people can see and buy them, like the gay 
bookstores. I mean, I know how many gay men buy porn, and everybody loves pirates, for god’s sake. 
They’re just not going to look for it in the comic book stores full of repressed straight boys. 

“But in the Bay Area at least you can see how things are always changing, moving on. It’s a result 
of having such a great community of artists and people here exchanging ideas and working together.” 


Come together 

That sense of community — among queer and nonqueer cartoonists, cartoonists who specialize in 
minicomics or self-published, limited-edition works, and those cartoonists and literary zinesters who 
get picked up by large distributors — comes up a lot in conversations with other local cartoon 
mavens. 

“The biggest trend right now in self-published comics, and local comics in general, I think, is the 
trend towards collaboration and community,’ says Andrew Farago, curator at San Francisco's 
Cartoon Art Museum. “I make sure to keep an eye on the local scene, especially in terms of our Small 
Press Spotlight gallery, and I’m seeing a lot of artists coming together to create these great one-of-a- 
kind works right now, exploring each others’ talents. The scene isn’t as isolated as it used to be. All 
you have to do is talk to one artist, or look one person’s name up, and suddenly you're turned on to 
twenty or thirty more. Everyone’s connected.” 

Calvin Liu, organizer of the recent San Francisco Zine Fest and publisher of the biannual literary 
magazine Bullfight Review, agrees: “One of the most exciting things, for me, is seeing such a sense of 
community gathering force in the Bay Area. It was great to see so many local minicomics contribu- 
tors and zine people coming together for Zine Fest to share their ideas and publications in person. I 
feel that there’s definitely a segment of our population still very dedicated to anticommercialism and 
guerrilla publishing, people still saying, ‘In your face, to the mainstream, which leads, in the world of 
zines at least, to both a diversity of voices and a dedication to forming a community.” 

Community in diversity is what inspired Hall to bring together a ragtag fleet of well-known local 
cartoonists — Jesse Reklaw, Lark Pien, Renée French, Andrice Arp, Fredo, in addition to himself — 
for a gallery show of their work. “Ink: Bay Area Cartoonists,’ running through Sept. 18 at Amaru 
Gallery (www.amarugallery.com), is an attempt to highlight the various artistic strategies of Bay Area 
cartoonists, as well as to emphasize the commonalities among them. 

“The comics elite tends to be a straight white boys’ club,” Hall says. “But there’s a huge historical 
tradition against that in the Bay Area. Sure, on the one hand you've got legendary figures like R. 
Crumb — who were subversive in just being who they were, of course — but on the other there’s 
people like Trina Robbins, Adrian Tomine, and tons of queer artists who inspired the current genera- 
tion to express themselves as who they are. 

“Now, the diversity of Bay Area artists comes out more in the forms that the cartoons take. You've 
got people who will only self-publish in limited editions, people involved with big-name publishers, 
minicomics superstars, people influenced by graffiti art, people who draw to scale — lots of different 
publishing and illustrating strategies. I like to think the show encompasses and reflects that.” 


‘Low’ and behold 


“Ink” also gave Hall an opportunity to try out a theory of his own. He challenged all the artists par- 
ticipating to treat their original panels and works as “fine art,’ an especially daring suggestion since 
many people — cartoonists included — still view comics as “low,” not “high,” art. 

“Tm obsessed with that ever-shifting line between ‘high’ and ‘low art,” Hall says, “and how it is 
that comics are always somehow positioned on the ‘low end. I want to see if a movement like that of 
photography or lithographs or the ‘art of the book can be started with cartoons, to bring them into 
the fine arts world, or allow them to move freely between the two worlds of ‘low’ and ‘high’ as they 
do in Japan or France, so they feel equally at home on a magazine stand or hung in a gallery.” 

The cartoonist believes that today’s fine art purposefully revolves around obsolete technologies. 
“Tn art school, I was a printmaking major, learning block printing, lithography, etchings, and 
silkscreen techniques,” Hall says. “All of these technologies were developed primarily to mass produce 
images as quickly and cheaply as possible. Now they’re all firmly in the realm of ‘fine art? because

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there are other machines like the offset press, which makes image 
reproduction faster and easier. When these techniques became 
impractical commercially, they became fine art, because fine art is 
seen as precious.” 

He draws a parallel between photography’s 
movement from “low” to “high” with the advent 
of digital technology. “My grandfather was a pho- 
tographer, and he remembers when his friend 
Edward Weston became one of the first photogra- 
phers to be taken seriously by museums and the 
fine art establishment,” he recalls. “Working in a 
darkroom is now an esoteric and ‘artistic’ skill, 
because it’s not how images are created and dis- 
tributed for the masses any longer. 

“So to me it’s only logical that, like darkroom 
photography and professional lithographs, 
comics begin to make the transition from street- 
side displays to gallery art. At the beginning of 
the potential death of paper, is there anything 
more esoteric than printing leaflets full of pen- 
and-ink drawings?” 

Hall is referring to the looming temptation for 
many cartoon artists to abandon comics as hand- 
made, handheld objects and make the transition 
to Web work. He wants to preserve the tactile 
nature of comics by encoding them into the fine 
arts genome. But the revolution against comics 
shedding their earthly bodies and permanently 
beaming up to the Ethernet may have already 
begun, especially among minicomics artists, who 
strive to produce not just little books of drawings, 
but also desirable, real-world objects. When you 
walk into a store like Needles and Pens and see the 
candy-colored display of lovingly crafted mini- 
comics, your first instinct is to pop them in your 
mouth — they’re so cute. No one wants to pop a 
Flash animation in their mouth. 

“T think the Web is great for getting out a snap- 
shot of your work, or for setting up an online 
community of like-minded artists, or for making 
your work available for sale,” “Ink” exhibit con- 
tributor Jesse Reklaw says. The local minicomics 
guru co-owns, with Thien Pham, Global Hobo 
comics (www.hobocomics.com), which specializes 
in minicomics distribution. “But as far as reading 
comics goes, it’s very uncomfortable — it hurts 
your eyes, it’s not ergonomic, it semehow takes 
away the value of comics as an object.” 

Still, a case could also be made that despite 
whatever feelings some minicomics artists have 
about the Web, the communal ease of the Internet 
~ may in fact be spurring the current feeling of real- 
time “community” among local artists. After all, 
community is not such a new thing, and Bay Area 
Web cartoonists like Shaenon Garrity (www.nar- 
bonic.com) and Mark Fiore (www.markfiore.com) manage to daz- 
zle with their virtual work while still being accepted into the local 
cartoonists’ fold. In fact, Reklaw sees an escalation of what he char- 
acterizes as a “minicomics arms race” of creativity — and product

— going on at shows like APE, maybe as a reaction to online pub- 
lishing. “Handmade things like dolls, silk-screened covers, T-shirts, 
and other stuff to go with their work,” he observes. “People are 
treating their comics more as ‘things, reviving old forms of print- 
ing production and the like so that their work kind of exists more 
in the world. They’re personalizing it, which is cool.” 


Inky Inc. 

Whatever its implications for the future of 
comics, the “Ink” show is a success on a 
purely visceral level and showcases some 
surprising aspects of the artists’ diversity. 

Reklaw’s original panel Little Blue 
Monster depicts Grover being arrested on 
a Bronx-like corner of Sesame Street — 
but the handcuffs are too big for his dain- 
ty wrists. Grover protests, “But I’m just a 
little blue monster!” as he’s shoved into a 
squad car, to which the arresting officer 
retorts, “A little blue monster ... who’s 
going down for MURDER!” It’s really 
fucking funny — even funnier that it’s 
hanging in a gallery. 

Reklaw also shows a series of beautiful- 
ly executed watercolor tiles and minia- 
tures that are almost mogul-like in detail, 
featuring various mutant imaginings: 
Dancing Lessons presents a bloblike dog in 
a tutu, clearly distressed at its situation. 
Mistakes is a self-portrait with giant, melt- 
ing hands. 

The offering by minicomics girl Lark 
Pien (www.larkpien.com) is a bit braver. 
She’s already an accomplished artist in 
several media, so it’s no surprise that her 
tiny oils — like Vessel, which depicts a 
thyroid’s-eye view of a severed baby’s 
head — have a Francis Bacon-like inten- 
sity of color and brushwork. A large 
abstract painting, Field, which hints at an 
underwater rose garden, blazes with tac- 
tile agility. } 

The cat portraits by Andrice Arp = 
(www.hi-horse.com), with titles like 
Jane Eyre and Tom Sawyer, work either 
as one-off literary jokes, soulful feline 
metaphors, or simply yummy little pic- 
tures of cats with funny names. Her Two 
Catsuit Guys with Dolls and Bunny Boat 
are nightmare riffs on Where the Wild 
Things Are nostalgia, while her giant 
watercolor-and-gouache cover for the 
recent Hi-Horse Omnibus anthology 
(Alternative Comics), with an octopoid 
leviathan gripping a Jules Verne subma- 
rine against a field of sea monkeys, 
whips that same nostalgia into a bur- 
bling frenzy. 

Juicy, streetwise portraits of grime-covered locales and 
abandoned souls by Fredo (www.altgeek-net) revel in cheeky 
vulgarity. Modern Chestnuts is a collection of snapshots of 
scenes that look like they’re set in tenements. In one frame, a 
gross blob of a man slumps deliriously against a bathroom 
sink, groaning, “Kuh ....kuh .:. I just picked the scabs and let 
the pus run. Kuh, kakh ... nasty bitch.” In another, a pomaded 
layabout advises, “If you don’t stop turning the screws, you're 
gonna get a beard.” His colored miniatures of overweight, 
middle-aged wrestlers posed threateningly at the viewer sum- 
mon both the flabby body politic and the bankrupt entertain- 
ments of contemporary life. 

The big name in the show, Renée French (www.reneefrench 
.com), has the smallest contribution, but perhaps the most power- 
ful. French is already well-known as one of the “fine artists” of the 
comics world: Her work combines otherworldly draftsmanship 
with a lyrical playfulness that grabs you by the throat and whis- 
pers “Why not?” in your ear. Three original panels depict (though 


§ <not in any discernible order) two small children in totemlike 


masks rolling an unconscious, mummified woman into an open 


grave and placing tiny stuffed animals on her shoulders. The 
woman's eyes open in horrified panic as she glances around and 
tries to assess her situation. Two untitled works present tiny-. 
detailed illustrations of dreamlike objects — her drawings of a 
rat’s tail, a quartet of male nipples, tiny stains on a pillow, an 
orange’s navel, and what looks to be a strawberry prepped for a 
Cesarean are miracles of feathered graphite. 

And Hall’s own contribution? Larger-than-life originals from 
his True Travel Tales series. One panel exclaims, “I love to eat!” and 
catalogs all the weird foods (jellied eel, anyone?) he’s encountered 
and enjoyed on his hunger-fueled peregrinations. A giant-size 
series (Favorite Foods) features close-ups of Hall hilariously 
thrusting runny eggs, ice cream, and a strangely eyeball-shaped 
piece of sushi into his gaping mouth. 

Stacked in a newsstand or hanging in a gallery, advancing queer 
agendas or thigh-deep in commercial pleasure, defining them- 
selves against the Web or hacking into its chances, cartoons are 
still one of the most plastic of art forms, constantly shifting strate- 
gies to infiltrate each new media and survive technology’s curve- 
balls. Stronger than a super-tranny, fueled by comic appetites. * -

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Coldest ‘Winter’ ever 


A little-seen, superb Vietnam doc explodes again today.

ade in 1972, Winter Soldier has 

the otherworldly yet firmly 

earthbound immediacy of the 

best documentaries of its era, 

in particular, the black-and- 
white work of William Klein, Frederick 
Wiseman, and the Maysles brothers. 
Voices and faces are the main ingredi- 
ents here: The participants in the Winter 
Soldier investigation testify to the atroci- 
ties they witnessed and took part in 
while in Vietnam. Combined, their 
statements become an overwhelming 
litany, one of the most horrifying and 
emotionally wrenching indictments of 
war recorded on film. This is no Oliver 
Stone leap into Samuel Barber—scored 
heroic tragedy, just an unflinchingly 
clear-eyed extended gaze at military- 
brand, all-American inhumanity — the 
racism, emotionally cauterized machis- 
mo, and governmental evil that results 
in mass bloodshed. 

When 109 Vietnam veterans and 16 
civilians gathered at a Howard Johnson’s 
in Detroit to discuss a war that was still 
raging, the media reacted with skepti- 
cism, if at all. Only the local Detroit Free 
Press bothered to confirm the veracity of 
accounts and the credentials of partici- 
pants. Television primarily turned a 
blind eye, and conservative publications 
like the Detroit News cast doubt on the 
allegations made without offering any 
specific proof of deception. If a collective 
of filmmakers — including people 


who've gone on to put history on cellu- 


 Joid in Harlan County, USA; Regret to 


Inform; and The Word Is Out — hadn't 
been present, the human impact of war 
would not have been captured. Instead of 
tears and the shell-shocked expressions of 
young men indoctrinated in mass mur- 
der, there would only be words on a page. 

Not that those words lack wrenching 
impact. Winter Soldier cuts to the pained 
faces of onlookers as one soldier talks of 
phosphorus burning through the flesh of 
Vietnamese civilians. As the testimony 
rolls onward, the filmmakers increasingly 
turn to the event's slide presentation of 
still photos that give visual proof of the 
stories being told — a prisoner forced to 
sit by a pile of dead bodies, a starving old 
woman made to beg for slop. Ina 
moment that calls Lynndie England’s 
infamy to mind, 1st Marine Air Wing 
Rusty Sachs confesses his shame about a 
photo of himself smiling by the body of a 
man he killed. Like many of his peers, 
Sachs’s smile remains, though now it has 
contorted into something closer to a 
pained grimace. 

The accusations echo, especially state- 
ments that any dead Vietnamese civilian 
was automatically considered a member 
of the Vietcong. The horrors accumulate: 
a boy stoned to death for throwing rocks, 
more little boys shot for giving the finger, 
a woman raped in front of her family 
before all of them are slaughtered, 
another woman gutted and then 


skinned by a higher-up in front of his 
grunts, that method of killing in exact 
accordance with the rabbit slaughter 
demonstration one speaker remembers 
as a typical lesson received just before 
being sent off to war. The unrelenting 
force would be numbing if the filmmak- 
ers didn’t cannily choose to focus on 
particular faces, holding them in 
extended close-up. The most haunting 
belongs to much-decorated Scott Camil, 
whose Christ-like, bearded visage and 
delicate way of speaking take on an 
almost hypnotic quality as — with 
glazed, still-stunned candor — he’s led 
by questioners through remembrances 
of his brutal training and murderous 
survival tactics. 

When Winter Soldier received its ini- 
tial limited theatrical release, the great 
Amos Vogel wrote (in a Village Voice 
review) that it must be shown on 
prime-time, national television. It 
should go without saying that statement 
holds true today. Unfortunately, both 
the movie and the event that spawned it 
have been used for campaign purposes 
by right-wing figures with no sense of 
shame or decency. John Kerry is seen 
briefly toward the beginning of the 
movie, and his participation in the 
Winter Soldier investigation became a 
conservative lightning rod last year, par- 
ticularly when Steve Pitkin — another 
participant, who comes across as the 
most camera-ready and TV-eager —

launched accusations [via an affidavit] 
that Kerry and others had bullied him 
into saying he'd witnessed atrocities 
when he hadn't. Pitkin doesn’t refer to 
any specific crimes i Winter Soldier, 
and it’s worth noting that, oddly, none 
of the other 108 military participants 
have come forward with similar claims. 
In addition Pitkin was recently forced to 
recant some of his affidavit when Camil 
filed one of his own noting that every 
statement Pitkin’s affidavit made per- 
taining to Camil was false. 

Such petty factual details matter very 
little these days, when Pitkin’s about- 
face proliferates across the Internet, 
where a Bush apologist by the name of 
Scott Swett lords over a site called win- 
tersoldier.com. Swett’s site is happy to 
endlessly parse whatever minor false- 
hoods it can find, yet it remains interest- 


ingly mute — if not outright incorrect 
— when it comes to much of the actual 
content of Winter Soldier. You certainly 
won't find him responding to the fact 
that the movie contains photographic as 
well as verbal evidence, and the Purple 
Hearts, ribbons, presidential citations, 
and Crosses of Gallantry given to Camil 
alone matter little to him and others 
when they apply blanket “impostor” 
labels to the participants. Nothing could 
be easier than to blindly state that 
Winter Soldier is more‘a work of fiction 
than fact. It sure would help citizens of 
an ethically starved and immoral coun- 
try that’s repeating the outrage of 
Vietnam to sleep easier. “%

recounting boot-camp training up to his first kill 

overseas, compresses all of Full Metal Jacket 
into seven minutes.” So writes slantmagazine.com’s 
Fernando Croce in a recent review of Winter Soldier. 
That comparison does a fine job of condensing the 
power of Camil’s testimony, and of communicating 
why the documentary containing it is more potent 
than any dramatic Hollywood take on Vietnam. Today, 
Camil remains a vocal antiwar presence, and after 
taking off his VA hearing aid, he recently sat down for 
a phone interview with the Bay Guardian. It was mid- 
afternoon for me, and night in Florida, where Camil 
was speaking, but you could still refer to the conver- 
sation as a wake-up call: 


‘Pres Scott Camil’s first, frontal close-up, 


Bay Guardian: How did you come to be contacted ae 
the Winter Soldier investigation? 

Scott Camil: When | was in Vietnam, | remember 
reading a Navy newspaper called the Seal Tiger. It 
talked about a concert in SF with Joan Baez and oth- 
ers to collect blood that would go to North Vietnam. | 
was pissed, and thought, “I could be killed by some 
Commie gook with American blood in them.” 


But after | got out of the Marine Corps, I'd see 
things on the news that weren’t true. In junior college 
we read Howard Zinn’s The People’s History,.and it 
started me thinking — how Ho Chi-Minh was our ally 
during World War II, and we'd promised there’d be no 
colonialization, and then went back on our word. Siill, 
I'd wear my marine jacket and pick fights with the 
antiwar demonstrators. 

Then | read in the newspaper that Jane Fonda was 
coming to speak. Some friends of mine and | smoked 
a joint and went. Basically she said that for democ- 


. facy to function, the people inside have to have 


access to the truth. If they didn’t, they were being 
manipulated. Then she said the government is lying 
about Vietnam, and that it’s up to the patriotic veter- 
ans to tell people what's being done in their name 
with their money. 

BG: What was it like to testify? 

SC: It was a pivotal event in my life. If you had 
asked me about Vietnam before | went to Winter 
Soldier — I'd spent 600 days there, and I’d think of 
the 20 worst, when bad things happened to us — | 
wouldn’t think about what happened to the 
Vietnamese. That's what | was planning to talk 
about, but they asked questions that shifted my 
attention from inward to outward. Those people who 
sat in the room with me made me think and made 
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me understand that the Vietnamese were human 
beings. When | left, | felt remorse for what | had 
done. I'd thought, “We came here to help, and 
they’re trying to kill us. Fuck them!” But what if | 
had been born there? Would that have been accept- 
able to me? All they were doing was defending their 
homes. 

BG: /t must have been maddening to witness the 
Swift Boat campaign against John Kerry and see 
Winter Soldier used against him on the Internet apd 
in the media. 

SC: It blew me away that they could take a presi- 
dent who didn’t win an election, who was AWOL for 
more than 10 days — desertion, basically — and 
who is dumber than a doorknob, and make him a 
hero, while they took a guy who fought and won 
medals and made him into a bum. They put out the 
propaganda; they mobilized the Nazi information, the 
big lie. 

I've gotten to meet some of those guys, such as 
(B.G.] Burkett, who'd written a book [Stolen Valor, 
and [Webmaster of wintersoldier.com] Scott Swett. 
They look you right in the eye, and they lie. They think 
because they wear suits with a little flag on the tie 
that they're respectful. There’s no talking with them. 
They have no integrity — it’s the ends justify the 
means. _ 


BG: /'d imagine the situation in Iraq is frustratingly 
familiar to you. 

SC: | think they’s why they've put the film out now. 
Both wars were started with deception. Neither war 
had a strategy. The basic idea was might makes right, 
we’re gonna kick their ass. If the idea is to win hearts 
and minds, you can’t do it that way — it didn’t work 
in Vietnam and won't in Iraq. 

We trained Vietnamese soldiers and they went to 
the other side — the same thing is going on in Iraq. In 
Vietnam, 80 percent of the casualties were from 
mines and booby traps. In Iraq, they call ’em IEDs. In 
both wars, the borders were not secure and the US 
has made illegal incursions into neighboring coun- 
tries. In both, there’s prisoner abuse, and the US has a 
huge arms and technology difference the enemy can’t 
match. 

The major difference that worries me is that 
because the body count [in Vietnam] made us look 
so bad, they’re not keeping track of the dead Iraqis. 
There's no accountability. | feel if my government 
would have learned from the sacrifices my friends 
and | made not to do this to another generation, it 
would be worth it. To see them doing the same 
thing is a big kick in the ass to me and all those 
people on the wall in Washington. It’s incredible.

Loneliness seeps across generational lines, and 
a Japanese pinup doubles her displeasure, in Tony Takitani.

ith his coolly restrained new film, Tony 

Takitani, director Jun Ichikawa man- 

ages to visualize at least two unseen 

and less-than-celebrated aspects of 

modern Japanese life that are so ubiq- 
uitous they’re practically hiding in plain sight: 
shopping addiction and an obsession with all 
things Audrey Hepburn. 

All you have to do is descend into one of 
Tokyo’s underground malls to not only witness 
the shopping bug in action but actually get bit 
by it yourself — there seems to be an infinite 
supply of goodies to tickle a never-satisfied, 
humming desire. Also everywhere — yet at 
once nowhere and long-deceased — is 
Hepburn, a perennial pinup icon and role 
model for the ages. When Rie Miyazawa, the 
actress and former nude pinup who plays a dual 
role in Tony Takitani, was on the rise in the 
early 90s grunge years, Hepburn was still the 
’50s-to-’60s-era mod equivalent of a ukiyoe 
geisha or starry-eyed manga heroine, reducible 
to her most prominent, easily caricatured fea- 
tures: big dark eyes, cupid’s bow lips, bold 
brows, and bangs. 

If Hepburn is the icon for the ages, then 
Miyazawa was the girl of her moment, every- 
one’s favorite slice of perky cheesecake on the 
downside of the post—bubble economy reces- 
sion. Known for a Cindy Crawford-like mole 
beside her nose, Miyazawa was the most popu- 
lar, prettiest starlet — the first bishojo, or 
spokesmodel, of her kind — ina constellation 
of almost identical bright-eyed, black-haired 
cuties who dabbled in pop, movies, TV, and 
random product. Her early-’90s nude photo 
books, Erotic Liaisons and Santa Fe, were enor- 
mous, scandalous bestsellers in Japan, got her 
booted off a TV show and compared to 
Madonna, and landed her a marriage with a big 
sumo star. Her recent move back into the pub- 


lic eye has been a rocky one, with tabloids 
swarming over a suicide attempt and alleged 
eating disorders. 

So there’s a resonance in effect when 
Miyazawa enters the picture in Tony Takitant, 
looking like the mousy, tweedy bookstore beat- 
nik Hepburn of Stanley Donen’s iconic Funny 
Face (1957), the classic mother-and-daughter- 
bonding-ritual musical. If Gone with the Wind 
was how most post-WWII women first learned 
about Western notions of epic romance, then 
Funny Face was the movie that taught them the 
pleasures of fashion, beauty, and adornment. 
Miyazawa — playing Hisako, a waitress who's 
just been hired to be the title character’s house- 
keeper and the double for his deceased wife, 
Eiko (also Miyazawa) — paws through rack 
upon rack of designer clothing in the dead 
woman’s huge walk-in closet. In a scene that 
echoes Funny Face’s makeover scenes and fash- 
ion-shoot montages, she tries on jackets and 
shoes, and then stares at an unseen mirror in 
wonder — all in an interminable long shot — 
until she breaks down in tears. 

The emotionally illiterate Takitani knocks on 
the door with concern. “I’m sorry,” she sobs. 
“T’ve never seen so many beautiful clothes at 
one time. It confused me.” In a closet, one 
pinup confronts another, a double with a very 
unfunny face, reduced to and fetishized by all 
beautiful objects and dreams of affluence that 
post-WWII Japan can offer. The scene also 


reflects a Japanese animism-tinged superstition: 


A perished samurai might inhabit his sword 
after death as a woman might haunt her mirror. 
The mirror, here, as with Babs’s, has two faces. 
Takitani (actor and writer Issey Ogata) has 
his work cut out from him — sorting out his 
loneliness from loss — in Ichikawa’s adaptation 
of Haruki Murakami’s short story. His disloca- 
tion is a legacy passed down from his father,

clothes-crazed character in Tony Takitani. 


Shozaburo (also Ogata), a perpetually touring 
jazz musician whose blithe wanderings during 
WWII brought him to the brink of execution 
and a traumatizing stay in prison. Named for an 
American who comforts Shozaburo, a man who 
finds himself “utterly alone” after the passing of 
his wife post—child birth and the wartime fire- 
bombing deaths of his entire family, Tony 
Takitani is similarly left to drift solo for much 
of his childhood, sliding quietly into a career in 
illustration — rational, silent, and shrouded in 
pale, gray-blue light that most Japanese art 
directors would approve of. 

He draws machines and engines, and every 
thing seems perfect, simple. Yet he’s forever 
lonely, until Eiko enters his world and punc- 
tures his routine — she’s first shadowy and 
objectified, her face masked by a pageboy cur- 
tain. But there’s something about the way she 
wears her clothes — he’s never seen anyone 
who enjoys them so, he tells her — that catches 
his attention. But of course, the act of posses- 
sion — be it a wife or a designer boot — only 
triggers a fear of loss. Complicating matters, of 
course, is the fact that Eiko, the otherwise per- 
fect housewife, is also compulsively acquisitive 
— a fact that’s humorously illustrated by a 
series of shots detailing Eiko’s beautifully shod 


feet entering stores, window shopping, and 
moving piles of shopping bags. 

With its polite, almost mockingly spare 
piano score by Ryuichi Sakamoto and its 
washed-out hues, Tony Takitani humbly hoists 
a perfect cold, sad cocktail to a life, a lifestyle, 
that’s almost shocking in its banality, its singu- 
lar notes on class difference (from the way 
that Takitani hopes to purchase a new “wife” 
to the startling rudeness in this chilled-out 
film’s last would-be clothing transaction), and 
the way it depicts the very subtle perversions 
that come with emotional isolation. The char- 
acters finish the narrator’s sentences for him, 
as if we are all very familiar with Takitani’s 
slight life, but Tony Takitani manages to say 
much more, simply and straightforwardly, 
about the Japanese everyday than other films 
have. Holding fast to a truth as he and 
Murakami see it, Ichikawa makes a case that 
there are no Cinderellas or Prince Charmings, 
sax men or sex symbols, that the agreements 
that bring them together are as fragile as the 
finest stemware, and that cashmere coats won't 
really keep you warm at night. %

‘Constant?’ craving 


Fiennes and Meirelles drive le Carré into explosive truths.

atan bless Pat Robertson, who 
can be counted on at regular 
intervals to say exactly what the 
far right is usually smart enough 
to avoid voicing out loud. 
Robertson’s latest insertion of holy 
foot into cavernous mouth had him 
urging US leaders to take out the 
Venezuelan president for sassing us so. 
Whether or not our visionary leader- 
ship ultimately does arrange an early 


date with damnation for Hugo Chavez, 
the incident again points out an essen- 
tial, ever-spiraling inequality in 
American public life. Why does it take 
a freaking catastrophe of Robertson 
proportions to actually embarrass the 
conservatives, while the slightest little 
contrarianism (say, a grieving military 
mother or B-list Hollywood name cri- 
tiquing White House policy) can 
unleash the hate brigade on liberals? 
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Inthe current climate, it’s star- 
tling, and refreshing, to come across 
a popular voice that gets away with 
subversive truth-telling (which I'll 
loosely define as any truth accompa- 
nied by “stupid” facts) without being 
accused of Benedict Arnold—dom. 
One such rarity is 75-year-old John 
le Carré, who may not be American, 
but who is read by many Americans 
who wouldn’t suffer to pick up an Al 


Franken tome, let alone one by 
Noam Chomsky. Not that le Carré is 
an ideologue of any particular stripe 
or loyalty: His fictive yet fearsomely 
fact-inspired, cog-in-the-machine 
novels find amorality and villainy 
crossing all party, diplomatic, class, 
and racial lines. 

Still, the way in which le Carré’s 
protagonists end up crushed 
between impenetrable bureaucracy 
and the criminality beneath tends to 
condemn the same things that pesky 
Amnesty International does. He’s 
covered Gulf War-related arms 
smuggling (The Night Manager), the 
rigging of Operation Iraqi Freedom 
(Absolute Friends), and the under- 
mining of Palestinian resistance 
(The Little Drummer Girl). 
Particularly since the end of the cold 


war that fueled his first three 
decades’ writing, le Carré has 
explored the intricate ties between 
espionage, official policy, variably 
legal capitalism, the new colonialism 
— otherwise known.as global eco- 
nomics — and the US imperialism 
that controls all. His novels are such 
expert, high-end pop entertainment 
that most readers barely notice they 
are getting schooled. 

With Ralph Fiennes as its star, 
rather than, say, Tom Hanks (try to 
imagine that English accent — ugh), 
the film version of le Carré’s 2000 
novel, The Constant Gardener, isn’t 
likely to be as popular an entertain- 
ment. Which is everybody’s loss: 
This is a very good movie almost any 
post-teenage viewer could enjoy, and 
within its classic framework of life- 


love lost and avenged, excellent 
points are made about how the 
world really works. Fiennes plays 
Justin Quayle, a British civil servant 
posted to Kenya, where he upholds 
the standard of international diplo- 
macy by maintaining a polite smile, 
turning a blind eye, and privately 
wishing one could do something for 
these people. 

Storming into his quiet life with 
placards afire is Tessa (Rachel 
Weisz), the kind of borderline 
obnoxious but indomitable child-of- 
bourgeois-liberal-activist who actu- 
ally does get things done. Their 
improbable marriage brings incalcu- 
lable bliss for him, but also consider- 
able embarrassment, as Tessa’s high 
principles make her a troublesome 
diplomatic wife. We know from very 
early on that she ends up raped, 
murdered, and burned in an ambush 
on a rural road, presumably for 
pushing her activist sleuthing — 
about a multinational pharmaceuti- 
cal company’s AIDS profiteering — 
to the brink of international inci- 
dent. The Constant Gardener charts 
Justin’s attempts to find out who 
ordered her death and why, intercut- 
ting that quest with flashbacks to 
their relationship. 

Fernando Meirelles made a 
deservedly big splash with 2002’s City 
of God, a movie whose flash and 
energy led many to assume he was a 
new director, when, in fact, he’s a 51- 
year-old veteran of Brazilian TV and 
several features. So it shouldn’t be 
quite so surprising that his English- 
language debut is a thoroughly 
accomplished work that manages 


romance, globe-trotting location 
work, and a heavyweight cast (Bill 
Nighy, Pete Postlethwaite, Danny 
Huston) with ease. His only half- 
error is overindulging the modish use 
of jerky-cam — that spastic handheld 
camerawork that is supposed to sig- 
nal documentary-type immediacy, or 
something, and which will soon look 
as dated as circa-1970 zoom lensing. 
But in the end even that stylistic deci- 
sion works well enough, allowing 
Meirelles to maintain a sense of sur- 
face urgency as the story’s core draws 
toward grief and melancholy. 

Weisz is perfect; she plays the part 
not as a saintly comet but as the 
same obstinate fount of tactless 
good intentions you might meet on 
any campus, or anywhere else pro- 
gressive action is still considered 
more virtue than aberration. Tessa’s 
flaws, which only heighten her hero- 
ism, awe Justin — he can’t believe 
his luck in bagging such a live wire. 
It’s Fiennes’s movie, though, and 
while that may make Constant 
Gardener more an art-house hit 
than a multiplex one, the casting 
also lifts it from fine craftsmanship 
to fine art. This recessive, lyrically 
pained performance rates alongside 
his best (Spider, The End of the 
Affair, Schindler’s List), and as such 
is a real thing of beauty. The hurt in 
his eyes as it becomes clear his wife 
died for pharma-corporate billions 
makes the political vividly personal, 
as it should be.

“Oh, right in here,” says the 
sports reporter/wine writer in the 
49ers T-shirt with two holes strategi- 
cally cut out to reveal his pendulous 
man-boobs. He hustles into the ante- 
room between the “snuggle zone” and 
“Sex Magick zone” at this Mendocino 
County witches’ ball and throws open 
a door. My personal intuitive coun- 
selor and all-around-psychic friend, 
Angelique (a pseudonym), and I peer 
into the darkness.

Last night the DJ ... Another beef

Not a problem with DJ Kool Herc 
(né Clive Campbell), who was profiled 
in Berkeley writer (and Bay Guardian 
contributor) Jeff Chang’s recent book, 
Can't Stop, Won't Stop (St. Martin’s 
Press). Hip-hop’s real OG performs 
Sept. 2 at the DNA Lounge in celebra- 
tion of Chang’s recent American Book 
Award win. 

Working his father’s souped-up, 
extra loud sound system, Here became 
the world’s first breakbeat DJ, boiling 


down dancehall and funk records like 
Incredible Bongo Band’s “Apache,” 
James Brown's live “Give It Up Turn It 
Loose,” and Dennis Coffey’s “Scorpio” 
to an infectious groove at his early-’70s 
all-night party in the Bronx.

to the communal power of a dance 
floor. “My thing is to see the dance 
floor popping,” says Herc, who de- 
scribes himself as “the Dick Clark at 
this game — I’m on the other half of 
50s.’

Most people are 
too damn stiff. You playing for people 
to dance and you don’t dance? Bullshit.

You can’t always get what you want 
But sometimes you get what you need, 
and what Unauthorized Rolling 
Stones’ front person Rudy Columbini 
believes this city — and Polk Gulch, 
in particular — needs is his Bay Area 
Rock ’n’ Roll Hall of Fame. His Music 
City plans for a recording studio, live 
music venue, school, rehearsal space, 
living quarters, and hall of fame in the 
old Plant Warehouse space have been 
in the works for a while. But these 
days, Columbini says — pulling his 
plans out of his car, parked beside 
racks of “Mick” costumes — he’s fac- 
ing opposition from the Board of Su- 
pervisors, as well as neighbors fretting 
about possible noise, after passing 
through Planning Commission with 
flying colors. 

“This isn’t a dead museum — it’s a 


living museum,” he tells me, walking 
me through the gutted warehouse 
space. “In the studios bands are play- 
ing — you can’t hear the bands be- 
cause we're lead-lined. But all this shit is 
happening, Then we have a school — 
thinking of possibly bringing in Blue 
Bear {School of Music]. People could 
come here, they can live, they can re- 
hearse.” He’s dreaming big and drops 
Herbie Hancock’s name as a possible 
in-house producer. 

So why the guff from the ’hood, Mc- 
Duff? “Wanna know the truth?” he 
blurts. “It’s the musicians! The idea of 
musicians coming into this neighbor- 
hood! And I wanna tell you, people 
sleep in this door, and the back alley is 
full of syringes.” He says he’s owned the 
18-room basement rehearsal space 
(called Fern Alley or Marvelous Show, 
depending on whom you talk to) for 13 
years, and he’s “never had a police inci- 
dent there. E-ver. So we're not bringing 
in trash! This is an economic injection 
in the neighborhood.” 

The 51-year-old musician and devel- 
oper (“I guess I wouldn't call myself a 
developer, but I am a developer. You call 
it the pudding when you taste it”) of the 
Fitzgerald Hotel and Nob Hill Hotel 
hopes music fans, musicians, and sup- 
porters will represent when he appears 
before the board Sept. 13, and he wants 


to complete the project by spring or 
summer 2006. 

And in case you were wondering, 
Columbini has no favorite Stones song, 
but when it comes to a favorite Stone, 
he has to pick the guitar slinger over the 
man he plays onstage. (“A tribute band, 
c'mon, you know, but it works. I never 
had a $7,000 show before this”) “Keith 
got the heart!” he cries with palpable 
enthusiasm. “Mick looks out at you and 
he looks straight through you. Keith 
loves you. No doubt about it” And nat- 
urally, Columbini loves the new album: 


“Rough Justice; omigod. Great quote: 
‘l used to be a little red rooster, now ’m 
just one of your cocks’ Very incorrigi- 
ble.” A bit like another never-say-die 
player himself. +

Sweet soul brother

he last gig Joe Bataan played in 
San Francisco was back in 
1975. After performing at the 
Hyatt Regency — then a pre- 
mier venue — Bataan followed 
personal tradition and invited the 
crowd to his hotel after the dance,

Bataan showed up, he remembers,

Bataan hasn't played a show here

In all seriousness, Bataan’s upcom- 
ing show at the Herbst Theatre Sept. 
2 represents a very long road back — 
not just to San Francisco but also to a 
musical career that ranks as one of 
the most serendipitous of the past 40 
years. A pioneering figure in booga- ~ 
loo, Latin soul, salsa, and hip-hop, 
Bataan was often ahead of his time in 
predicting musical trends. Says 
British music journalist and Latin 
music compiler James Maycock, 
“Bataan is the undisputed king of 
Latin soul, the bridge between black 
soul and brown rhythms.” However, 
despite his groundbreaking career in 
the 1960s and ’70s, Bataan vanished 
in the mid-’80s and could easily have 
become a footnote. Instead, he’s 
made an unlikely comeback that’s 
been a surprise to everyone — 
including himself, 


Taking a stab at boogaloo 
Born in 1942 as Bataan Nitollano to a 
Filipino father and an African 
American mother, Joe Bataan was 
raised in Spanish Harlem for most of 
his youth. Living in a Puerto Rican 
neighborhood was a natural fit for 
someone with mestizo roots, and 
Bataan immersed himself in Latin 
music, especially the mambo-king era 
of the 1950s, when musicians like 
timbalero Tito Puente ruled the roost. 
By the 1960s, the mambo fad waned 
and Bataan, trying to flee the East 
Harlem gang scene, was ready to take 
part in the changing landscape. 
“There was a group of 12- and 13- 
year-olds trying to put something 
together,” recalls Bataan, then “the 
neighborhood tough guy.” “I walked 
into the auditorium, stabbed a knife 
into the grand piano, and told every- 
one that I was going to be-the leader. 
I was about 22.” The mid-’60s were a 
heady time in New York’s Latin music 
community, especially with the 
boogaloo explosion in 1966. Bataan, 
who grew up inspired by Frankie 
Lyman’s vocal style, and his group 


dug boogaloo’s mix of Latin rhythms 
and R&B singing. “I sang most of the 
songs and developed my sound,” 
Bataan says. “I became a writer 
because it allowed me to tell a story. 
As a result, they lasted longer than a 
lot of other songs that just said, “Clap 
your hands — boom, boom, boom.” 
Bataan’s earliest hits, like “Gypsy 
Woman” and “Subway Joe,” combined 
catchy boogaloo rhythms, playful 
narratives about love and romance, 
and Bataan’s distinctive Latin soul 
singing. This innovative blend found 
a home with Jerry Masucci’s upstart 
Fania Records, which, thanks to 
artists like Bataan, Ray Barretto, and 


(Salsoul, 1975). He released Salsoul 
on Americana in 1974 and founded 
Salsoul Records soon afterward. As 
would become a familiar pattern for 
Bataan, his ideas were constantly 
innovative but others profited more 
from them than he did. Early in 
Salsoul’s history, he sold his interest 
in the company to the Carye broth- 
ers, only to watch the label make 
them millionaires. Likewise, in 1973, 
Bataan had the idea to invite an all- 
star cast of Latin musicians to Shea 
Stadium, including Santana and La 
Lupe, but because of poor weather, a 
crowd of only 15,000 showed up. 
Masucci assembled a group of Fania 


within weeks of the Sugarhill Gang’s 
seminal “Rapper’s Delight.” 

“Rap-O, Clap-O,” never became a 
big hit in the States but was a chart- 
topper in Europe and is credited with 
helping introduce hip-hop interna- 
tionally. “We battled around the 
world [with “Rapper’s Delight”) for 
the one and number-two spots. | was 
number two in Germany, number 
one Belgium, four in France, you 
name it,” Bataan recounts. Again, he 
didn’t capitalize on his initial success, 
though he would go on to release two 
more albums, Mestizo (1980, Sony 
International) and II (1981, Salsoul) 
before making an almost total break 
from music for the next 20 years. 

Bataan attributes that end to his 
recording career as a combination of 
several factors, not the least of which 
was a general weariness with the 
pressures of the music industry but 
also a desire to spend more time with 
his wife and young children. In a

Willie Colon, became the top Latin 
label by the late 1960s. Bataan says he 
and his young cohort “caused prob- 
lems with the big mambo [artists] at 
the time because we were taking their 
space. People were like, “Who's this 
Joe Bataan? What kind of music is he 
playing?’ It was bringing together the 


’ third generation of blacks and Puerto 


Ricans that wanted some identity of 
their own.” 

For the next dozen-plus years, no 
other Latin artist would prove as con- 
sistently imaginative as Bataan, 
recording more than 10 albums, 
including such popular titles as Riot! 
(Fania, 1970) and Afro-Filipino 
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artists at Yankee Stadium a month 
later and drew 40,000 people, begin- 
ning a series of arena-size concerts 
for the label and its all-stars. 


Rapping and clapping 

As the sounds of the 1970s evolved, 
Bataan stayed on top of salsa’s growth 
and was on hand for the emergence 
of a New York street culture called 


_ hip-hop. “I grew up in Harlem; 


there’s not much that I could not 
know from the streets, because the 
music originated from the streets,” 
Bataan says. He took that knowledge 
and in 1979 recorded “Rap-O, Clap- 
O,’ a proto-hip-hop song released 


development that few would have 
predicted, Bataan used his hiatus to 
help his children train to be 
Olympic-caliber karate champs (“I 
ended up carrying the bags for 11 
years”), but once again, fate worked 
against him: The Olympic 
Committee decided tae kwon do, not 
karate, would eventually become part 
of the games. 

During this time, people had 
pestered Bataan to return to perform- 
ing, but it wasn’t until 1996 that he 
was finally convinced. That year he 
played a show at Hostos Community 
College, in the Bronx, and found old 
colleagues like Tito Puente and Eddie 


Palmieri in the audience. They 
encouraged his return, and Bataan 
slowly began to perform more. A 
chance encounter at a gig in New 
York a few years ago lead to Bataan 
recording his first album in 20 years, 
Call My Name (Vampisoul, 2004), 
which, despite limited US distribu- 
tion, has quickly become lauded for 
its compelling blend of contemporary 
production and Bataan’s indelible 
singing presence. With the album’s 
success has come a whirlwind of per- 
formances, including major shows in 
Los Angeles and Seattle. It’s all been a 
surprising second act for an artist 
who, by all rights, was all but retired 
decades ago. Now Bataan is planning 
a new live album, The Message, to be 
released later this year on a label (Jo- 
Ba) he owns with LA’s Alan Beck. 
Throughout this all, Bataan’s sig- 
nature song has remained one of his 
earliest: “Ordinary Guy,’ first 
recorded back in 1966. An original 


composition, the song bespeaks 
Bataan’s around-the-way demeanor 
and self-perception. For all his 
career highs and lows, he’s 
remained, at the core, just an ordi- 
nary joe: “It’s been my moniker for a 
long time. You know, hey, I’m an 
ordinary guy. Don’t expect anything 
else. 1 mean, that’s me, and I’ve 
always been that way.” All we need 
to know now is whether Bataan will 
invite the Herbst audience back to 
the hotel after the show. “%

Though in some ways as confus- 
ingly eclectic as previous OCS al- 
bums, 3 never stops being true to it- 
self, and the variety of styles is subtle 
enough that we know we're in the same place we started. The very able ac- 
companiment of Patrick Mullins, who plays singing saw and drums and 
generates some well-placed blurts of electronics, seems to have helped co- 
alesce the project into a much more developed and devoted musical vehi- 
cle for songwriter John Dwyer. Appreciated appearances by the always- 
good Mike Donovan aside, the songs rest on Dwyer’s various voices and 
mercurial guitar playing. His craft is praiseworthy, and from song to 
recording to cover art, Dwyer’s talent for creating a fully conceived work 
has never been clearer. 

What is problematic is the distance he puts between himself and his OCS 
costume. 

Though ostensibly about death and dying, these songs deal more in 
the realm of dreams. They are the hallucinations rising from that state 
of near-sleep, whether induced by fever or drugs, sex or insomnia. Each 
song is a reverie of murder and sickness, of self-destruction and tragic 
paths to physical and emotional ruin. Nearly all the songs tell the story 
of an “other,” a person who may be an intimate reflection of Dwyer, but 
whom he surely isn’t responsible for. The emotions are naked in much 
the same way that Dwyer and Mullins’s collaged bodies appear naked in 
the CD’s interior — a nakedness borrowed from another record. 

Yet as the album drifts toward its finale, bits of hypnotic honesty peer 
out from the depths. The nearly final trio of songs — “I’m Coming 
Home,” “Lili and Me,” and the deeply dreamy “I Am Slow” — may ab- 
solve the preceding album’s worth of character acting and aesthetic 
pantomime. They are genuinely sad, full of shame and resignation, and 
perhaps they reveal a truth hidden deep in every one of Dwyer’s 
songs. %

Everybody’s favorite truant is back in all his 
Louis Vuitton and Paper Denim glory. Kanye 
West, Uberproducer and lukewarm MC, is 
going back to school with his second offering, 
Late Registration. Better \ate than never, 
right? Fortunately, West is anything but 
behind the times with Registration. \n terms 
of production, it’s a stellar achievement 
slightly ahead of its era. 

The intro revisits last year’s College 
Dropout, with Bernie “| ain't scared of you 
muhfuckas” Mac kicking it off in his trademark 
drawl. The listener is then pulled right into 
West's vision with “Heard Em Say” (featuring 
Adam Levine of Maroon 5), sporting sweet 
keys and an easygoing vibe in spite of West’s 
occasionally serious subject matter, which 
ranges from racism to music-industry pitfalls. 

“Touch the Sky” is next to bat, and it’s per- 
haps the highlight of the album. West flips and 
slows Curtis Mayfield’s “Move on Up” into a 
celebratory masterpiece. He hits a few snags 
on the next handful of forgettable tracks and 
lyrics, although Paul Wall shines on “Drive 
Slow,” and the screwed and chopped segment 
at the end of the song adds some Houston fla- 
vor. However, Common’s all-too-common verse 
on “My Way Home” begs for the FF button. 

The skits, all four of them, suck as always. 
West probably displays the most lyrical 
prowess on “Roses,” spitting a cappella about 
visiting his dying grandmother in the hospital. 
“Instead of sending flowers, we're the roses” 
is his explanation for his family. A dope con- 
cept and introspective verses to match make 
this one a winner.

One might theorize that, aside from Phil Spector and Burt Bacharach, — 
most old-school producers stayed in the background as the artists 
they worked with headed for the limelight. But things have definitely 
changed since then. The rise of hip-hop and rap brought about the 
apotheosis of the star producer, whose touch could create the key hit 
to drive an album up the charts. It's in this climate that Blue Note has 
released compilations of the much-sampled David Axelrod and the 


Mizell Brothers. 


Although Axelrod recorded critically acclaimed solo albums and 
scored hits with singer Lou Rawis and saxophonist Julian 
“Cannonball” Adderley, he suffered years of destitution and obscurity. 
Later, however, his work started showing up in cuts by DJ Shadow, 
Dr. Dre, and Madlib, showering him with royalties that eventually got 
him back on his feet. The Edge: David Axelrod at Capitol Records 
1966-1970 showcases why he became the samplee of choice ina 
compilation of choice tracks from his heyday. Though Dre made the 
clicking guitar intro of David McCallum’s “The Edge” famous with his 
tune “Next Episode,” the medieval horns and flute melody show the 
song to be much more than simply the sample. Elsewhere, Axelrod 


ing track features a guest appearance from ... 
Nas?! That's right, on “We Major,” West enlist- 
ed his mentor Jay-Z’s onetime arch-nemesis. 
Who knows if they still have beef, but it still 
must have been awkward to present the idea 
to the Def Jam president. The track itself is 
invigorating in a cinematic sense, but it grows 
a tad lackluster when it becomes evident that 
the “crescendo” goes nowhere. Which is pretty 
much the overall trend on Late Registration. 
It's often on the brink of inducing goose bumps 
but ultimately falls short, though not by more 
than mere inches. (Juan Pablo) 


Marissa Nadler 
The Saga of Mayflower May (Eclipse) 


Devendra Banhart, Joanna Newsom, 
CocoRosie, and others tickle and annoy me to 
varying degrees, depending on how far into 
the land of whimsy they travel and how will- 
ing | am to traipse along with them. In Marissa 
Nadler, however, I’ve found a singer-song- 
writer whose more traditional approach 
inspires consistent admiration or downright 
enthrallment. A balladeer in the classic sense, 
Nadler spins chilly melodic patterns, then 
blankets them with a crushed-velvet voice like 
Hope Sandoval’s, though not as drowsy — 
she doesn't sound doped, but rather as if she 
just swallowed a fatal poison masked in a 
delicious drink. 

Such a scenario is fitting, because her sec- 
ond album is populated with more doomed 
maidens than Verdi's songbook. Rife with the 
tiny rituals of lonely women, The Saga of 
Mayflower Mays songcraft might not be struck 
by lightning a la Banhart’s, or as funny as 
CocoRosie’s perversity, but Nadler spins tales 
with an unnerving concentration that just 
might make her the best of the neo-folkies. In 
“Mr. John Lee (Velveteen Rose),” the narrator 
is More interested in a gal named Marie than 
she is in the title figure, maybe because Marie 
was his wife and she was the other woman. 
There’s more to the story — suffice it to say 
that one of them has a date with a river. “Lily, 
Henry and the Willow Trees” also explores 
murderous terrain, although curiously, Nadler 
chooses not to sing a (admittedly alternate) 
brutal conclusion printed on the lyric sheet. 
~ Nadler’s use of archaic language isn’t as 
precious as her peers’, and while her guitar 
playing is delicate, there’s always something 
sinister and decadent at the edges of the fin- 
ery. “Yellow Lights” could be the loveliest of all 
the lovelies here, perhaps because she allows 


and Rawls set a rap prototype with “Lifetime Monologue,” a 
spoken word piece over drum break beats. The producer, how- 
ever, comes into his own on his solo tracks, “The Smile,” from 
his William Blake-inspired album, Songs of Innocence, show- 
cases his characteristic use of funky beats, fusion guitar, and 
floating organum in the strings and homs. He also proves him- 
self to be clued into the avant-garde through the piercing dis- 
sonance of Songs of Experience's “A Divine Image.” 

Unlike Axelrod, brothers Larry and Fonce Mizell never 
stepped into the limelight. Instead, they used their signature 
combination of jazz solos, groovy rhythms, and smooth string, 
horn, and vocal arrangement on jazz-inflected funk and disco 
hits by A Taste of Honey and trumpeter Donald Byrd. Their self- 
curated compilation, Mizell: The Mizell Brothers at Blue Note 
Records 1972-1976 and Beyond proves how influential they 
have been. On the Byrd-performed “Design a Nation,” the 
brothers create the blueprint for smooth jazz, but their urban 
grittiness drives away the genre’s contemporary curse of being 
the soundtrack for bourgeois languor. The effortless beats on 
“(Fallin’ Like) Dominoes” shows why the brothers have been 
sampled by Nas, A Tribe Called Quest, and De La Soul. A new 
remix of another Byrd cut, “Think Twice,” indicates the broth- 
ers have been listening to developments in vocal house, 
though the sonic update reveals how much their work was a 
product of its time. Still, both compilations effectively draw 
attention back to two bodies of work that continue to resonate 
in modern pop, (Alex K. Fong)

Cinema, better because A.C. Newman,made 
one of my favorite indie pop albums of 2004 
and now has so thoroughly left his scent all 
over Twin Cinema. Despite a handful of tracks 
by Destroyer’s Dan Bejar and a collaboration 
between Newman and John Collins (“The 
Jessica Numbers”), Twin Cinema does, in 
many disrespects, sound like a particularly 
full-bodied Newman solo release. “The Bones 
of an Idol” plugs into Newman’s familiar chord 
changes and blows them out into choral ecsta- 
sy. The title track and “Use It” bounce with

NO EARTHLY MAN 


Alasdair Roberts 
No Earthly Man (Drag City) 


Scottish songwriter Alasdair Roberts drifts ever 
deeper into the territory of British Isles balladry 
with his third solo album, a collection of tradi- 
tionals (along the lines of 2001’s In the Crook 
of My Arm) circulated over the centuries in 
Scotland, England, and Ireland. There isn't 
much frolicking in the greenwood to be found 
among these eight solemn tracks, No Earthly 
Man being mostly devoted to tales of ship- 
wreck, lost love, fratricide, infanticide, and 
sweetheart-icide. In “Lord Ronald” a young 
man sickens and dies, offering a gallows 
punch line to a tale of poisoning; in “Molly 
Bawn” an equally unlucky fellow shoots and 
kills his intended, having mistaken her for a 
swan hiding in the brush; and Roberts finishes 
things off with a nice funeral dirge. Nodding to 
folk musicology tradition, the liner notes offer 
careful notations of the songs’ provenance, 
including the recordings (largely from the 
1960s and '70s) Roberts used to learn them. 

It's not an easy album to love — too dis- 
mal to warm to quickly, the slow, discomfort- 
ing tales of heartbreak and foul play left 
sparsely arranged. They take repeated listen- 
ings, and letting the chill of the stories sink 
in, Also, obviously, they've been told before, 
and Roberts's interpretations don’t shine out 
the way so many tracks on 2003's Farewell 
Sorrow did. That album's original recordings, 
heavily traced with traditional phrasings, 
vocal mannerisms, and instrumentation, show 
what Roberts can do when he's not so much 
playing by the songbook as leaving it open 
while he works.

ill Roberts, the managing editor of San Francisco’s indie science fiction press, 

Tachyon Publications, throws open the door to the Potrero Hill Victorian that 

houses the upstart operation. “We have a security system in the form of a Ger- 
man shepherd,” she half-warns, half-laughs, and I half-imagine, just for a moment, 
that perhaps the dog is a robot? But no, a picture taped to a filing cabinet in the 
sky-blue office shows a big-eared, flesh ’n’ blood shepherd, its sneaker-size tongue 
rolling out of its mouth. I plan on tripping zero alarms during my afternoon visit 
to Tachyon. 


Roberts wears glasses and a shirt with an enthusiastic-looking hot pink mon-. 


ster on it, and she’s got lots of energy for science fiction. Tachyon’s publisher, Jacob 
Weisman, is more subdued, but then the guy got back from the World Science Fic- 
tion Conference in Glasgow only yesterday, and he’s got to be pooped. Clad in a 
T-shirt, his salt-and-pepper beard neatly trimmed, he lets me grill him on the work- 
ings of his decade-old press. 

“Twas going to be a science fiction writer and had to put that on the back burn- 
er.” Choosing instead to pursue journalism, Weisman did sports reporting until 
desktop publishing arrived, changing everything. “You didn’t have to move to New 
York, become an editor, and work your way up the chain for 20 years before get- 
ting to do what you want to do,” he sighs gratefully. He decided to take a chance 
and launched Tachyon by reprinting a spate of worthy genre classics that had fall- 
en out of print, beginning with Wayne Wightman’s Ganglion. 

Tachyon continues to locate beloved, overlooked works for republishing, as well 
as solicit new works by contemporary authors. The press’s short-story collections 
include the annual anthology of stories honored with and short-listed for the Tip- 
tree Award. Named after the accomplished, elusive science fiction author James 
Tiptree Jr., the award honors sci-fi literature that explores or expands concepts of 
gender. Past honorees include Nicola Griffith, Ursula K. LeGuin, and Kelly Link. 
The James Tiptree Award Anthology 1, subtitled Sex, the Future, and Chocolate Chip 
Cookies, announces its intentions in a bold introduction. : 

“The judges don’t look for work that falls into some narrow definition of pa- 
litical correctness,” cofounder Pat Murphy says. “Instead they seek out work that 
is thought-provoking, imaginative, and perhaps even infuriating.” 

In keeping with the Tiptree’s self-identification as an “award with attitude, the 
tales in the debut anthology include Ruth Nestvold’s story about a female xeno- 
linguist’s visit to a planet where females speak their own language, an excerpt from 
Ursula K. LeGuin’s talk on the limits of “genre” — a word she likens to “a good 
screwdriver that's all bent out of shape because some dork tried to pry paving stones 
apart with it” — and Carol Emshwiller’s creepy, militaristic “Boys.” 

Also included are short pieces by the award’s namesake, whose biography is the 
stuff fantasy and gossip are fashioned from. “In the late ’60s, early ’70s, there was 
a writer, James Tiptree Jr., who very quickly won all the major science fiction 
. awards,” Roberts begins. “But no one knew who he was. They knew he'd grown 
up in Africa, that he had a doctorate in experimental psychology. After about 10 
years of protecting the identity, it turns out James Tiptree is actually a woman 
named Alice Sheldon.” 

“There was one story that was nominated for a Hugo, science fiction’s top 
award,” Weisman says. The award was being offered based on Tiptree’s uncanny 
ability to portray the fairer sex. “She declined the award because of that,” he 
continues. “And that led to the discovery of who she really was.” 

Although Sheldon’s identity turned out to be a great ha-ha on sexist schol- 
ars — who, due to the masculinity of the prose, had poo-poo’ed the possibili- 
ty that the great man was a woman — her life held scant future laughs. “She com- 
mitted suicide,” Roberts informs me. “Her husband was terminally ill, and she 
shot him and herself?” Tachyon has gone on to reprint the Tiptree collection The 
Smoke Rises Up Forever. “For me, reprinting this book was a huge deal because 
[love Tiptree’s work,” she says. “The stories Tiptree writes turn out to be about 
biology, gender, and sex.” 

Such subjects are the stuff much of Tachyon’s list is made of. Also ahead for the 
award-winning press is its first comic book, Stephen Notley’s latest Bob the Angry 
Flower collection, Dogkiller. Tachyon celebrates its 10th year in business with a 
blowout at Borderlands Books, in the Mission, and will continue producing, as its 
motto promises, “science fiction for grown-ups.” 

“T think that a lot of people who are really bright discover science fiction at a 
point in their life when they’re most socially vulnerable,” Roberts muses. “It’s in- 
tellectual and stimulating in a way real life is not, because real life is painful and 
awkward. Plus, the sheer imagination is incredible. There aren’t limits. I like 
that. I don’t like being told what we can’t do,” she says with a bright laugh. “We're 
all a bunch of rebellious nonconformists.” %*

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mericans today have longer 

work weeks and less vacation 

time than people in any other 
industrialized country. Number one 
again! Paradoxically, the result of all 
this hard work is not the prosperity 
and leisure we've been promised but 
rather, as Tom Hodgkinson, author of 
How to Be Idle, puts it, increased anxi- 
ety and ill health. 

“A recent UN report stated that 
work kills two million people per year,” 
Hodgkinson writes. “That’s an amount 
equivalent to two September 11 disas- 
ters every day. Yet I see no “War on 
Work being declared by governments 
around the world.” 

Your bosses want to keep you run- 
ning the hamster wheel and producing 
endlessly, so they try to convince you 
that idle hands are the devil’s tools, as 
the proverb goes. But as the authors of 
Time Off! The Unemployed Guide to 
San Francisco point out, “Ironically, too 
much time ‘producing’ means not 
enough time to explore, create or in- 
vent.” It must have been by gross over- 
sight that idleness was not included in 
the Declaration of Independence next 
to the American ideals of liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 


Say no to jobs! 

While How to Be Idle addresses the “con- 
flictinig emotions of pleasure and guilt” 
surrounding an idler’s life, it fails to ad- 
dress the financial front. From a book 
that includes the words “how to” in the 
title, one would expect not just actual 
tips on how to get more lazy but also 
sufficient financial advice that enables 
one better to live that lifestyle. Granted, 
idleness is a state of mind, but without 
money it’s hard to reach that state. Time 
Off! acknowledges that stuff like this is 
important and encourages you to live a 
minimalist lifestyle or at least become 
more moderate: brewing your own cof- 
fee instead of going to the coffee shop, 
borrowing books from the library, “gym 
slutting” (going from one free trial 
membership to another), and general- 
ly adopting more frugal habits. Bon- 
jour Laziness has a slightly different take

on indolence. While it definitely pro- 
motes a slacker philosophy, the author, 
Corinne Maier, concedes that most peo- 
ple simply have to work, so she takes a 
“slack off at work” approach. 

Maier thinks the first realization 
people need to have is that work is sole- 
ly a place to make money and not an 
environment for self-fulfillment. Busi- 
ness promises that it can unlock peo- 
ple’s true potential and liberate us, but 
that sounds eerily close to the 
Auschwitz inscription Arbeit macht fret: 
Work will set you free. To Maier this so- 
called freedom is akin to what “pornog- 
raphy is to sexual liberation: a poor 
substitute.” Once you understand that, 
her book “will help you take advan- 
tage of the firm you work for, which up 
until now has been taking advantage of 
you. It will explain why it’s in your best 
interest to work as little as possible, 
and how to undermine the system from 
within; without appearing to do so.” 

A runaway best seller in France 
(270,000 copies sold), Bonjour Laziness is 
basically a pamphlet (presumably writ- 
ten during work hours) on doing as lit- 
tle as possible — and getting away with 
it. Maier, a hopelessly overqualified 
woman who studied economics and pol- 
itics with additional education in psy- 
choanalysis, works in a mediocre job at 
the French energy corporation Electric- 
ité de France. Presumably, the company 
now regrets having employed such an in- 
telligent woman with a talent for come- 
dy and subversion. In fact, since her self- 
help-book-with-a-twist (it’s antimoti- 
yational) undermines the work ethic 
and morality, EDF initially sought to 
punish Maier. However, after increased 
media attention on the conflict, which in 
turn raised sales, the company refrained 
from pursuing any disciplinary action. 

Taking issue with ridiculous com- 
pany “philosophies,” Maier calls for “ac- 
tive disengagement” from the giant 
sham that is the world of business. By 
forcing people to dress like puppets all 
week and speak in gibberish office talk, 
the corporate world is dehumanizing, 
she argues, reducing employees to 
pieces of machinery.

“Your perceptions, your feelings, 
your ambition, must be translatable into 
spreadsheets and graphs,” she writes. 

Although Maier makes her case 
with wit and style (including chapter ti- 
tles such as “The Idiots You Rub Shoul- 
ders With” and “Corporate Culture: 
Culture, My Ass!”), at times the book 
reads like a long train of thought or a 
rant. Generally, she advises the chil- 
dren of the middle class to bail out by 
heading into the arts, sciences, or teach- 
ing, “or by withdrawing partially from 
the corporate world, middle finger el- 
egantly raised as a parting gesture.” 

Time Off! The Unemployed Guide to 
San Francisco starts by challenging the 
assumption that your job is your iden- 
tity and sees unemployment as a chance 
to get “reacquainted with your non- 
work self.” This slacker’s manifesto from 
and about the City That Knows How 
aims to redefine and celebrate jobless- 
ness and “hails the benefits of working

less and playing more.” Not only do the 
authors, Dean LaTourette and Kristine 
Enea, tell you what to do with your 
time when you've been handed the pink 
slip, but they also actively advocate be- 
coming unemployed and rediscover- 
ing your city. After all, “San Francisco of- 
fers so much to explore at such little 
cost.” Appropriately, the mascot of the 
book is the seal, the San Francisco icon 
usually found dozing in the sun. 

The book gives you plenty of tips on 
how to spend your newfound free time 
without spending too much cash, ini- 
tially concentrating on how to keep 
busy during the hours from nine to 
five. From free walking tours, free days 
in museums, and street fairs to half- 


price theater tickets, Time Off! encour- 
ages all locals to become tourists. In 
fact, the authors believe unemploy- 
ment can help you open your mind, as 
expanding your horizons is a big part of 
the practice of leisure: “A horse with 
blinders only sees the racetrack; an 
over-employed San Franciscan only 
sees the job. Downtime rips those 
blinders off, leaving us open to new 
encounters.” The book is not always 
seamlessly guidebook and unemploy- 
ment advisor at the same time, howev- 
er. In a section on international travel, 
for example, it completely ceases to be 
a San Francisco guide. 

In characteristic socially minded 
San Francisco fashion, Time Off! en- 
courages you to “share the leisure” and 
volunteer. Not only is this a good way to 
give something back to the communi- 
ty, but according to the authors, it can 
be a good way to network and (yikes!) 
find a job again. That’s right; the last 
two chapters of the book are actually 
devoted to getting back into the work- 
ing world. Time Off! takes a different 
approach to that of Bonjour Laziness: If 
you find something you like; say the 
authors, it won't feel like work all that 
much. But don’t worry; with their con- 
cept of “leisurely work,” they still rec- 
ommend taking breaks and (covert) 
naps, playing hooky, and generally 
keeping the slacker spirit that, with 
luck, you discovered during your un- 
employment stint. And if working just 
sounds too frightening, you could al- 
ways go back to school, since “academia 
can make a superb cocoon for the 
leisure connoisseur.” 

One such true, self-proclaimed 
connoisseur is Hodgkinson, who has 
been editing his antiwork magazine, 
The Idler, in England since 1993. While 
his critics will surely call him imma- 
ture for encouraging being lazy and 
getting wasted, to his credit he backs 
up his philosophy with bits of wis- 
dom from great thinkers, poets, and 
idlers through the ages; these emi- 
nences include Oscar “doing nothing 
is hard work” Wilde, D.H. Lawrence, 
Mark Twain, and Marcel Proust. . 
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Spiced up with Hodgkinson’s British 
brand of humor and quirkiness, the 
book’s core argument is that idleness 
is really our natural state. Hodgkinson 
promotes sleeping in, skiving (“the skiv- 
er is stealing back time that has been 
stolen from him”), getting drunk at 
lunch, embracing hangovers, slow eat- 
ing, dozing, fishing (“a superb way of 
doing nothing [that] legitimizes idle- 
ness”), smoking, drinking beer, stargaz- 
ing, imaginary space-travel, daydream- 
ing, rioting (“paradoxically, idlers are 
given to riot ... he would rather not riot, 
but when his right to be lazy is attacked, 
he may be roused to activity”), and 
meditating (“where doing absolutely 
nothing for hours on end is elevated to 
the level of a spiritual quest”). 

To Hodgkinson the true idler is 
nothing more and nothing less than a 
“student of the art of living.” How to Be 
Idle is the most political of the three 
books. Whereas Time Off! manages to 
hide politics behind a facade of being 
just a fun city guide, Hodgkinson is an 
anarchist at heart who proposes dis- 
obeying all rules and taking control of 
your own life. 


Workers of the world: Quit! 


Maier hopes to show you that “if you 
have nothing to gain by working hard, 
you don’t have much to lose in doing 
nothing,” And the true idler, according to 
Hodgkinson, “believes that the deferral 
of pleasure in service of an imaginary fu- 
ture of stability is a bourgeois myth.” 
Whoever thinks, “I really miss work” 
when watching a beautiful sunset while 
enjoying some time off simply must be 
criminally insane. Hodgkinson puts his 
main argument for withdrawing from 
the rat race succinctly: “The difficulty is 
that we get ourselves caught in a double 
bind: we work so hard that we do not 
allow ourselves time to dream, and 
therefore we continue to work hard be- 
cause we have not had the time to dream 
up an alternative.” So get to it. Stop 
working, and start living, or, in the words 
of French philosopher Guy Debord: 
“Free the Passions! Never Work! Live 
without Dead Time!” *

The Lit interview: 


he recently published book 
Afflicted Powers: Capital and 
Spectacle in a New Age of War, 
written by a collective of authors 
organized under the banner “Re- 
tort,” scrutinizes the nature of glob- 
al politics in the shadow of the Sept. 
11, 2001, aerial bombardments of 
New York and Washington, DC. Re- 
tort poses a vast array of questions, 
but essential ones, they argue, in 
beginning to grasp our present state 
of affairs. Did the Sept. 11 attacks 
usher in a new era, and have the 
methods of-colonial expansion 
changed in light of them? Do the 
“peak oil” and “blood for oil” argu- 
ments fully explain the United 
States’ rush to invade Iraq? Was this 
invasion a departure from the status 
quo or just the most recent episode 
in a state of permanent war, 
presided over by the US, since 1945? 
Why has the US maintained the ap- 
pearance of inextricability with a 
failed state — Israel? What is the 
genesis of revolutionary Islam? And 
how does the left respond to van- 
guardist efforts in light of those 
from al-Qaeda? 

Recently, I sat down with Iain 
Boal and Joseph Matthews and 
spoke with them about a few of the 
ideas they take on in Afflicted Powers. 


Bay Guardian: In Afflicted Powers 
you describe our time as “a lethal 
mixture of atavism and newfangled- 
ness.” Explain. 

Joseph Matthews: What we are 
trying to get at is that the crude mil- 
itary maneuvers of the American 
state seem to harken back to an ear- 
lier era of colonial invasions and oc- 
cupations. At the same time, there 
is a highly technologized war of ap- 
pearances between a sector of revo- 
lutionary Islam — at this moment 
particularly al-Qaeda — and the 
West. What we argue in the book is 
that imperial expansion by the Amer- 
ican state has never receded and, in 
fact, has accelerated since the end of 
the Second World War, through the 
cold war and after. So there is a state, 
now, of almost permanent war in 
this most highly modern of mo- 
ments. The notion thatthe bombing 
and invasions of Iraq and 
Afghanistan are somehow an atavis- 
tic moment, a return to some earlier 
gunboat era, is part of the false no- 
tion, which people have come to ac-

cept, that capitalism now operates 
smoothly along lines of trade and 
global corporate expansion and that 
the guns have been put away. No, we 
argue, in fact, the guns were never 
put away; they were simply used at 
different places, at different times, 
and their use called by different 
names. But simply because there 
aren't always declared wars doesn’t 
mean that war hasn’t been a con- 
stant element of the State’s expansion 
for the last 50 years. 

lain Boal: The way we put it in 
the book is, “A brute return of the 
past, calling to mind now the scram- 
ble for Africa, now the Wars of Re- 
ligion, is accompanied by an equal- 
ly monstrous political deployment 
of — and entrapment in — the ap- 
paratus of a hypermodern produc- 
tion of appearances.” So that is the 
weird mixture of atavism and new- 
fangledness. 


AFFLICTED POWERS: CAPITAL AND 
SPECTACLE IN A NEW AGE OF WAR

JM: Not that one is replacing the 
other or one exists and the other 
doesn’t, but they go on simultane- 
ously and have been doing so in 
sometimes hidden ways. The world 
has been full of war, constantly, in 
the service of empire, for the last 50 
years. Yet, in most people’s minds, at 
least in the global north, there are 
short periods of war, but it’s mostly 
a matter of neoliberal adjustment. 
Well, neoliberal adjustment is al- 
ways backed up by the gun. 

BG: Right, the “invisible hand” of 
the market is in need of the repressive 
forces of the State. Some within the 
anticapitalist globalization move- 
ments seem to have looked at their 
efforts solely as a struggle against un- 
fair trade agreements rather than asa 
struggle against the violent actions of 
the State acting in support of capital. 

IB: Well, it was very noticeable 


" that none of the slogans at Seattle in 


1999, I think, were drawing atten- 
tion to the war machine of the US 
empire. 

JM: But our argument is that, 
particularly in the global south, re- 
sistance movements have always 
known that the suits are backed by 
the guns. Partly because they have 
colonial memory and partly because 


the guns are on the ground, in the 
streets — they are not hidden away 
as they are in the north. It’s that re- 
ality that we try to capture in Af- 
flicted Powers with the term “mili- 
tary neoliberalism.” 

BG: In the chapter “Permanent 
War,” you draw a distinction between 
being for peace and being against war. 

IB: The impulse behind the 
book, as it turned out, was in a 
broadsheet produced precisely be- 
cause we didn’t want to go into the 
streets under the sign of peace. We 
felt that the notion of peace was 
much too partial. And so we felt 
we had to produce something that 
would amount to a critique of 
peace, and that was why the broad- 
sheet was called “Neither Their War, 
Nor Their Peace.” 

BG: The notion of peace was too 
partial to what? 

JM: Partial to an analysis of what 
imperial efforts were on an ongoing 
basis around the world. The notion 
that something called “war” is fun- 
damentally different from ‘some- 
thing called “peace” has simply be- 
come untrue. The continuing effort 
to globalize, to primitively accumu- 
late more and more of the world’s 
peoples, resources, commons, and 
the distinction, although it is a real 
one, of course, that dropping bombs 
on Baghdad is different from sanc- 
tions, but both produce massive 
numbers of deaths in the service of 
expansionist interests, is part of 
what we feel is so dangerous about 
using the term “peace” as the sign 
that we want to align ourselves with. 
If the State appears to recede to 
something that is commonly 
thought of as peace, then what hap- 
pens is that most people turn off 
their sensors about what is really 
going on in the world. 

BG: It’s argued that the invasion of 
Iraq was about securing a steadily 
depleting supply of oil, that resource 
scarcity was the motivation. You take 
a decidedly different view. 

JM: Of course, we recognize in 
Afflicted Powers that oil is a mas- 
sively important commodity in the 
world and that interest in the Middle 
East is extraordinarily heightened 
because of this. But, in the same way 
in which we didn’t want to march 
under the sign of peace, we didn’t 
want to march under the sign of “No 
Blood For Oil,” because we didn’t 
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believe the blood was being shed for 
oil. Many people have come to real- 
ize, in the couple of years since the 
invasion, that the amount of oil 
flowing to the West is relatively un- 
changed by the war. And no one in 
the US oil industry, or the US state, 
is particularly bothered by that, be- 
cause the short-term control of oil 
was never in doubt. Oil will run out 
eventually, but for the foreseeable 
future, the flow of oil is going to 
continue unabated. Whether it was 
under Saddam Hussein or anybody 
else, the struggle has always been, 
as we argue in the book, over the 
balancing of price and availability 
for Western consumers and high 
profits. It’s always been about man- 
aging oil and its price, never about 
the quantity of oil. 

BG: So you are saying that it is 
not necessarily a reflection of the US 
government’s or US oil companies’ 
fears over a dwindling supply of oil, 
but rather over a desire on their part 
to control the production and distri- 
bution of oil. 

IB: Right. It is in very much the 
same way that thousands of chil- 
dren die in the world each night not 
because there isn’t enough food in 


the world. In fact, the history of 
capitalism is the history of the pro- 
duction of scarcity. The reason that 
the American left in particular needs 
to attend to this is because we are 
very prone to accepting arguments 
about scarcity, partly because we 
live in a world in which the pro- 
duction of scarcity, artificially, it 
must be said, is something that sur- 
rounds us all the time. 

JM: What we are essentially ar- 
guing is that the history of oil in 
the modern world has always been a 
history of arrangements, deals, ma- 
nipulations of scarcity, price fluc- 
tuations, and never about its finite- 
ness. There is no agreement among 
experts about when the peak of oil 
production will come. And remem- 
ber, the arguments are only about 
when “the peak” will be reached, 
not when oil will run out, right? So 
we're talking about, I think someone 
is quoted in the book... 

IB: Sheikh Yamani. 

JM: That’s right, Sheikh Yamani, 
that the Stone Age didn’t end for 
the lack of stone. 
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I spent half the morning watching myself on 
TV. Waiting for him to call, I played the 
second of my first two videos, the only two I still 
own. I watched the one with all of us at the 
piers or the docks or whatever the set was sup- 
posed to be, with the fog rolling in and back- 
ground noise and the disco music and the dog 
barking in the background. Even now I think I 
was the best thing in the whole movie, even in 
the sailor hat and the bikini, with the dialogue 
they gave me, all that mumbo jumbo, words I 
would never in a million years use, I made it 
look right. I made it look so natural you can’t 
even hear the guys directing us, whereas the 
others just kept giggling. 
“Pretend you were out at sea,” they told me, 


I t was cold for August and raining outside, so 


the guy behind the camera and the one who 
stood there watching everything with his eyes 
screwed up. “You haven't had sex in months.” 
There was Viagra on the set and they had porn 
magazines out there too. You don’t have to feel 
it, they said, just look like you do. The second 
they called action, I went off inside my head, to 
Figueres, to back when I was a kid — me, my 
mom, and her mom, out on a picnic, like we 
used to do.

It was pandemonium on the set, with all the 
gawking and the chatter and the noise from 
the equipment they were using, that stupid dog, 
but in my head we were all together. I shut 
things off and barely took in the guys I was 
doing the scene with. I heard them giggling, 
but it was like something I was trying to. re- 
member from a dream the night before. They 
snickered like girls, like my mother and her sis- 
ters telling jokes out of my father’s earshot. 
Even now, when I watch the scene, it takes me 
back. Not to that day and the set and the money 
I got and how I spent it almost as soon as I left 
the building, but to Figueres, just 10 years ago,

laying my head in my mother’s lap, looking up 
to the trees and through the branches to the sky, 
where the sun sparkled. 

I was smoking a joint and I had some coke, 
too.

He has a wife in the States and a 
boyfriend in England. He has a cou- 
ple of boyfriends, he says, but none as 
nice as me. I never know what he 
means, exactly; whether he means 
nice polite or nice to look at. I never 
ask him, because that’s not a very nice 
thing to ask. I think probably he 
means nice to look at, because he 
spends a lot of-time looking and it 
never seems to bother him one way or 
another whether people are nice to 
him or not. He doesn’t seem to notice 
either way. Nice polite means the per- 
son he sees when he looks at me isn’t 
too far away from the person he’d 
like to be looking at. Like at a luxury 
hotel. You want a room with a view 
onto a lake or the ocean or the moun- 
tains, maybe. If you get a view to an 
air shaft, someone at the desk made 
things difficult. Someone at the desk 
was not so very nice. If you get a view 
to a wall of trees, you can picture 


whatever you want on the other side. 
The trees aren't the lake or the ocean 
or a mountain view — but only the 
way the dock in my movie wasn’t re- 
ally a dock. 

Nice polite, to the American, 
means the world runs the way he 
thinks it should. To me, a room is a 
room is a room. To the American, 
one room is always better than some 
other room. This hotel is preferable to 
that one. This car, this suit, this din- 
ner, the room you end up in. He has 
tried, again and again, to tell me the 
difference between one thing and an- 
other, between this room and that, 
but it all looks the same to me. A bed, 
a desk, a phone, a few chairs, a wet 
bar, a TV with cable, a channel with 
the kind of movies I made — except 
with women, and half the scenes 
taken out. You can pick up the phone 
in any one of these rooms and get 
the front desk, so, really, what’s the 
difference? You can call anywhere you 
want and they charge it to the room. 
If you have the money there is no dif- 
ference, because you never see the 
other side. I could call my mother 
and my sister if I wanted to and the 
American would never say anything 
about it, I did, once. I dialed Figueres. 
I heard my sister’s voice, and someone 
laughing, and I hung up. I am not 
nice, in my mother’s eyes. Nothing I 
can say will ever change that. 

Each room is different and this 
hotel is better than that hotel, for the 
American. A nice day means getting 
one instead of the other. We have nice 
days together, driving around, shop- 
ping, eating lunch and dinner and 
snacks and little pastries from the 
pastry shop. Our little ritual, he calls 
it. The weather is nice if the sun is 
out. If there are clouds in the sky, it 
means someone hasn't been very nice 
to the American. Someone decided 
to wreck a perfectly good day, if it 
rains or there’s traffic or the room he 
wanted is taken. Isn’t this lovely? he 
says, when things are going the way 
they should, and I make my head 
nod. I’m almost always somewhere 
else. Each room is like every other, 
and I sit looking out the window, 
staring at the lake or the ocean or the 
mountains, imagining Figueres and a 
picnic with my mother and sister on 
the other side. 

The gulls were giggling, out on 
the window ledge. 

“I don’t see why you can’t kiss,” 
the American told me, folding his 
arms across his chest, grumping. He 
covered his top lip with his bottom 
lip. He can make his face do almost 
anything he wants. He can really make 
things go his way. 

Giggling too, he said: 

“J don’t see why you can't do the 
rest of it. | don’t see why we can’t 
enjoy ourselves. I think you're just 
pretending.” *

A media critic examines the 
media-military love affair

merica’s freedoms remain the 
A= of many. Our press is 
largely free to disseminate the 
truth. It is not, however, required to 
do so. Our citizens are free to speak 
the truth, but our government officials 
are also free to distort it. Eventually the 
truth will out, though; as Norman 
Solomon’s new book, War Made Easy: 
How Presidents and Pundits Keep Spin- 
ning Us to Death, makes all too clear, the 
deceptions used to justify wars from 
Vietnam to Iraq are now matters of 
public record. “But war happens in the 
interim,” Solomon, a media critic and 
Bay Guardian contributor, reminds us. 
“We Americans are the ultimate in- 
nocents,” journalist Sydney Schanberg 
once wrote. “We are forever desperate to 
believe that this time the government is 
telling us the truth.” War Made Easy re- 
counts the deceptions, lies, half-truths, 
shoddy reporting, and news media 
boosterism that have passed for the 
truth and facilitated the past 40 years of 
American military interventions. 
Although the Village Voice exposed 
the first “Bush administration’s role in 
building up Saddam Hussein’s finan- 
cial and military power” a month before 
the Gulf War, Solomon notes, few no- 
ticed because the major media outlets 
ignored it until Nightline ran the story 
a year too late. In between, the equation 
of Hussein to Adolf Hitler that would be 
used to justify two wars became a po- 
litical and media commonplace — and 
war happened. Panama’s Manuel Nor- 
iega had already made a similar transi- 
tion. Deputy Secretary of State 
Lawrence Eagleburger explained that 
the Florida drug-trafficking indictment 
of America’s once-useful ally and pup- 
pet demonstrated Noriega’s “aggression 
as surely as Adolf Hitler’s invasion of 
Poland 50 years ago was aggression.” 
And presto — our invading army soon 
reported the discovery of Noriega’s per- 
sonal cocaine stash, although the press 
would also report (32 days later and 
with considerably less vigor) that “the 
supposed cocaine was actually tamales 
wrapped in banana leaves.” 
Commentator Cokie Roberts once 
described her relationship to the mili- 
tary as follows: “I am, I will just confess 
to you, a total sucker for the guys who 
stand up with all the ribbons on and 
stuff... when they say stuff, I tend to be- 
lieve it.” Roberts, a regular on Nation- 
al Public Radio, an outlet commonly 
mistaken for left-wing, is not the only 
journalist whose brain waves have flat- 
lined in wartime. “On a day that two 
thousand bombing runs occurred over 
Baghdad,” Solomon writes, “anchor 
Ted Koppel reported: ‘Aside from the 


Scud missile that landed in Tel-Aviv 
earlier, it’s been a quiet night in the 
Middle East?” 

Some are blinded by the beauty of 
our weapons. A CNN Gulf War corre- 
spondent “remarked on the ‘sweet 
beautiful sight of bombers leaving run- 
ways in Saudi Arabia”; CBS reported 
“two days of almost picture-perfect as- 
saults.” Others mock innocent victims 
— Time magazine defined “collateral 
damage” as “a term meaning dead or 
wounded civilians who should have 
picked a safer neighborhood.” 

Some distinguish themselves for 
their moral obtuseness even amid this 
stiff competition. There is, for example, 
Thomas Friedman, who extols capital- 
ism thrice weekly in his New York Times 
column and reminds us that “the hidden 
hand of the market will never work 
without a hidden fist,” which “is called 
the U.S. Army, Air Force, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps.” Do the Geneva Conven-

tions prohibit civilian targets? So what? 
NATO’s bombing targets in Yugoslavia 
should include “every power grid, water 
pipe, bridge, road,” Friedman wrote. “It 
should be lights out in Belgrade.” The 
fact that Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfield is “just a little bit crazy” made 
Friedman conclude, “That’s my guy,” 
which only makes sense for-a colum- 
nist who has recycled his line “Give war 
a chance” in print and on TV, from 
Kosovo to Afghanistan. That the “hidden 
fist” he loves is likely to dominate world 
politics for some time is fortunate for 
Friedman, because were there ever to 
be criminal proceedings concerning the 
civilian targeting and other types of mil- 
itary craziness that he encourages, some 
might conclude that the main differ- 
ence between his work and that of Nazi- 
era German propagandist Leni Riefen- 
stahl is that she had talent. 

Solomon’s political critique encom- 
passes both sides of the last presidential 
election, from George W. Bush’s nearly 
nonexistent relationship with the truth 
to the disappointment of John Kerry, a 
man who, after carefully building a ca- 
reer on the foundation-of his prominent 
opposition to the Vietnam War, man- 
aged to squander more political capital 
than anyone else in recent memory by 
voting for the Iraq war and citing the of- 
ficial line that “according to intelligence, 
Iraq has chemical and biological 
weapons.’ Bay Area readers, meanwhile, 
will want to note that it was Rep. Tom 


Lantos who, during the lead-up to the 
Gulf War, staged the event at which a 
15-year-old girl spun the now-discred- 
ited story of Iraqi soldiers tossing new- 
born babies out of incubators. He knew 
the girl was actually the daughter of 


Kuwait’s ambassador to the United 


States but did not tell. 

As War Made Easy illustrates, we 
have wars for every sensibility. Wars 
prosecuted by Democratic adminis- 


trations include Kosovo, when we ~- 


bombed Yugoslavia for two months 
before the Washington Post would re- 
port the poison pill the Clinton ad- 
ministration inserted into the proposed 
Ramibouillet peace agreement to en- 
sure that the Serbs would refuse to sign 
it and that, therefore, there would be 
war; the clause would have “allowed 
the [exclusively NATO] peacekeepers 
to go wherever they wanted and do 
whatever they wanted throughout Yu- 
goslavia, not just in Kosovo.” And 
there’ve been Republican wars like the 
covertly and illegally American-funded 
Contra war in Nicaragua, a country 
that reminded Secretary of State George 
Schultz of — you guessed it — “Nazi 
Germany.” There are so many flavors of 
war, in fact, as to make you feel like 
there’s something wrong with you if 
you don't like at least a few. 

No book can improve the past, of 
course. Solomon aims to make the next 
war — Iran, perhaps — just a little bit 
harder to pull off. And there is even a 
more immediate goal. While it’s un- 
likely that many of this book’s readers 
will be among the 44 percent of Amer- 
icans one poll found still believing Sad- 
dam Hussein to be “personally involved 
in 9/11” two months after the official 
9/11 commission reported “no credible 
evidence” of such a charge, some — 
even some who opposed the war at the 
outset — may have been seduced by 
what Solomon describes as the notion 
that “the occupation that resulted from 
an entirely illegitimate invasion should 
be seen as entirely legitimate.” If the 
words that come to mind when you 
close this book are “Out now!” 
Solomon has succeeded. #

In deliriously addictive prose, Poppy 
Z. Brite constructs an addictive story in 
Prime, a quasi-mystery romp through 
the world of haute cuisine in New Or- 
leans. A kind of culinary Devil Wears 
Prada, only faster paced and more 
clever than spiteful, the story follows 
two young chefs, G-man and Rickey 
— working-class but not scruffy; gay 
but not, you know, big city gay — after 
opening their first restaurant, Liquor, in 
which all the dishes are made with 
liquor. Prime starts with a negative 
restaurant review that dwells more on 
the chefs’ personalities than on the food 
served, which, as Rickey and G-man 
find, leads into a maze of questions 
and questionable political deals. The 
plot is mostly window dressing, letting 
the real symphony of this book shine 
through: the food. Brite fills entire pages 
with luscious, delicate descriptions of 
steak tastings, as in Rickey’s first visit to 
a Dallas steak house: 


First was the beef taste he knew, 
deeper than usual but still familiar. 
Following that was an almost 
cheesy flavor — not unpleasant, 
but rather like a good Parmigiano- 
Reggiano when it started to get old 
and grainy. He'd eaten beef thou- 
sands of times, yet this was like the 
first time he had tasted foie gras 
or the sharp, briny oysters of the 
Pacific Northwest, so different from 
the sweet, fat Gulf oysters he’d 
grown up eating. 


Entangled with the food relation- 
ships are the personal relationships, 
and the corruption-by-numbers plot 
allows Brite to put Rickey and G-man’s 
relationship through drama and with- 
ering. They're gay, and it’s not subtle, 
but neither is it overstated in that hit- 
you-over-the-head-with-a-frying-pan 
way mainstream TV is so fond of these 
days. Since her early vampire novels, 
Brite has dealt with out-of-the-box sex- 


ualities. Back then it meant the 
polyamorous undead. Now it means a 
queer couple doing life partnership the 
old-fashioned way. Like the food itself, 
Brite takes her characters and plot out 
of the box, fleshes them out, and makes 
them shine — and it makes one hell of 
a good novel. (Matthue Roth)

Peggy F, Drexler’s Raising Boys Without 
Men: How Maverick Moms Are Creating 
the Next Generation of Exceptional Men 
redefines “family” to reach beyond the 
heterosexual, nuclear partnership, along 
the way crushing such old chestnuts 
as the idea that, historically, most fam- 
ilies were’in the Cleaver mold. The 
book is rich in anecdotal accounts of 
the benefits to boys of being raised in 
two-mother, lesbian families and by 
“single mothers by choice,” and it is 
sprinkled with references to studies 
that point to the same conclusions. 
Drexler demonstrates how boys raised 
by “maverick moms” often express great 
emotional honesty and have a more 
developed sense of social responsibili- 
ty; she credits this to a mothering style 
that rejects “authoritarian parenting” in 
favor of open dialogue between family 
members. In fact, any difficulties these 
boys might experience from being 
raised without a live-in father are often 
shared by other boys tog. Boys living 
with fathers who are often physically or 
emotionally absent experience “father 
hunger” just as some of the boys 
Drexler studied do. But to counter this, 
some of these boys actively seek out 
positive male role models and incor- 
porate them into their extended “col- 
lected families.” 

At times Raising Boys is frustrating 
to read. Despite a caveat early in the 
book that the families she interviews are 
predominantly white and relatively 
wealthy, Drexler turns only occasionally 
to the roles class, privilege, and culture 
might play in determining how these 
mothers raise their boys — or what 
these factors might mean for how these 
families define masculinity. And while 
the book is written in accessible prose, 
Drexler sometimes seems to struggle 
to retain the complexity of her aca- 
demic findings in the conversational 
tone. As a consequence the argument is 
sometimes muddled. This matters be- 
cause the book occasionally ends up 
sending mixed messages about the very 
stereotypes it wants to challenge. When 
Drexler remarks that the boys in her 
study “were not sissies or mama's boys” 
and when some of the mothers inter- 


viewed express concerns that their boys 
have “feminine” hobbies — one frets 
about her son’s interest in cooking — I 
wondered if Drexler’s message to the 
anxious straight world that hey, look, les- 
bian mothers aren't so bad after all was 
also undergirded by a concern in the 
(hetero-normative) culture that these 
families might raise gay sons, Overall, 
however, this is not the message that 
predominates. “Gender is not a tidy 
way of organizing what we know about 
human beings,” Drexler notes, adding 
that narrow cultural norms of mas- 
culinity can be stifling and, worse, emo- 
tionally deadening for young boys. Ul- 
timately, she finds, boys living in fam- 
ilies with “maverick moms” end up be- 
coming better equipped than many to 
understand how to challenge these nar- 
row social nerms. (Brigid Gaffikin) 


Oh the Glory of It All 


By Sean Wilsey. Penguin Press, 
482-pages, $25.95. 


San Francisco is many parallel cities, 
but if youre like me, the weirdest one to 
spot is that stratum whose money is 
“old” (at least older than the dot-com 
variety) and whose major nonfiscal 
function is encapsulated by that odd 
term socialite. These stuffed birds — 
paunchy or skeletal depending on gen- 
der, expensively yet often grotesquely 
turned out, facial lines ever more star- 
tled with age — exist in a gilded self- 
containment that theoretically is the 
American dream’s ultimate destination. 
But they usually look so smug, dumb, 
nervous, peeved, unhealthy, and/or un- 
happy, not to mention so utterly un- 
cool, that one feels more queasy than en- 
vious. Rare close encounters between 
prole and swell at, say, an Opera House 
urinal bank invariably result in the sort 
of politely disdainful noncommunica- 
tion that might ensue between a com- 
mon workaday pigeon and a fabulous, 
inbred, vaguely doomed dodo. 

Semiproof that these folk really are 
as exotic and inscrutable as one sus- 
pects is offered in Oh the Glory of It 
All, Sean Wilsey’s memoir of growing 
up as a black sheep in a family other- 
wise colored pecuniary green and blood 
blue. Many a national fluff piece has 
been penned about the book’s “scan- 
dalous exposé” of SF glitterati and how 
it has rocked their world — not in a 
good, Huey-Lewis-played-my-debu- 
tante-ball way, either. 

As the only child (not counting var- 
ious half-sibs) to flamboyant butter 
magnate Al Wilsey and his way-more- 
so wife, Pat Montandon, Sean’s troubles 
began at age nine, when his parents’ 
marriage (the third for both) sudden- 
ly hit ze rocks. Dad left a wildly embit- 
tered Mom for Dede Traina, an East 
Coast princess who usurped not only 
her “good friends” ’s husband but her 
status as the number-one West Coast 
hostess too. 

Dede had carefully wooed Sean with 
candy and confidential chats as well. 
But:once the deal was done, her de- 


meanor turned to ice, while Dad simply 
went with the flow and ignored Junior 
in favor of Dede’s own two “perfect” 
sons. Meanwhile, mom Pat fell theatri- 
cally apart — at one point insisting 
Sean sign on to a dual suicide pact — 
before finding even more histrionic 
salvation as the dotty doyen of a “Chil- 
dren for Peace” road show that arm- 
twisted endorsements from the pope 
and Indira Gandhi. 

Constantly told he was a failure, 
Sean did his best to obey, skateboarding 
downward from one boarding school 
for privileged young fuckups to an- 
other. He eventually got his head to- 
gether, albeit without much help fram 
Mom, Dad, or Evil Stepmom. 

Were these adults really as de- 
manding, unreasonable, and remote as 
the author recalls? Still channeling an 
adolescent’s bottomless bewilderment, 
he’s perhaps not the most reliable judge. 
Yet Glory’s credibility is boosted by its 
lack of whining. Wilsey regards his own 
hapless behavior with hindsight humor, 
his parents’ with a certain horror but lit- 
tle remaining rancor. Maybe people 
this driven, acquisitive, and spotlight- 
hungry simply lack the empathy gene, 
even toward their own children. 

Surprisingly flavorful and well writ- 
ten, Oh the Glory of It All (lame title, 
though) transcends the juicy lifestyles- 
of-the-rich-and-neurotic tell-all you 
might expect — in part because its au- 
thor never quite seems comfortable in 
the milieu he was born into. Now, like 
all good first-book memoirists, Wilsey 
must prove he can write equally well 
about something other than himself.

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book, Slaves to Fashion: Poverty and 
Abuse in the New Sweatshops. That the 
anti-sweatshop movement's corporate 
targets are American is well-known; 
the movement has confronted stores 
like the Gap, labels like Guess?, and 
celebrities like Kathie Lee Gifford as 
publicly as possible with the facts of 
working life in the mostly third world 
factories that produce the garments 
that bear their labels. The book’s esti- 
mate that more than a quarter of a 
million of the “new sweatshop” work- 
ers are here in the United States may 
surprise some readers. But Ross, a so- 
ciology professor and activist, oper- 
ates under clear definitions of sweat- 
shop, and one that covers more than a 
third of the American sewing shops is 
“a place where workers are paid below 
the local minimum wage.” 

The real surprise, then, is not that 
American garment workers don’t make 
much money — our minimum wage is 
generally recognized as a poverty wage 
— but that American labor-law en- 
forcement is so ineffectual that even 
this low standard is so widely violated. 
But as Ross explains, the replacement of 
actual labor-law enforcement with a 
system of garment-industry self-mon- 
itoring goes back to the Clinton ad- 
ministration, when congressional pas- 
sage of funding for an adequate num- 
ber, of inspectors was deemed politi- 
cally unfeasible and this self-policing 
approach was considered a viable — or 
at least realistic — alternative. Ross 
reckons this a key factor, along with 
increased concentration of power with- 
in the industry and a corresponding 
decline in union power, in the return of 
the sweatshop to America. 

If the elimination of sweatshops is 
your issue, this is your book. And if it’s 
not your issue, when you learn of 
Nicaraguan garment workers earning 
less than 1 percent of the price of the 
jeans they sew and consider that the 
US buys 30 percent of the world’s im- 
ported clothing, and the European 
Union another 26 percent, you may 
decide it should be. (Tom Gallagher) 


Through the Wall: 


A Year in Havana 


By Margot Eve Pepper. Freedom 
Voices, 336 pages, $19.95 (paper). 


Margot Eve Pepper’s memoir, Through 
the Wall: A Year in Havana, captures 
Cuba during its “special period” in 
1992, when the most austere econom- 
ic measures of the island’s history were 
ushered in. Her well-researched, witty, 
and thought-provoking work takes a 
hard look at Cuba through the eyes of 
someone who has lived there, not as a 
liberal tourist passing through on a 
two-week visit but as a working mem- 
ber of the community. Pepper takes 
the reader straight to Cuba... no frills, 
no rose-colored glasses.

Pepper, who was granted a yearlong 
visa to work as a journalist for Cuba’s 
most prestigious newspaper, Granma 
International, begins her book as one 
begins a journey: hopeful, excited, and 
nervous. This is the time that tough 
economic measures, spurred by the 
collapse of the Soviet trading bloc, are 
being put in place and that tougher 
sanctions are being imposed by the 
United States. 

Born in Mexico as the daughter of a 
blacklisted Hollywood producer, Pepper 
writes that she was drawn to Cuba to 
explore a society founded on the ideals 
that led to her parents’ exile from the 
US to Mexico. They left to escape per- 
secution for their political beliefs dur- 
ing Sen. Joseph McCarthy’s red-baiting. 
Because she is also a poet, her writing is 
graceful and lyrical even as she delves 
into complex economic theory and po- 
litically sophisticated analysis. She 
weaves in the music of the island, the 
oppressive heat and the balmy winds, 
the tenderness and beauty of Cuba’s 
people. Pepper takes us into her inner 
world too, and her conflict and longing 
for home as the harshness of her situ- 
ation wears on her: nagging hunger, a 
cockroach epidemic, perpetually bro- 
ken elevators, eternal waits for buses 
that may or may not arrive, electricity- 
and water-rationing. 

Throughout the book a parallel 
story emerges of love and the painful 
fallout of alcoholism, as she falls into a 
marriage with a troubled and some- 
times violent but brilliant Mexican 
poet. She takes us to the moment that 
Fidel Castro announces the decrimi- 
nalization of possessing hard currency, 
“conceding victory to the mighty dol- 
lar, as she puts it, and of the reaction to 
this unwelcome news. “No words come. 
Not from anyone. Just an occasional 
whimper and sniffing piercing the si- 
lence of resignation. What is there to say 
about the death of Cuba’s purest at- 
tempt at socialism that Fidel himself 
hasn't said today?” 

Through the Wall is ultimately about 
acceptance and enlightenment. 
“Whether the ideals of the Cuban rev- 
olution, whether my father’s dreams 
were made manifest in his lifetime or 
mine are irrelevant,” she writes. “What 
matters is that such ideals have sur-. 
vived, so they may continue evolving.”

Bret’s heart 


In Lunar Park, a Brat Pack writer dips 


a toe into middle age

he novels of Bret Easton Ellis 
do not carry subtitles, but if 
they did, his 1999 effort, Glam- 
orama, could easily have been de- 
scribed as A Novel of Xanax, and his 
latest, Lunar Park, A Novel of Xanax 
and Klonopin. Surely these antianxi- 
ety drugs cannot have been so fre- 
quently mentioned anywhere else in 
print outside the prim pages of the 
New England Journal of Medicine, 
and by this sign, this constant, ob- 
sessive recurrence, we come to sup- 
pose that Ellis is among the most 
anxiety-ridden and drug-dependent 
of American authors. 

Drugs, of course, have been a 
drenching presence in Ellis’s fiction 
from the beginning. Usage in the 
early, collegiate novels — Less Than 
Zero and The Rules of Attraction — 
was mainly recreational, but Ellis is 
past 40 now (the protagonist and nar- 
rator of Lunar Park, a writer named 
Bret Easton Ellis, considers himself 
to be “early in middle age”), and the 
pharmaceutical portfolio has been 
weighted more heavily toward in- 
stantaneous therapy. Hence the Xanax 
and Klonopin, popping up every two 
or three pages in lieu of nail-biting or 
the chewing of Chiclets, though there 
is still some recreative presence, main- 
ly involving Ketel One vodka along 
with smatterings of coke and weed. 

I dwell on the matter of psy- 
chotropic chemicals at this length be- 
cause the novel proceeds through a 
hallucinatory haze that hangs like 
horror-flick fog over its suburban set- 
ting. There, somewhere in upstate 
New York, we find Ellis the character 
working as a creative-writing teacher 
at a small liberal-arts college. The 
town, as Ellis knows it, consists of 
fresh plantings of McMansions with 
a dark gloss of Hamlet (Elsinore Lane, 
the Fortinbras Mall), while the col- 
lege, like all colleges, rings with the 
siren calls of youth’s perilous beauty. 

For the satirist, such material, 
the very stuff of smug, empty, 
upper-middle-class America, is the 
literary equivalent of fish in a barrel 
waiting to be shot, and Ellis has 
never quite gotten credit for being a 
sharpshooter in this vein. This has to 
do in part, one suspects, with a gen- 
eral resentment and envy of his 
youthful successes and excesses. But 
there are more serious reasons too; 
like Evelyn Waugh, Ellis seems to be 
at least half infatuated with the peo- 
ple and practices he means to scorn, 
and — unlike Waugh, more like 
Stephen King — he has a taste for 
horror writing that does not neatly 


square with his true gift for scathing 
comedies of manners. 

This is the paradox, or skewing, 
that made American Psycho (1991) 
such an interesting disaster, and it re- 
curs in Lunar Park, All the keenly ob- 
served detail that makes McMansion 
life so ludicrously vivid — the Prada 
loafers, the Paul Smith trousers, the 
Tank watch, the Range Rover — un- 
does the suspense when the story 
turns to shadowy intruders and killer 
dolls with blood-caked fangs. The 
force of fear is at its strongest when 
interstitial; what we don’t or can’t or 
aren't permitted to see is what fright- 
ens us far more profoundly than the 
most dreadful things even the most 
gifted writer can show us, for what we 
are not shown we imagine, and the 
private horrors each of us carries in 
our skulls, waiting like undead spirits 
to be installed in dark, empty cor- 
ners of a narrative, are far more po- 
tent than any combination of words 
ona page. We might call this a literary 
form of jujitsu: the drawing on read- 
ers’ fearful energies to enhance their 
pleasure in being terrified. 


LUNAR PARK 


By Bret Easton Ellis. Knopf, 308 pages, 
95. 


Ellis seemed to have reached this 
understanding — of the value of re- 
straint and omission — in Glam- 
orama, an amusingly dark, breath- 
lessly shallow epic of shopping, 
glamor, status consumption, and in- 
trigue whose low ceiling of omi- 
nousness never quite caved in. That 
book was devoid of the sort of vio- 
lence and horror that seems ever 
cheaper and more plastic the more 
graphically it is described. What is 
most disappointing about Lunar 
Park's regression on this score is that 
the novel, when not bogged down 
in its Nightmare on Elm Street mo- 
ments, does elegantly address itself to 
adult themes, themes of human con- 
nectedness and of the human heart: 
the small hostilities of marriage and 
the tribulations of child-rearing at 
the start, but also, further on, to fa- 
thers and sons and their sons, the 
generational passing on of miseries 
and misunderstandings, and the in- 
complete closure of death. 

Readers who know Ellis as a fou- 
sled-haired Brat Packer, a clubland 
wunderkind who ran with models 
and movie stars at the end of Ronald 
Reagan’s twinkly reign, might be sur- 
prised to find him handling this sort 
of material and handling it well, but it 


was evident that the man, even when 
very young, was an unusually gifted 
writer — certainly far superior to his 
friend and fellow Brat Packer, the one- 
hit wonder Jay McInerney, who makes 
a brief and embarrassing appearance 
in Lunar Park as “the Jayster” and 
whose own literary career, after a-se- 
quence of stunningly bad novels, has 
become the equivalent of an old pick- 
up truck propped on blocks in the 
woods, rusting away. While the Jayster 
now indulges a pretentious oenophil- 
ia, Ellis continues to be one of the 
great living stylists of a certain sort 
of American English, an affectless, 
slangy patois of monied people with 
tony educations and empty heads; he 
is no intellectual or philosopher-king, 
but he plainly is intelligent and has 
read a great deal and is literary with- 
out seeming to be so. He also has that 
courage or recklessness or indiffer- 
ence to consequences that makes it 
possible to write the things that must 
be written — the true, the uncom- 
fortable, unbearable things — for 
writing to be worth reading. 

Not all the horror passages in 
Lunar Park are tedious or over- 
wrought. The de-haunting of the Ellis 
McMansion, in particular, with its 
team of exorcists as coolly profes- 
sional as a Terminix team, is bizarrely 
funny. And while Ellis continues to 


serve what appears to be a life sen-_ 


tence in the cell block of first-person 
narrators, it is easier than in his ear- 
lier fiction to see the narcissism here 
as pitiable, even sympathetic, instead 
of blithe or arrogant: The self-ab- 
sorption is a means of walling off that 
vulnerable and overwhelmed self 
from unmanageable trouble. It is a 
desperate defense mechanism of a 
man beset by monsters — of discon- 
nection, alienation, unresolved-and 
unresolvable family conflicts, the af- 
flictions of celebrity and self-aware- 
ness — far nastier than anything even 
the most fancifully perverse novelist 
could dream up and unsoothable by 
Xanax or Klonopin or even both. %

Requiem for a 
synthetic pleasure 


By Ken Taylor 


y 18th birthday was a real blast. My ex-girlfriend and | hung out at her cousin’s 
Vi house. | learned how to shotgun a beer. It was shapin’ up to be quite a rowdy 

passage into manhood, and when Glenn broke out Wendy Carlos’s Switched-On 
Bach (Columbia) — the cover featured a portly, powdered-wigged, composer-looking 
figure standing stoically before a patch bay of wires and keyboards — | knew it was 
par-tay time. | trusted Glenn infinitely. His recommendations of Burroughs, Kind of Blue 
(Columbia), and Jamiroquai’s Emergency on Planet Earth (Columbia — and no, he 
didn’t work for them) not too long before, proved revelatory. But the concept of cover- 
ing a bunch of classical classics on a synthesizer seemed a bit passé, and on first lis- 
ten to the 30-year-old record, my mind wasn’t exactly blown. This was to be my adult life, | 
supposed: a series of chatty buildups and crushing letdowns. 

Years later, after seeking out Yes’s Closer to the Edge (Atlantic), after poring over Japan's 
Adolescent Sex (BMG), after going bonkers for Bobby 0’s “I’m So Hot for You,” and after 
throwing myself full force into Detroit's techno scene, | finally began to grasp Switched-On's 
significance. Bach still seemed relatively irrelevant to my life, but | was convinced that the 
Moog. synthesizer, pretty much the only instrument used on the 1968 recording and the 
driving force behind nearly all my favorite records, was the strangest, most fascinating 
sound generator ever made. Violins made classical music or country — forgive the blanket 
generalizations here, please — and guitars made rock, but the Moog made everything else 
... of made everything else interesting, at least. 

The keyboard's burbling, low-end hum didn’t tackily ape the string section of a philhar- 
monic, or a funky bass guitar, or even a plain ol’ piano. It was a sound all its own, synthe- 
sized from sine waves: bendable, contortable, and controllable. No two Moogs would ever 
sound the same, and they're finicky things, according to anyone who’s got one. They need a 
good warm-up before they're put into action, and the analog technology is as warm and 
idiosyncratic as it gets: a strange contradiction since Dr. Robert Moog, the synthesizer's cre- 
ator, was criticized for the board's icy tone upon its release. 

| found one of the old keyboards a while back at an instrument shop, not too far from 
Glenn's house, after having combed garage sales for years in search of one of the rare 
relics, and | thought I'd hit pay dirt. Its particleboard sides were droopy and waterlogged 
from sitting in someone's basement for decades. Its keys were broken. It had just one work- 
ing oscillator. The guy wanted a ridiculous $200 for it, and | nearly caved, thinking wistfully 
about the machine's plastic name tag instead of the plastic scrap heap that was its condi- 
tion. | left without it, yet there are still days when | regret not buying the piece of shit. 

“My own Minimoog’s surface console is cracked, and it barely works, but | would never 
throw it away,” admits Drew Daniel of Matmos and Soft Pink Truth, one of the countless 
Moog devotees who can’t part with the magical and versatile bit of gear. He “was someone 
whose genius at instrument building extended to thinking through how to meet musicians 
halfway,” he says of the inventor. 

In fact, until Moog was diagnosed with brain cancer in April, just months before his death 
Aug. 21 in Ashville, NC, he’d worked steadily. Moog started off building theremins (those 
motion-sensitive musical instruments popularized by old science fiction films and the Beach 
Boys’ “Good Vibrations”) in the ’50s, and soon after graduating from Cornell University with 
a PhD in engineering physics in the ’60s, changed music forever by manufacturing the first 
mass-produced modular synthesizer. 

“Last time | was at the dreaded NAMM trade show in LA, January of this year, | saw Bob 
still at his booth the day after the show was done,” recalls San Francisco's Matthew Curry, 
who records as Safety Scissors. “Myself and two other people from Cycling '74 were left 
with the dull task of packing everything up when most of the bigger companies had hired 
guns just to do such dirty work. When walking over by the Moog booth, | asked Bob what he 
was still doing around and why he, the head cheese, was packing up the displays. | don’t 
remember his response exactly, but he just said that someone had to do it and he was 
happy to help.” Despite the draining trade show atmosphere, “he was always just beaming 
whenever | saw him there,” Curry adds. 

Moog was one of few scientists who truly bridged that chasm between art and technolo- 
gy, and he constantly worked alongside musicians to help them better express themselves 
with technology. For me, though, finding great pleasure in the synthetic was his real legacy.

| you're going to see a show at Oakland café—art gallery Mama Buzz, the first rule is to get there early. | 


learned that on my first trip there in late July, when | excitedly showed up at 9:15, only to find that the 

night's festivities were already over. | felt like Harvey Korman in High Anxiety when he was penalized for 
arriving 30 seconds late to dinner by having his fruit cup taken away. “No fruit cup for me,” | thought as | 
was driving back to San Francisco, feeling stupid and silly. 

Monday’s show was»a chance for redemption, and although | got there at a relatively punctual 7:10, 
opener Devin Hoff was already midway through his solo contrabass set. Solo bass isn’t an easy format — 
for the musician or the listener — but Hoff's well-paced performance held the attention of the couple of 
dozen audience members, even as the sounds of

passing cars, clanging dishes, and chatting cus- 
tomers from the next-door café area competed with 
the music. He dedicated one piece, “Double Knife,” 
to Xiu Xiu’s Jamie Stewart, and it concluded in ap- 
propriately tormented fashion with some serious 
bow-scraping dissonance. He closed with a more 
melodic, melancholy piece that was reminiscent of 
Charlie Haden’s music or Scott LaFaro’s beautiful 
lump-in-the-throat solos with the Bill Evans Trio. 
Good stuff. 

Next up was vocalist Jesse Quattro, accompanied 
on battery-powered keyboard by Secret Chiefs 3’s aes 
Trey Spruance. Quattro has amazing range as a vo- : Zi a 
calist, which she often extends by running her voice soe , =f 
through a battery of effects pedals.

The duo played a brief, four-song set that | >| ih | _— 
included a couple of old Southern gospelish songs _AYtysAleniesmsninunsel eset Congs for Brum 
with creepy, pipe organ—like accompaniment by 
Spruance. The highlight, though, was their last song, a cover of a jaunty yet lyrically grim tune called “I 
Wish We'd All Been Ready” by Christian rock figurehead Larry Norman, of all people (as identified by a 
helpful and very surprised audience member). 

The evening’s headliner was drummer-percussionist Ches Smith’s solo project, Congs for Brums. 
Along with Hoff, Smith makes up the other half of the bass ’n’ drums (but not drum ’n’ bass) postjazz duo 
Good for Cows. He just moved to LA, so he’s not technically local anymore, but he was an important part 
of the Bay Area scene for so long that it seems fair to grant him an exception here. For a while it seemed 
like he was playing a gig in San Francisco every night of the week, at least when he wasn’t touring. He’s 
incredibly versatile, having been called on by everyone from ex—Geraldine Fibber Carla Bozulich to brainy 
jazz bandleaders such as Graham Connah and John Schott to musically literate indie rockers like Xiu Xiu 
and beyond. 

Smith also played in Alex Newport’s aggro, AmRep-style rock trio Theory of Ruin and has recently 
started playing in a new trio led by New York guitarist Marc Ribot. 

His half-hour set reflected this versatility, combining all sorts of sounds and approaches into a smooth- 
ly flowing and very entertaining one-man show. A drum set, a vibraphone, cowbells, shakers, a mixing 
bowl, a bow, three sizes of drumsticks, and about five kinds of mallets — Smith had all this in his care- 
fully arranged arsenal, and he used every bit of it in a careful, strategic fashion. Nonetheless, you get the 
sense that he could merely play the snare drum for 20 minutes, and it would still be entertaining. 

That said, his vibraphone playing was his set’s high point. He produced some amazing effects, such as 
a drooping glissando made by dragging the mallet slowly down the keys, as well as some high-pitched 
harmonics made by scraping the bow along the edges of the keys. It was all very musical, though, which 
isn’t always the case when virtuoso musicians get into these sorts of extended techniques, as they call 
them in the avant-garde biz. Smith balanced these headier moments with sporadic outbursts of stadium- 
size, albeit odd-metered, rock drumming, which would in turn dissolve back into quieter, more textural 
noise making. This restless approach brought to mind the solo performances of Dutch drummer Han Ben- 
nink — minus the slapstick comedy element but with the same sense of joy at simply being able to bang 
on a bunch of different things and make a lot of neat sounds. Smith’s well-received set was a fitting con- 
Clusion to an evening of swell sounds, and it was all over by 9. (Will York)

When third 
musketeer Yvon (Keith Burkland) tries to 
act as peacemaker, the others read his 
conciliatory demeanor as typical spine- 
lessness, and attack him. Sorting out what 
matters from what doesn’t ends up being 
equally important in art and in life, which 
gets to the metaphorical nature of Reza’s 
moral. Much of the power of Reza’s play 
comes from the opportunities it affords 
the actors in conveying the tangle of ten- 
sions in the room. To this end, director 
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Robin Stanton’s cast knows what the 
play’s about. Burkland’s alternately ad- 
mirable and pathetic Yvon has us seeing 
as many colors as Serge claims for his can- 
vas. English, meanwhile, nicely shades 
Serge’s amusing pretentiousness with a 
subtle, manic energy and simmering rage, 
and Parnell’s Marc, having fancied himself 
“mentor” to Serge, expertly suggests a 
deeply wounded ego as he moves from 
sympathetic frailty to brutish megaloma- 
nia and back.

The 
stakes, however, never seem quite as high, 
partly because the vain sexual scheming 
that forms the “sport” driving the plot, in- 
cluding the defrocking of priests, seems 
relatively mundane in 2005; and partly 
because de Laclos’s own tightly knit and 
highly regulated hierarchal society no 
longer applies as a built-in pressure cook- 
er. There’s still a good deal of suspense 
and interest to the story, however 
(brought out best by Emmerich’s sly, 
charmingly monomaniacal Valmont), 
though director Clay David’s sometimes 
forced and unevenly cast production 
stumbles from scene to scene rather than 
building effectively to an irrefutable cli- 
max.

After futile work 
in the Peace Corps (joined to avoid the 
Vietnam draft), James succumbs to 
Molly’s uncle’s pitch about doing more for 
the world’s poor from “inside,” and soon 
grows corrupt and out of touch as a cor- 
porate economist. Molly watches helpless- 
ly, with newfound understanding of free- 
market gospel and the reality of its devel- 
opment schemes. Meanwhile the chaotic 
global system of pillage James helps main- 
tain continues to rock with instability and 
blowback. Inspired by former insider John 
Perkins’s Confessions of an Economic Hit 
Man, the play is more dramatic and dark- 
er-toned than typical Mime Troupe 
satires, with jokes and songs coming along

“We live in 
paradise,” declares one member of Trailer 
Town, Missouri, a squalid little cluster of 
wood-and-aluminum hovels on muddy 
cinder blocks just across the road from a 
defunct roadside attraction called Big 
Hole. Playwright and director Pritchard’s 
task is to make us almost believe the para- 
dise part by the end — that, and to make 
us laugh as much as possible at (and with) 
the local yokels as they reckon with the 
paradise-threatening presence of a myste- 
rious stranger, known colloquially as “the 
man with the tie.” In short, Pritchard, a 
comedy writer for Fox TV, and her irre- 
sistible cast of seasoned actor-comedians 
succeed admirably; one might almost say 
surprisingly well, given the familiar 
ground occupied by Trailer Town (some- 
where on the road between, for instance, 
Hee Haw and Wigfield). Arranged as a set 
of more-or-less discrete scenes connected 
by the well-worn but, here, well-delivered 
(and ever topical) through-line of “evil 
corporation versus the little people,” the 
generally fine comic writing is thin in 
places, but the actors (several in double 
roles) serve up a comedic feast of wry, 
ridiculous, and carefully etched perform- 
ances splayed on Michael Meehan’s excel- 
lent trailer park set (itself a truly trashy 
treat).

making their audience feel like they were 
partying with the Rat Pack.

the home of a middle-aged couple, 
George (Christian Phillips) and Martha 
(Julia McNeal), unwittingly stepping into 
a marital battle zone of Cold War propor- 
tions. Set at a small New England college 
in “New Carthage,” and written the year 
of the Cuban Missile Crisis, the willful ex- 
plosion of private lives in a seemingly 
staid academic home comes freighted 
with “public” viciousness stretching back 
centuries. Characters so drunk and yet so 
wonderfully, savagely articulate, however, 
don’t produce tragedy so much as what 
Albee himself called “grotesque comedy,” 
while keen direction from Keith Phillips 
and Kenneth Vandenberg and four per- 
fectly pitched performances play it to the 
hilt.

genuous and stalwart young man who — 
after the financial ruin of his late father 
throws him, his mother (Nancy Carlin), 
and his sister (Susannah Schulman) into 
destitution — must make his way in an 
alternately brutal and wondrous world 
peopled by villains, victims, and ec- 
centrics. Part one is staged with a winning 
balance of artful pageantry and focused 
intimacy, and played with great finesse by 
a large and multifaceted ensemble who 
somehow manage to make it all look easy. 
Part two: While part two of of Nicholas 
Nickleby doesn’t hang together quite as 
well as part one — the storyline and dra- 
matic pacing can feel fractured and un- 
even over the course of its (highly edited) 
three-plus hours — it still amounts to a 
charming and rousing evening, bringing 
Dickens's addictive tale to a generally sat- 
isfying conclusion as Nicholas returns to 
London to reunite and defend his embat- 
tled family. In addition to the excellent 
Nickleby protagonists, James Carpenter's 
fine work as Nicholas’s uncle-antagonist, 
the icy proto-Scrooge Ralph Nickleby; 
Andy Murray’s double duty as two very 
different villains (predatory aristo Sir 
Mulberry Hawk and ignoble pedagogue 
Wackford Squeers); Dan Hiatt’s cracking 
good Newman Noggs; Delia Mac-

Balzac and the Little Chinese Seam- 
stress Space'and time entangle in poetic 
ways to generate the premise for Balzac 
and the Little Chinese Seamstress, based 
on the highly acclaimed novel of the 
same name by Chinese author Dai Sijie 
(who also directs). The setting is early 
1970s Maoist China, and two teenage 
children of the “reactionary bourgeoisie” 
are relocated to a remote village along the 
Yangtze River to be reeducated in the 
ways of the “revolutionary peasantry.” 
This involves a shedding of the fetters of 
Western culture — including literature, 
cooking, and classical music — and an 
assumed subsequent appreciation for the 
joys of shoveling shit and carrying it up 
mountains. Fueled by hormones and ro- 
manticism, the two pupils, Luo (Kun 
Chen) and Ma (Ye Liu), take it upon 
themselves to turn the tables on the vil- 
lagers, introducing rural minds to the 
world of storytelling and rudimentary 
dentistry. They find an especially willing 
accomplice in the beautiful Little Seam- 
stress (Xun Zhou), whose mind is ex- 
ploded by French writers and the notion 
that her life can be more than survival. 
The story and eye-catching cinematogra- 
phy capture the contradictions of the 
times — the sweet inner nature of pre- 
modern Chinese culture and the unstop- 
pable locomotive of development.

own penchant for kink and Liz’s deadly 
sense of sportsmanship commence a cat- 
and-mouse game littered with corpses 
and heavy-breathing sex. This first feature 
for co-directors-scenarists-producers Wil- 
helm Liebenberg and Federico Sanchez 
demonstrates what they learned in past 
design-advertising jobs, as the film’s styl- 
ish surface (it’s got that Hunger sheen on 
what was likely closer to a Red Shoe Di- 
aries budget) easily outclass its skin-deep 
characters and flimsy scripting. But hey, 
who expects depth from a movie whose 
major agenda is a ye olden vampire-les- 
bian-chic one? And it does it quite nicely, 
to guilty-pleasuring if not quite memo- 
rable results. (1:48) Roxie. (Harvey) 
Margaret Cho: Assassin The well is really 
running dry in SF native Margaret Cho’s 
fourth concert movie, a routine stand-up 
record (shot in DC) that suggests it’s time 
for her creative juices to redirect. Too 
much of this set is a desultory series of 
weak “So, what’s in the news today?” 
jokes, predictably tapping audience out- 
rage at “the most embarrassing president 
in history,” stroking their fur with a lot of 
references to the gay-marriage issue, and 
so forth. These are hot topics, but this 
time they stir surprisingly little comic in- 
vention. And Cho now takes herself rather 
too seriously as spokesperson for the be- 
leaguered left — the sentiments are laud- 
able, but she expresses her politics as 
crudely as the glibbest right-wing pundits 
do. You know somebody’s running out of 
ideas when they resort to jokes starting 
“You know you're in a gay neighborhood 
when ...” Even Cho's beloved mom char- 
acter is tired here — understandably, 
since the real edition is recovering from a 
heart attack, but still. A handful of good 
lines can’t justify preserving this mediocre 
preaching-to-the-converted night for pos- 
terity. Let's hope Cho’s forthcoming nar- 
rative producing-writing-starring project, 
the very promising-sounding “fag and 
fag-hag Dumb and Dumber,” Bam Bam 
and Celeste, which she duly plugs here, 
finds her back in sharp and funny top 
form.

The Memory of a Killer Angelo Ledda (Jan 
Decleir) is an aging career hit man who's 
done his offing all over Europe for 
decades. But when he realizes his latest 
target is a 12-year-old gitl who’s been 
forcibly prostituted, he abruptly decides 
to turn into a righteous avenger against 
the crime bosses and corrupt officials 
who'd hitherto employed him. If you can 
buy that premise — and forget that, had 
the girl been a few years older, Ledda like- 
ly wouldn't have blinked at nuking her — 
this slick Dutch thriller will provide a 
couple hours of painless entertainment. 
In the tradition of Insomnia and Memen- 
to, it throws in a mental-health gimmick: 
Ledda is starting to experience the memo- 
ry lapses and disorientation of early 
Alzheimer’s. But apart from providing an 
excuse for some visual fuss (in crazy cam- 
era-swaying, fast-cutting Alzheimer-vi- 
sion!), this gimmick isn’t really integral to 
the plot until the last reel, by which time 
the film has gone on too long anyway. Fast 
paced without ever being thrilling or sus- 
penseful, serious-minded yet lacking ing 
genuity or real depth, this is a movie that 
carries itself with more dignity than its 
material actually warrants. (2:00) Shat- 
tuck.

The Ninth Day Fans of German cinema 
will want to seek out The Ninth Day not 
only for its director, Volker Schléndorff 
(The Tin Drum, The Legend of Rita) but 
also for its star, Ulrich Matthes, last seen 
lurking in Hitler's bunker as Downfall’s 
creepy Joseph Goebbels. Here, Matthes 
applies his haunted eyes and gaunt frame 
to the based-on-truth character of Father 
Kremer, a Catholic priest from Luxem- 
bourg who's sent to Dachau’s “Priest 
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Block” as punishment for his anti-Nazi 
stance. The physical horrors Kremer suf- 
fers in the concentration camp are nearly 
matched by his spiritual turmoil, especial- 
ly when he’s suddenly released into the 
care of Gebhardt (August Diehl), an SS 
officer with spiritual issues of his own. 
Kremer, who’s from a respected (and con- 
yeniently easy-to-threaten) family, soon 
realizes his release is part of a plot to force 
Luxembourg’s Catholic leadership to align 
themselves with the Nazis. Though it 
deals in substantial, soul-searching 
themes — and Kremer and Gebhardt’s 
pointed discussions about Judas (Geb- 
hardt praises him as a “man of action”) 
are none too subtle — The Ninth Day is 
surprisingly understated, thanks in large 
part to Matthes’s quietly moving per- 
formance.

The Aristocrats Paul Provenza and Penn 
Jillette’s extended riff on a joke that’s a 
secret handshake of sorts in the stand-up 
world is cast-of-hundreds inclusive. Yet 
it’s also uncomfortably skewed: A few 
Whoopi bits aside, Chris Rock is about 
the only nonwhite performer, and he’s 
the only one who doesn’t seem to be en- 
joying himself in the closing-credits out- 
takes. The Aristocrats can be uproarious, 
and there are off-the-cuff high jinks 
aplenty, from Rip Taylor’s migrating red 
wig to Fred Willard’s Victorian dandy im- 
personation. But why no Mo’nique, 
Wanda Sykes, or Dave Chapelle, when 
Carrot Top and Emo Phillips are allowed 
(if only for a few seconds) to stink up the 
screen? The absence is especially notable 
since Jillette repeatedly notes the joke’s 
best renditions involve the type of im- 
provisation mastered by John Coltrane. 
The title of The Aristocrats is also the 
punch line of an obscene joke — detail- 
ing a family’s showbiz act, it has its roots 
in vaudeville, but you could easily argue 
it’s indebted to the Marquis de Sade, who 
was all about detailing the perverse pro- 
clivities of the privileged classes.

The Cave Neither as thrilling as it could have been, 
nor silly as it should have been, The Cave is notable 
only for its utter lack of inspiration. Not that there 
aren't some promising ideas floated early on: The tit- 
ular cavern, built below an isolated Romanian 
church, is marked by a mosaic depicting Knights 
Templar battling what appear to be winged demons. 
Unfortunately, the elite cave divers — Cole Hauser, 
Morris Chestnut, and several other generically pretty 
types — summoned to investigate this potential 
devil’s playground couldn’t be more snooze-worthy.

(More newly re- 
stored, one supposes, than the print that played the 
Castro Theatre a few years ago.) It’s a cool, crisp sus- 
pense drama that seemed terribly modern and so- 
phisticated at the time — and still does, to an extent, 
in large part because Malle had the very, very good 
idea of letting Miles Davis improvise the soundtrack 
score. A young, chic, high-strung Jeanne Moreau and 
her lover, Maurice Ronet, come up with an ingenious 
scheme to rid themselves of her pesky husband.

The 40-Year-Old Virgin Though Wedding Crashers 
has its moments of Vince-Vaughn-and-maple-syrup

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moments. Freaks and Geeks guru Judd Ap- 
atow makes his feature-directing debut, 
with a script cowritten by star Steve Carell 
(The Daily Show). It’s all there in the title: 
Andy (Carell) has never done the deed; 
he’s so blandly nice that an acquaintance 
is moved to observe, “I’m pretty sure he’s 
a serial murderer.” After they discover his 
secret, Andy’s well-meaning coworkers 
(Paul Rudd, Romany Malco, and Seth 
Rogan) attempt to steer him into de- 
bauchery, leading to comic high points in- 
volving porn, apple bongs, manscaping, 
and the following advice on how to talk to 
a woman: “Be David Caruso in Jade!” Of 
course, as it turns out, Andy doesn’t really 
need their help, winning over single mom 
Trish (Catherine Keener) despite his bla- 
tant dorkiness. Though Virgin eventually 
reaches a predictable climax, the path it 
takes to get there — crude enough to in- 
clude puke humor, random enough for a 
running Michael McDonald joke, and 
guffaw-inducing throughout — is well 
worth it.

Four Brothers The Mercer brothers — 
hardened, brash, and not exactly model 
citizens — return to their native Detroit 
when thugs shoot their foster mother in a 
liquor-store holdup: Bobby (Mark 
Wahlberg) is the impulsive, all-up-in- 
your-grill type who urges the rest to be- 
come vigilantes. Despite warnings from 
the police department, they tear the city 
apart for their mother’s killers and discov- 
er there’s more to this murder than a fluke 
robbery.

Treadwell. Treadwell lived for five seasons, 
without a gun, with his beloved bears, in 
Alaska’s Katmai National Park and Re- 
serve, extensively videotaping his own life 
and his wildlife for a nature series before 
he was killed and devoured afong with his 
girlfriend, Amie Huguenard, in 2003. 
Herzog has shot his share of nonnarrative 
cinematic poetry, but he-refrains in Griz- 
zly Man, giving the fascinating story of , 
the late activist, would-be nature-doc 
star, and wannabe grizzly a wide, respect- 
ful berth, as if he wanted to allow the 
slumbering beast within Treadwell to 
come out and caper on film. To that end 
he uses extensive video shot by the self- 
made grizzly expert, of himself and his 
animals, permitting them the space and, 
air they seem to demand. The rest of 
Grizzly Man is shaped through interviews 
with Treadwell’s friends — and skeptical 
observers who viewed the naturalist as 
insane and/or naive in his violation of the 
unspoken boundaries between animals 
and humans.

along. DJay may be addressing Nola, but 
it’s really a question he’s posing to him- 
self. Hope blesses the hopeless after a 
chance encounter with DJay’s old pal Key 
(Anthony Anderson), a recording engi- 
neer who’s being slowly stifled by the 
middle-class blues. With Key’s help, aspir- 
ing rapper DJay decides to record a demo, 
aiming to get the finished product into 
the hands of Skinny Black (Ludacris), a 
Memphis local who’s hit the hip-hop big 
time. Written and directed with gritty 
élan by Craig Brewer, Hustle and Flow 
vividly illustrates the joy of the creative 
process (and with it, the revival of dusty 
dreams), even as.it’s punctured by bitter 
doses of reality. That MTV Films is dis- 
tributing this Sundance Film Festival hit 
is no surprise; it’s definitely a crowd- 
pleaser, even as it dips into cliché near the 
end.

‘+ \ntimate Stories Southern Patagonia’s 
vast landscape lends an intimacy of its 
own to this understated drama following 
the occasionally overlapping paths of three 
characters from the rural town of Fitz Roy.

Benedictis), and Roberto (Javier Lombar- 
do — one of two professional actors in the 
cast) all have reasons for traveling to the 
city of San Julian, which is a day’s drive 
away.

first feature is a big-budget indie whose 
relentless intercutting of a homely immi- 
grant tale with the storied life of the great 
Persian poet means to combat the nega- 
tive and ill-informed perceptions of Mid- 
dle Eastern peoples post 9/11. A movie 
with a mission — replete with the cos- 
tumes, locations, battlefield recreations, 
belly dancing, world-music score, and 
wildly mismatched performances you 
might find in a Discovery Channel bibli- 
cal spectacular — it has the look-and the 
sentiment of what postcolonial scholars 
call Orientalist fictions and almost every- 
body else calls decent family entertain- 
ment. In fact, high production values and 
a Vanessa, Redgrave cameo only call atten- 
tion to its familiar tropes, the worst being 
the anachronistic preplay of current polit- 
ical dogma as history,*quietly banishing 
entirely modern, Western-fueled prob- 


lems into the dustbin of “ancient hatreds.”

Mad Hot Ballroom Amid the cheers of 
classmates, 11-year-old Dominican immi- 
grant Wilson leads a rumba so effortlessly 
smooth it stuns a dance judge into howls 
of disbelief. Framed as Spellbound-meets- 
ballroom dancing, director Marylin Agre- 
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lo’s documentary Mad Hot Ballroom 
tracks the mapdatory ballroom programs 
at three New York City schools as the 
classes prep for competition. The film is 
highly entertaining when it spotlights the 
contrast between the elegant art form and 
the age of the kids, who are still squirmy 
when faced with touching the opposite 
sex. But no matter how clumsily they spin 
each other around, by performing a 
grown-up dance. these children visually 
embody their elders’ inflated hopes that 
they will become “young ladies and gen- 
tlemen,” a la a different era. The sentiment 
is catching for the audience too, in part 
because the kids are sooo damned 
adorable. Ballroom captures a range of 
children’s perspectives instead of individ- 
ual stories — a strategy that weakens the 
film a bit. But Mad Hot Ballroom is exu- 
berant, fun, and worth it for anyone who 
loves to dance.

= March of the Penguins Pity the emperor 
penguin. His name is glorious, but his lot 
in life — as incredulously documented by 
Luc Jacquet and narrated with morbid 
amusement by Morgan Freeman — is one 
of unrelenting duty and sacrifice.

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Darwinists love the traditional top-of-the- 
food-chain tale, only a true evolutionary 
thinker can really appreciate this one. Or a 
working parent. March of the Penguins has 
less in common with French adventures 
into animal kingdoms — Microcosmos, 
Winged Migration — than it does with the 
more moralizing cultural work of, say, 
Robert Flaherty. But it’s still got to be the 
most beautifully filmed animal story of 
the year, in one of the landscapes most en- 
dangered by rapacious humanity: gor- 
geous mile after mile of frozen earth, with 
pastel skyscapes, brutal storms, and line 
after line of amazing, tuxedoed birds, de- 
votedly marching in formation.

syndicate - undercover reformed hood 
Casey Martin (the undet-rated Frank 
Lovejoy] versus his nemesis, the sadistic 
Lou Terpe (played to perfection by the 
exceptional Timothy Carey), Based on a 
story by John Lardner, brother of Ring 
Lardner, Ir 
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new here. Moreover, recent Roxie fare, 
such as Adam Curtis's The Power of Night- 
mares, could give the makers behind The 
Oil Factor some much-needed lessons, 
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both in terms of organizing arguments 
and in terms of providing kinetic relief 
from talking-heads boredom. The jaw- 
droppingly evil and murderous greed of 
the officials we’ve put in office is on dis- 
play, but very little of the info — aside 
from the United States’ absolute disinter- 
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est in cleaning up Iraqi nuclear waste — is 
new. Directors Gerard Ungerman and Au- 
drey Brohy do succeed in capturing the 
awesome lying skills of a member of the 
Project for the New American Century, a 
fellow who thinks it’s the most wonderful 
coincidence that we invaded a country 
with vast oil resources. Ultimately, I won't 
go as far as the Village Voice and claim The 
Oil Factor “gives muckraking journalism a 
bad name,” but I will say it would have 
been a hell of a lot more lively if Mary 
Tyler Moore had joined Ed Asner in pro- 
viding narration. (1:30) Castro. (Huston) 
One Night in Mongkok Fresh from playing 
at the San Francisco Asian Film Festival is 
this mostly unconventional cops-and- 
gangsters drama from director Derek Yee. 
On the night in question — Christmas 
Eve, as it turns out — the Hong Kong un- 
derworld is gripped by infighting, and a 
police informant squeals that an assassin, 
Lai Fu (Daniel Wu), has been hired to dis- 
patch a key triad boss. Arguments, trig- 
ger-happy rookies, and world-weary mo- 
ments of quiet reflection keep the cops 
busy, while Lai Fu — an unlikely propo- 
nent of Buddy Holly horn-rims — strikes 
up a friendship, somewhat reluctantly, 
with chatty hooker Dan Dan (Cecilia 
Cheung). With one chase’scene after an- 
other, One Night in Mongkok is fast paced 
and slick, heading toward the expected 
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blood-soaked conclusion. And since this 
is a Hong Kong movie, much of the action 
is propelled by endless cell phone calls — 
though in this case, the phones ring with 
an unusually high percentage of “Jingle 
Bells.” (1:42) Presidio. (Eddy) 

Pretty Persuasion Fifteen-year-old Kimberly 
(Evan Rachel Wood) is arrogant, rude, and 
manipulative. But this being a “black come- 
dy,” magically no one seems to notice those 
qualities, enabling her to falsely accuse a 
teacher (Ron Livingston) of molestation, 
wrap a cynical TV reporter (Jane Krakows- 
ki) around her little finger (and other body 
parts), and destroy various other lives out of 
sheer spite. Comparisons to Heathers, my 
ass — this stab at “politically incorrect” 
(Kimberly is full of pithy comments about 
the handicapped, homo, and nonwhite) 
humor more closely recalls such inglorious 
prior “dark” high school “satires” as Drop 
Dead Gorgeous and Jawbreaker. Pretty Per- 
suasion is smug, witless, too long, an em- 
barrassment to its performers (James 
Woods really hits a low point here), and 
fully exploitative of the heroine’s jailbait 
sexuality even as it decries her exploiting it 
herself. Worse still, it lacks even the courage 
of its own crassness. At the end, our poor 
little psychotic rich girl at last realizes the 
hollowness of her triumph — and the cam- 
era holds on her longer than it did on 
Garbo at the end of Queen Christina, as if 
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to say: Here is tragedy. Here is pathos. Here, 
America, is your wounded soul. Say, wanna 
buy a bridge? (1:44) Opera Plaza, Shattuck. 
(Harvey) 
Red Eye The unfriendly skies get their 
due in Red Eye, a tense tale that enhances 
Carl Ellsworth’s so-so script with skilled 
direction by veteran horror-helmer Wes 
Craven and strong performances by its 
leads, both rising stars who're already 
having a damn good summer: Rachel 
McAdams, from Wedding Crashers, and 
Cillian Murphy, from Batman Begins. Lisa 
(McAdams) hates to fly. But she’s the top 
concierge at a fancy Miami hotel, and her 
crisis-management skills are sorely missed 
while she’s attending Grandma's funeral 
in Texas. When her late-night flight is de- 
layed, she meets the blue-eyed Jack (Mur- 
phy), who ends up sitting next to her on 
the plane — positioning that, we soon 
learn, is by no means coincidental. 
Craven, who sealed his name into legend 
with A Nightmare on Elm Street (and 
made Hollywood love him all over again 
with the gazillion-dollar Scream trilogy), 
is working in somewhat new territory 
here. Though Jack aspires to Freddy 
Krueger—esque cruelty, he’s only human; 
Red Eye is a bare-bones thriller rooted 
firmly in reality. As one character ob- 
serves, foreshadowing Lisa’s fate as well as 
making a broader comment on current 
events: “Travel is war these days.” (1:25)

The Skeleton Key Billed as a return to the 
great tradition of psychological thrillers, 
this fragrant pile of supernatural hokum is 
considerably less than all that. It’s got a low 
body count and restrained direction by 
current horror standards, but the twist end- 
ing (which may not entirely surprise alert 
viewers) isn’t necessarily worth so much 
poker-faced, kinda-silly buildup. Kate Hud- 
son, of “Why is she a star again? Oh right, 
nepotism” fame, plays a young nurse who 
signs on as live-in caregiver to frail, mute 
John Hurt under the hawk eyes of his wife 
Gena Rowlands. Their quaintly decrepit 
bayou manse comes complete with many 
creaking corridors, sudden power outages, 
a creepy “secret” attic chamber, and alleged 
haunting by two black servants who'd been 
lynched for practicing black magic. Pretty 
soon our heroine is unlocking the home’s 
“mystery” while coming to suspect that the 
mister of the house is less invalid than 
drugged captive. The last time a buncha 
Yankees and Brits went Deep South to ex- 
plore the hoodoo that yoo doo, in 1987’s 
Angel Heart, the results were no more con- 
vincing, but way more luridly entertaining. 
Jury’s still out on whether Hudson can 
carry a movie; Peter Sarsgaard (as her sort 
of love interest) is wasted, while by the end 
Rowlands’s dignity has been sullied no less 
than it would have had she been asked to 
dance the lambada. Adequately directed by 
lain Softley, Skeleton Key could be worse. 
But hoo lawd, it shoulda been better. (1:44)

A State of Mind If — like me — your 
impressions of North Korea are largely 
limited to Kim Jong Il’s pompadour and a 
vague uneasiness about nukes in the so- 
aalled “secret state,” A State of Mind is a 
real eye-opener. A British crew, led by di- 
rector Daniel Gordon (who narrates), ob- 
tained unheard-ofvaccess while filming 
their documentary, which ostensibly fol- 
lows two young girls as they train (and 
train, and train) for the Mass Games — 
an elaborate, rigorously synchronized ex 
travaganza that the film calls “the largest 
choreographed spectacle in the world” 
(see also: Team America: World Police). 
The Mass Games are indeed amazing, but 
it's the day-to-day lives of the girls that'll 
really drop your jaw. Though the whole

story of North Korea is most likely not 
represented (Gordon says his crew was 
not censored, but there’s little footage 
outside the showcase city, Pyongyang), the 
country’s belief structure is clearly com- 
municated — metaphorically, through the 
massive for-the-good-of-the-group per- 
formance, and literally, out of everyone’s 
mouths. Here, worshipping the Great 
Leader (Kim I] Sung) and the General 
(Kim Jung Il) comes second only to 
breathing; deep hatred of America runs a 
close third.

rights and perspectives of men and ‘ 
women, husbands and wives, or children 
and adults.

‘Bay Area Now 4’ Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts film programmer Joel Shepard 
gave $500 to four local filmmakers and 
told them to make a movie, any movie, in 
six months. (Admittedly, some of them 
applied the cash to projects already in the 
works, or added it to contributions from 
other funders.) The result, constituting the 
film-video component of the triennial Bay 
Area Now showcase, is — like that exhib- 
it’s latest edition —an interestingly mixed 
bag. Sam Green’s Lot 63, Grave Cis a terse, 
haunting black and white documentary 
about an infamous victim of 1960s vio- 
lence who has nonetheless become utterly 
anonymous in his place of eternal rest. 
Also heavily into the whole death thing is 
Ellen Bruno’s Sky Burial, a handsome trav- 
el document chronicling corpse-disposal 
rites at a Tibetan Monastery that are 
rather grisly in detail but quite serenely 
uplifting in subtext. Bill Daniel’s Mission 
Bay 2001 is a new experimental short that 
looks like found footage, its views of that 
ever-changing area streaked, stressed and 
tinted until they resemble something 
found in a forgotten time capsule. Last 
and least, Caveh Zahedi’s untitled short 
brings his usual cute, self-aware angst to 
bear on the fact that he doesn’t know what 
movie he’s going to make, and when he’s 
forced to make one anyway, it sucks. “To 
have come up with nothing very interest- 
ing is sort of liberating in a way,” he con- 
fides. Sez you, bud, sez you. Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts. (Harvey) 

The President’s Analyst This too-sel- 
dom-revived genius satire, one of the 
greatest comedies from (and about) the 
1960s, provides a fitting end to the PFA’s 
“For Your Eyes Only” retrospective of 
Cold War-themed films. James Coburn 
stars as the titular entity, sounding board 
for the private neuroses of our chief exec- 
utive, a man on top of the world and his 
profession. Until, unfortunately, he real- 
izes he knows too much — even mutter- 
ing in his sleep may violate the National 
Security Act — and begins to suspect he’s 
on a CIA hit list. Paranoia will destroya, 
but in this case an actual bullet might do 
the trick first. Careening, extremely 
groovy (and faux-so), deadpan and lu- 
natic, The President’s Analyst is at once a 
distillation of its pop-cultural moment 
(as well as a chilling anticipation of the 
coming-up-next Nixon era) and a near- 
perfect, semisurreal, classically farcical joy 
that’s aged no worse than Duck Soup. In- 
credibly, writer-director Theodore J. 
Flicker only made one more feature of 
note (1970's badly underrated Three in the 
Cellar, and good luck finding that any- 
where), otherwise retreating to the nice- 
but-no-cigar television work he’d come 
from. For the 104 minutes of The Presi- 
dent’s Analyst, at least, the dude was on 
fire.

trange things transpire when creative people get bored. Case in point is the 

new doc by Steve James that accounts for a year in the life of independent 

movie producer John Pierson and his family on the island of Taveuni, Fiji. 
Pierson, who briefly came out from behind the scenes in 1996 when his indie 
manifesto, Spike, Mike, Slackers and Dykes, was published, has been below the 
radar except to those who may have caught the IFC show Split Screen — creat- 
ed by Pierson and wife Janet. Production of that show took the Piersons to 
Taveuni, where they were enchanted by the island’s old movie house, the 180 
Meridian Cinema, and the locals’ exotic approach to film consumption. Pierson 
decided to move the family (which also includes Georgia and Wyatt, then 16 and 
13, respectively) to the island and show free movies to the Fijians while “blow- 
ing up” his teenagers’ world in the process. The real drama centers on the Pier- 
sons’ experiences living as foreigners, coping with the cultural differences sep- 
arating their lives from the locals’, resulting in theft and contention with those 
who doubt the purity of the Americans’ charitable motives (the most notable 
criticism comes from the Catholic church, which knows a thing or two about 
questionable missionary pursuits). James has explored the theme of transcend- 
ing social divisions before, very directly in 2002's Stevie, but Reel Paradise is 
less heady in that respect, achieving most of its emotional resonance in the 
Crises of parenting a rebellious teenage daughter with cameras rolling. The ex- 
ploration of what US movies to screen also gets at an interesting debate, with 
Pierson admittedly distancing himself from his other life in the States. The in- 
tensity of his desire to bring Jackass to the theater provides one such example. 
But the Fijians seemed to get a kick out of it, which is pretty much all Pierson is 


hoping for. (Rachel Odes)

f I were to compare the experience of hiking up 

Mt. Whitney, the highest mountain in the con- 

tinental United States, to traversing the Bay 

Bridge during Friday rush hour with an over- 

turned tractor-trailer in the right-hand lane, 
you'd think I was crazy. Yet the fact is, both experi- 
ences are grueling, tedious, likely to make you sick, 
and lacking in much wilderness appeal. 

Whereas motorists can wait for the bridge traf- 
fic to subside, would-be Whitney hikers have to 
apply for a permit months in advance through a 
lottery system. Some wait years to ascend the sum- 
mit. And of those who go, many hike the 22 miles 
(and 6,000 feet of elevation gain)round trip in one 
day, preferring the risk of altitude sickness and 
physical exhaustion to dealing with the throngs 
along the trail and in the campsites. 

Don't be discouraged, though. As two friends of 
mine (who'd never been on an overnight hike) and 
I recently discovered, an alternative, four-day route 
allows you to avoid driving in permit bureaucracy 
and reach the peak via a winding trail through 
spectacular and rugged wilderness, virtually alone. 

We spent our first night in Onion Valley, a mile 
above Independence, the closest town. Though 


steep and windy, the road up is well paved and of- 
fers a fascinating transition from the Owens Valley 
desert to the precipitous flank of the eastern Sier- 
ra. Despite being above 9,000 feet, occasional sage- 
brush, which feeds the pronghorn antelope, mixes 
in with the pine trees, which cool and protect the 
black bears. 

The initial climb the next day through man- 
zanita slopes quickly drenched us with sweat. 
Soon, though, the trail gradient lessened, and we 
followed wildflower-lined Independence Creek up 
to its sources, a series of pristine lakes. After that, 
the landscape transformed into a moonscape of 
rock, snow, and ice. At nearly 12,000 feet, with 
spectacular views of the Owens Valley and High 
Sierra, Kearsarge Pass is the lowest part of the Sier- 
ra crest in the area. That and its gentle grade made 
it a trading route for the Monarche and Pautte 
hundreds of years ago. 

We descended to the Kearsarge Lakes and Pinna- 
cles, met the John Muir and Pacific Crest Trail, and 
by evening were in Vidette Meadow, along Bubbs 
Creek. Our dinner consisted of rice and beans 
mixed with mosquito carcasses, and we slept 
(rather unsuccessfully) on a tarp to the tune of bzzz

in our ears as our flesh was picked at through our 
clothes. (Recommendation: Camp above the 
meadow, where nighttime temperatures are cooler 
and there’s less standing water.) 

Early the next morning we began the long, 
gradual, enticing climb to Forester Pass — a bor- 
der between two national parks, Sequoia and 
Kings Canyon, that provides an expansive vista of 
some of the country’s most rugged land. Only 
near the top did it steepen and fill with snow 
fields. I managed in sandals, but I certainly 
wouldn't advise it. 

The next 12 miles alternated between treeless, 
panoramic ridges and high alpine forest. To the 
east were the highest mountains in the lower 48; to 
the west, Kern Canyon, one of the deepest in the 

Jnited States. The mosquitoes were less abundant 
and the daytime temperatures perfect for hiking. 

The John Muir Trail separates from the Pacific 
Crest Trail here, and we followed the former east 
toward Sierra Crest. Near the treeline the Whit- 
ney massif uncloaked itself, rearing its impres- 
sive and daunting face. We camped above Guitar 
Lake among rocks, grasses, marmots, and melt- 
ing snow. Soon after the sun retreated, the full

At 
Trail Crest a marmot was going through some hik- 
ers’ bags, a sign I’d now joined the Whitney high- 
way. My friends arrived, and we began the two- 
and-a-half-mile jaunt along the crest to the top. 

I won't describe the peak, nor the rest of the 
hike down to the Whitney Portal. It’s been done 
often, and you're better off experiencing it your- 
self. I will predict, though, that you'll be thrilled 
you also experienced the trail less traveled.
